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PREFACE. 


Neaely  fourteen  years  Lave  elapsed  since  the  pub- 
licatKm  of  the  fourth  edition  of  the  "  Compendium  of 
the  Irish  Poor  Law,"  prepared  by  Mr.  Arthur  Moore, 
the  late  Assistant-Secretary  of  the  Poor  Law  Commis- 
Hwners,  and  the  work  has  been  for  some  time  out  of 
print  Frequent  inquiries,  however,  being  still  made 
for  it,  and  many  material  changes  in  the  law  having 
taken  place  since  its  publication,  it  has  been  thought 
that  a  fresh  compilation,  brought  down .  to  the  latest 
period,  would  be  acceptable  to  persons  engaged  in  the 
arlministiTition  of  the  Poor  Laws. 

With  this  view,  the  present  work  has  been  under- 
tiken,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Poor  Law  Commis- 
sioners. 

Some  Statutes  which  were  included  in  the  former 
I)nblication,  but  which  have  either  been  repealed  or 
superseded  by  other  enactments,  or  which  were  only 
temporary  in  their  operation,  have  been  omitted  from 
the  present  volume ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
numerous  Statutes  relating  to  the  Rehef  of  the  Poor, 
Vaccination,  the  Public  Health,  the  Registration  of 
Births,  Deaths  and  Marriages,  and  the  Removal  of 
Poor  Persons  from  England  and  Scotland  to  Ireland, 
which  have  been  passed  since  the  completion  of  that 
vfilume,  are  now  given.

PREFACE. 


The  present  publication  also  contains  the  latest 
General  Regulations  of  the  Commissioners,  some  of 
which,  viz.,  the  General  Election  Order  and  the 
General  Dispensary  Regulations,  have  been  completely 
re>'ised  and  re-issued  since  the  last  edition  of  the 
*' Compendium"  was  prepared.  Various  amendments 
have  also  been  made,  in  consequence  of  changes  made 
in  the  law,  in  the  General  Order  for  regulating  tho 
meetings  and  proceedings  of  Boards  of  Guardians ; 
and  some  new  Regulations  as  to  the  mode  of  charging 
Expenses  incurred  under  the  Sanitary  Acts,  and  as  to 
Contracts  for  Medical  and  Surgical  Supplies,  have 
been  issued.  All  these  amendments  and  additions 
have  been  included  in  the  present  volume. 

The  work  is  divided  into  four  parts — ^an  arrange- 
ment which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  found  convenient  and 
calculated  to  facilitate  reference. 

Part  I.  comprises  only  Statutes  which  relate  directly 
to  the  administration  of  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the 
Poor. 

Part  II.  comprises  provisions  of  Statutes  which, 
though  not  strictly  Poor  Law  Acts,  impose  duties 
upon  Boards  of  Guardians  or  their  officers,  or  affect 
the  Collection  of  the  Rate,  viz.: — The  General  Valua- 
tion Acts,  some  provisions  of  Municipal  Acts  and 
the  Parliamentary  Voters  Acts,  the  Sanitary  Acts, 
Vaccination  Acts,  Burial  Grounds  Acts,  the  Acts  for 
the  Registration  of  Births,  Deaths  and  Marriages,  the 
Acts  relating  to  the  Removal  of  Poor  Persons  from 
England  and  Scotland  to  Ireland,  &c.,  &c. 

Part  III.  comprises  all  the  General   RegulationH 
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issued  by  the  Commissioners  and  now  in  force,  with 
the  Instructional  Circulars  relating  to  them,  including 
aJso  a  complete  list,  alphabetically  arranged  according 
to  subjects,  of  all  the  General  Instructional  Circulars 
issued  by  the  Commissioners  since  1847,  with  their 
ilates  and  a  reference  to  the  Annual  Reports  in  whicli 
they  may  respectively  be  found. 

Part  IV.  contains  a  selection  of  miscellaneous  Forms 
in  general  use,  in  addition  to  the  Forms  prescribed  by 
Statute  or  Gteneral  Order ;  which  latter  will  be  found 
in  connexion  -with  the  Statutes  or  Orders  by  which 
they  are  prescribed. 

A  complete  list  of  all  the  Forms  comprised  in  the 
volume  will  be  found  in  the  Index  under  the  title 
-Forms."

TOWNLANDS. 

§  1.  Whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  laat 
Session  of  Parliament,  intituled  An  Act  for 
the  more  effectual  Relief  of  the  destitute  Poor 
in  Ireland,  it  is  amongst  other  things  enacted, 
that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Poor  Law  Com- 
missioners from  Time  to  Time,  by  Order  under 
their  Seal,  to  unite  such  and  so  many  Town- 
lands  as  they  may  think  fit  to  be  an  Union  for 
the  Relief  of  the  destitute  Poor;  to  declare

The  7th  Geo.  IV.  cap.  62  (passed  26th  May,   o«k«eal 
1826,)  provided  for  making  a  uniform  valua-  ^^^"^ 
tion  of  the  several  baronies,  parishes,   and      — 
other  divisions  of  each  county  in  Ireland,  for 
the  purpose    of  more    equally  levying   the 
county  cess,  charges,  and  Grand  Jury  rates 
thereon  ;  the  valuation  was  to  proceed  as  the 
Ordnance  Survey  for  any  county  or  division 
of  a  county  was  completed,  the  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant being  authorized,  on  the  receipt  of  the 
map  or  plan  from  the  officers  of  the  Ordnance 
Survey,  to  appoint  a  Commissioner  of  Valua- 
tion.      This  Act  was   amended   in  various 
particulars   by  the  1   &  2  Wm.  IV.  c   51, 
the  2  &  3  Wm.  IV.  c.  73,  and  the  4  &  5 
Wm.  IV.  c.  55,  and  was  eventually  repealed 
by  the  6  &  7  Wm.  IV.  c.  84,  by  which  the 
provisions  of  the  previous  Acts  were  amended 
and  consolidated  under  the  title  of  "  An  Act 
to  consolidate  and  amend  the  several  Acts  for 
the  uniform  Valuation  of  Lands  and  Tene- 
ments in  Ireland."     This  last-mentioned  Act 
was  repealed,  as  to  future  valuations,  by  the 
9  &  10  Vic.  c  110,  which  contained  provi- 
sions for  making  a  tenement  valuation  on

Whereas    an  Act  was  passed  in  the  Session 
holden  in  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  years  of  Her  15  &  is  Vio. 
Majesty  (chapter  sixty-three),  "to  amend  the  laws  ^  **• 
relating  to  the  valuation  of  rateable  propeity  in 
Ireland,'  and  such  Act  was  amended  by  an  Act 
of  the  last  Session  of  Parliament,  chapter  seven :  **  *  ^^  Vie. 
And  whereas  it  is  expedient  further  to  amend  the

2.  In  making  out  the  lists  or  tables  of  valua- 
tion mentioned  in  the  said  firstly  herein-before 
mentioned  Act,  the  Commissioner  of  Valuation 
shall  distinguish  all  hereditaments  and  tenements^ 
or  portions  of  the  same,  of  a  public  nature,  or  used 
for  charitable  purposes,  or  for  the  purposes  of 
science,  literature,  and  the  fine  arts,  as  specified

(1.)  Any  house  or  part  of  a  hoiise  so  overcrowded  ""^•*"**' 
as  to  be  dangerous  or  prejudicial  to  the  health  of 
the  inmates : 

,  (2.)  Any  factory,  workshop,  or  workplace  not 
aheady  under  the  operation  of  any  general  Act 
for  the  regulation  of  factories  or  bakehouses,  not 
kept  in  a  cleanly  state,  or  not  ventilated  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  render  harmless  as  far  as  practicable 
any  gases,  vapours,  dust,  or  other  impurities  gene- 
rated in  ihe  course  of  the  work  carried  on  therein 
that  are  a  nuisance  or  injurious  or  dangerous  to 
health,  or  so  overcrowded  while  work  is  carried 
<m  as  to  be  dangerous  or  prejudicial  to  the  health 
of  Ihose  employed  therein : 

(3.)  Any  fireplace  or  furnace  which  does  not  as 
far  as  practicable  consume  the  smoke  arising  from 
the  combustible  used  in  such  fireplace  or  furnace, 
and  is  used  within  the  district  of  a  Nuisance  Au- 
thority for  working  engines  by  steam,  or  in  any 
mill,  factory,  dyehouse,  brewery,  bakehouse,  or 
gaswork,  or  in  any  manufactory  or  trade  process 
"whatsoever: 

Any  chimney  (not  being  the  chimney  of  a  pri- 
vate dwelling-house)  sending  forth  black  smoke  in 
such  quantity  as  to  be  a  nuisance : 

Provided,  first,  that  in  places  where  at  the  time 
of  the  passing  of  this  Act  no  enactment  is  in 
force  compelling  fireplaces  or  fiimaces  to  con- 
siune  their  own  smoke,  the  forgoing  enact- 
ment BA  to  fireplaces  and  furnaces  consuming

20.  It  ehill  be  the  duty  of  the  Nvusance  Autho- 
rity to  make  from  time  to  time,  either  by  itself  or 
its  officers,  inspection  of  the  district,  with  a  view  to 
ascertain  what  nuisances  exist  calling  for  abate^ 
ment  under  the  powers  of  "  The  Nuisances  Bemoval 
Acts,''  and  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Acts  in  order  to  cause  the  abatement  thereof^  also 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  any  Act  that  may  be 
in  force  within  its  district  requiring  fireplaces  and 
furnaces  to  consume  their  own  smoke ;  and  any 
Justice  upon  complaint  upon  oath  may  make  an 
order  to  admit  the  Nuisance  Authority  or  their 
officers  for  these  purposes,  as  well  as  to  ground 
proceedings  under  the  eleventh  section  of  ^^The 
Nuisances  Removal  Act,  1855*." 

21.  The  Nuisance  Authority  or  chief  officer  of 
police  shall,  previous  to  taking  proceedings  before 
a  Justice  under  the  twelfth  section  of  '^The  Nui- 
sances Hemoval  Act,  1855^,"  serve  a  notice  on 
the  person  by  whose  act,  defiatult,  or  sufferanoe  the 
nuisance  arises  or  continues,  or,  if  such  person 
cannot  be  found  or  ascertained,  on  the  owner  or

want  or  defective  construction  of  any  struc- 
toraL  convenience,  or  where  there  is  no  occu- 
pier of  the  premises,  notice  under  this  section 
shall  be  served  on  the  owner : 
Secondly,  that  where  the  person  causing  the 
nuisance  cannot  be  found,  and  it  is  clear  that 
the  nuisance  does  not  arise  or  continue  by 
the  act,  default,  or  sufferance  of  the  owner  or 
occupier  of  the  premises,  then  the  Nuisance 
Authority  may  itself  abate  the  same  without 
further  order,  and  the  cost  of  so  doing  shall 
be  part  of  the  costs  of  executing  '^  The  Nui- 
sances Bemoval  Acts,**  and  borne  accordingly. 
22.    If  the   Nuisance  Authority  shall   be   of  Power  to 
opinion,  upon  the  certificate  of  any  legally  quali-  pJJJi«,to 
fied  medk^J  practitioner,  that  the  cleansing  and  ^  ^f^^^ 
disinfecting  of  any  house  or  part  thereof,  and  of  disiniMted.

or  occupier  of  any  such  house  or  part  thereof  as  is 
referred  to  in  thk  section  is  from  poverty  or  other* 
wise  unable,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Nuisance  Au* 
ihoxity,  efifectually  to  carry  out  the  requirements 
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of  this  section,  such  authority  may,  without  en- 
forcing such  requirements  on  such  owner  or  oocxi- 
pier,  with  his  consent,  at  its  own  expense,  cleanse 
and  disinfect  such  house  or  part  thereof  and  any 
articles  therein  likely  to  retain  infection. 

23.  The  Nuisance  Authority  in  each  district 
may  pi-ovide  a  proper  place,  with  all  neeessaiy 
apparatus  and  attendance,  for  the  disinfection  of 
woollen  articles,  clothing,  or  bedding  whidi  have 
become  infected,  and  they  may  cause  any  articles 
brought  for  disinfection  to  be  disinfected  fcee  of 
charge. 

24.  It  shall  be  lawful  at  all  times  for  the 
Nuisance  Authority  to  provide  and  maintain  a 
carriage  or  carriages  suitieible  for  the  conveyance 
of  persons  suffering  under  any  contagious  or  infec- 
tious disease,  and  to  pay  the  expense  of  conveying 
any  person  iiierein  to  a  hospital  or  place  for  the 
reception  of  the  sick  or  to  his  own  home. 

25.  If  any  person  suffering  from  any  dangerous 
infectious  disorder  shall  enter  any  public  convey- 
ance without  previously  notifying  to  the  owner  or 
driver  thereof  that  he  is  so  suffering,  he  shall  on 
conviction  thereof  before  any  Justice  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  pounds,  and  shaO 
also  be  ordered  by  such  Justice  to  pay  to  such 
owner  and  driver  all  the  losses  and  expenses  they 
may  suffer  in  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  this  Act ;  and  no  owner  or  driver  of  any  pabUc 
conveyance  shall  be  required  to  convey  any  person 
so  suffering  until  they  shall  have  been  first  paid 
a  sum  sufficient  to  cover  all  such  losses  and 
expenses. 

26.  Where  a  hospital  or  place  for  the  recepticm 
of  the  sick  is  provided  within  the  district  of  a

tagious  or    infectious    disorder,    being   without

room  occupied  by  more  than  one  family,  or  being    saihtabt 
on  board  any  ship  or  vessel.  ^^ 

27.  Any  Nuisance  Authority  may  provide  a    .  — 
proper  place  for  the  reception  of  dead  bodies,  and  thereoeJJkm 
where  any  such  place  has  been  provided  and  any  J^*^ 
dead  body  of  one 'who  has  died  of  any  infectious  b«  provided 
disease  is  retained  in  a  room  in  which  persons  live  JJ™J."**''* 
or  sleep,  or  any  dead  body  which  is  in  such  a 

state  as  to  endanger  the  health  of  the  inmates  of 
the  same  house  or  room  is  retained  in  such  house 
or  room,  any  Justice  may,  on  a  certificate  signed 
by  a  legally  qualified  medical  practitioner,  order 
tie  body  to  be  removed  to  such  proper  place  of 
reception  at  the  cost  of  the  Nuisance  Authority, 
and  direct  the  same  to  be  buried  within  a  time  to 
be  Hmited  in  such  order ;  and  imless  the  friends 
or  relations  of  the  deceased  undertake  to  bury  the 
body  within  the  time  so  limited,  and  do  bury  the 
same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Relieving  Officer 
to  bury  such  body  at  the  expense  of  the  poor  rate^ 
but  any  expense  so  incurred  may  be  recovered  by 
the  Relieving  Officer  in  a  summary  manner  from 
any  person  legally  liable  to  pay  the  expense  of 
such  burial. 

28.  Any   Nuisance  Authority  may  provide  a  Pi»o«^«'or 
proper  place  (otherwise  than  at  a  workhouse  or  at  dwffbocTiw 
a  mortuary  house  as  lastly  herein-before  provided  ?e1Ji"red  for 
for)  for  the  reception  of  dead  bodies  for  and  during  postmortem 
the  time  required  to  conduct  any  post-mortem  ex-  Sjay'bo*^'*" 
amination  ordered  by  the  Coroner  of  the  district  p«>»i<i<^- 
or  other  constituted  authority,  and   may   make 

such  regulations  a«  they  may  deem  fit  for  the 
maintenance,  support,  and  management  of  such 
place ;  and  where  any  such  place  has  been  provided, 
any  Coroner  or  other  constituted  Authority  may 
order  the  removal  of  the  body  for  carrying  out  such 
paet^martem  examination  and  the  re-removal  of 
such  body,  such  costs  of  removal  and  re-removal 
to  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  and  out  of  the 
same  £ind  as  the  cost  and  fees  for  post-mortem 
examinations  when  ordered  by  the  Coroner. 

29.  Any  Nuisance  Authority  may,  with  the  Power  to 

remoTo  to 
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sanction  of  the  Privy  Council%  signified  in 
maimer  provided  by  "The  Public  Health  Act, 
1858/*  lay  down  rules  for  the  removal  to  any 
hospital  to  which  such  Authority  is  entitled  to 
remove  patients,  and  for  keeping  in  such  hospital 
so  long  as  may  be  necessary  any  persons  brougjit 
within  their  district  by  any  ship  or  boat  who  are 
infected  with  a  dangerous  and  infectious  disorder, 
and  they  may  by  such  rules  impose  any  penalty 
not  exceeding  five  pounds  on  any  person  commit- 
ting any  offence  against  the  same. 

30.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  any  ship, 
vessel,  or  boat  that  is  in  a  place  not  within  the 
district  of  a  Nuisance  Authority  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  within  the  district  of  such  Nuisance  Autho- 
rity  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Privy  Council, 
and  imtil  a  Nuisance  Au^orlty  has  been  pre- 
scribed then  of  the  Nuisance  Authority  whose 
district  nearest  adjoins  the  place  where  such  ship, 
vessel,  or  boat  is  lying,  the  distance  being  measured 
in  a  straight  line,  but  nothing  in  this  Act  con- 
tained shall  enable  any  Nuisance  Authority  to 
interfere  with  any  ship,  vessel,  or  boat  that  is  not 
in  British  waters. 

31 .  The  power  of  entry  given  to  the  Authoritiee 
by  the  eleventh  section  of  "  The  Nuisances  Re- 
moval Act,  1855**,"  may  be  exercised  at  any  hour 
when  the  business  in  respect  of  which  the  nuisance 
arises  is  in  progress  or  is  usuaUy  carried  on. 

And  any  Justice's  order  once  issued  under  the 
said  section  shall  continue  in  force  until  the 
nuisance  has  been  abated,  or  the  work  for  which 
the  entry  was  necessary  has  been  done. 

32.  Any  ship  or  vessel  lying  in  any  river,  har- 
bour, or  other  water  shall  be  subject  to  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Nuisance  Authority  of  the  district 
within  which  such  river,  harbour,  or  other  water 
is,  and  be  wit^iin  the  provisions  of  "  The  Nuisances 
Bemoval  Acts,''  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  w^re 
a  house  within  such  jurisdiction,  and  the  Master

12.  Where,  by  usage  or  otherwise,  any  grave, 
vault,  or  place  of  interment  in  any  bmial  ground 
or  cemetery  has  been  the  bur}Tng  place  of  and  used 
as  such  by  any  family,  no  corpse  of  any  person 
not  having  been  a  member  of  such  family  .shall  be

THE  ELECTION  OF  GUARDIANS. 


To  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  of  the  several    electick 
Unions  named  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  an-  ^^d  ji^ary 
nexed ;  to  the  Returning  Officer,  and  other      isea. 
Officers,  in  each  of  the  said  Unions  respectively ; 
and  to  all  other  persons  whom  it  may  concern. 

Whereas  by  a  general  order  under  seal,  bearing 
date  the  26th  day  of  January,  1852,  the  Commis- 
sioners for  administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of 
the  Poor  in  Ireland,  did  make  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  conduct  of  the  election  of  Guardians 
in  the  several  unions  throughout  Ireland.  And 
whereas  we,  the  said  Commissioners,  deem  it 
expedient  to  alter  the  said  rules  and  regulations, 
and  to  make  further  rules  and  regulations  m  that 
behalf. 

rescinding  previous  orders. 
ITow,  therefore,  with  respect  to  every  future 
election  of  Guardians,  we,  the  said  Commissioners, 
in  exercise  of  the  lowers  vested  in  us,  do  hereby 
rescind  the  said  general  order  of  the  26th  day  of 
January,  1852,  and  every  matter  and  thing  therein

RETURNING  OFFICER  AND  ASSISTANTS. 

Article  1. — The  duties  herein  directed  to  be 
performed  by  the  Returning  Officer,  and  all  other 
duties  suitable  to  his  office,  which  it  may  be 
requisite  for  him  to  perform  in  conducting  and 
completing  the  election  of  Guardians  from  time  to 
time  m  each  of  the  unions  named  in  the  Schedule 
hereunto  annexed,  shall  be  performed  by  the  person 
already  or  hereafter  appointed  for  the  purpose  by 
any  order  of  the  CommissionarB  in  force  for  the 
time  being  in  such  union,  and  reqidred  or  directed 
by  such  order  to  perform  the  same  :  or  by  any 
person  duly  appointed  to  perform  such  duties  in 
case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  JRetuiTiing  Officer, 
or  of  his  being  prevented  by  sickness,  accident,  or 
other  sufficient  cause,  from  the  performance  of  his 
duties.

Provided      *^ 
always,  that  if  in  any  case  the  services  of  tlie 
police  force  should  not  be  available  or  sufficient 
for  the  purpose,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  on 
receiving  information  thereof,  appoint  a  competent 
number  of  fit  and  proper  persons  to  act  as  his 
assistants  instead  of  the  police  so  far  as  shall  duly 
appear  to  be  necessary. 

Aeticle  3. — ^The  respective  Collectors  of  Poor 
Rates  in  each  union  are  hereby  appointed  to  be 
assistants  to  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  pur-

Article  4. — Persons  liable  to  pay  or  contribute

BEGISTEB  OF  CLAIMS  TO  VOTE. 

Akticle  6. — ^All  such  statements  of  rate-payers 
claiming  to  vote,  and  appointments  and  statements 
of  proxies,  shall  be  registered  in  books  to  be  kept 
for  the  purpose,  according  to  the  forms  annexed  to 
this  order,  and  marked  D  1,  D  2,  D  3,  D  4,  and 
D  5,  respectively,  as  the  case  may  require  ;  and 
the  Clerk  shall  enter  in  such  books  all  such  state- 
ments and  appointments  as  may  be  given  to  the 
Guardians ;  and  the  Returning  Officer  shall  register

Article  8. — ^The  Returning  Officer, between  the 
time  of  the  receipt  of  this  order  and  the  next  elec- 
tion of  Guardians,  and  from  time  to  time  thereafter 
as  occasion  may  arise,  shall  revise,  amend,  and  per- 
fect the  several  registries  of  claims,  D  1,  D  2, 1)  3, 
D  4,  and  D  5 ;  and  to  this  end,  if  he  shall  have 
reasonable  cause  to  doubt  the  correctness  of  any 
claim  to  vote,  made  by  any  person  in  respect  of

on  which  his  opinion  is  founded.  He  shall  also 
note  upon  such  r^istries  of  claims  every  claim 
which  shall  have  ceased  to  be  in  force  by  reason 
of  the  expiration  of  ^yq  years  from  the  date  on 
which  it  was  given  ;  also  the  revocation  of  every 
appointment  of  a  proxy  which  shall  have  been 
revoked, 

NOTICE  OF  ELECTION. 

Article  9. — The  Returning  Officer  shall,  on 
the  25th  day  of  February  in  every  year,  issue  a 
notice,  according  to  the  Form  marked  E,  hereunto 
annexed;  and  shall  caus^  copies  thereof  to  be 
posted  a1^  on,  or  near  the  principal  entrance  of 
every  church  and  other  house  of  worship,  and  at 
eveiy  court  house,  police  station,  market  house, 
and  other  usual  place  for  posting  public  notices, 
in  the  union.  He  shall,  moreover,  transmit  by 
post,  at  the  charge  of  the  union,  a  copy  of  the 
notice  to  each  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  resi- 
dent therein,  and  to  each  of  the  Justices  qualified 
to  be  exoffido  Guardians  of  the  union. 

NOMINATION   OF  CANDIDATES. 

Article  10, — ^Any  person  entitled,  at  the  time 
of  nomination,  to  vote  in  any  electoral  division 
of  the  union,   or  in  any  ward  of  an  electoral 
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KLacTiox    division,  may  propose  in  the  manner  following, 

sndjT^ry,  for  the  office  of  Guardian  of  such  division  or 

[^       ward,  himself,  if  legally  qualified,  or  any  other 

person  or  persons  (not  exceeding  the  number  of 

Guardians  to  be  elected  for  such  division  or  ward), 

legally  qualified  to  be  elected  for  that  office*. 

Article  11. — Every  nomination  shall  be  in 
writing  in  the  Form  marked  F  1,  or  F  2,  hereunto 
annexed,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall  be  signed 
by  the  rate-payer  nominating,  and  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  Returning  Officer,  at  such  place  as 
he  shall  appoint,  or  to  such  person  as  he  may 
appoint  to  receive  it,  on  any  day  from  the  date  of 
the  said  notice  until  the  4th  day  of  March,  both 
inclusive  ;  but  no  nomination  delivered  to  the 
Returning  Officer  before  the  issue  of  such  notice, 
or  after  the  hour  of  five  oVlock  in  the  afternoon 
of  the  said  4th  day  of  March,  shall  be  valid. 

Article  12. — ^The  Returning  Officer  shall  care- 
fully preserve  all  nomination  papers  received  by 
him ;  and  on  the  receipt  of  each,  shall  mark  thereon 
a  number  and  date,  according  to  the  order  and 
time  of  receipt  of  the  same.  He  shall  also 
compare  each  nomination  paper  with  the  rate- 
book, or  with  the  registers  of  statements  and 
appointments  required  to  be  kept ;  and,  assisted 
by  the  respective  Collectors  with  their  collecting 
books,  shall  ascertain  whether  the  several  persons 
named  in  each  nomination  paper  are  in  all  respects 
duly  qualified  to  nominate  or  be  elected  for  the 
office  of  Guardian  respectively. 

Article  13. — If  any  person  put  in  nomination 
for  the  office  of  Guardian,  shall,  at  any  time  yre- 
vioua  to  the  preparation  or  signature  of  the  li^  of 
candidates  as  hereinafter  directed,  die,  or  tender 
to  the  officer  conducting,  the  election  of  Guardians, 
his  refusal,  in  writing,  to  serve  such  offioe,  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  omit  or  strike  out  the 
name  of  such  person  from  the  list  of  candidates. 

Article  14. — In  any  case  in  which  no  person

electoral  division,  whose  year  of  office  is  expiring, 
continue  to  be  in  all  respects  duly  qualified  for 
the  office  of  Guardian. 


LIST  OF   CANDIDATES. 

Article  15. — The  Returning  Officer  shall  pre- 
pare and  sign  a  list  according  to  the  Form  marked 
G,  hereunto  annexed,  of  the  several  qualified  can- 
didates duly  nominated  as  aforesaid,  and  whose 
names  have  not  been  omitted  or  struck  out  under 
Article  13  up  to  the  8th  of  March,  and  also  the 
names  of  the  Guardian  or  Guardians  of  those  elec- 
toral divisions  (if  any)  for  which  no  nomination 
shall  have  been  made,  and  who  continue  to  be  in 
all  respects  duly  qualified  for  the  office  of  Guar- 
dian ;  and  such  list  shall  contain  the  names  and 
residences  of  the  rate-payer  or  rate-payers  by 
whom  the  candidates  shall  respectively  have  been 
proposed ;  but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  in  any 
case  to  name  in  the  list  or  in  the  voting  papers 
hereinafter  mentioned  more  than  one  rate-payer  as 
proposer  of  any  candidate. 

Article  16. — The  Returning  Officer  shall  for- 
ward a  copy  of  such  list  on  the  8th  day  of  March 
to  the  said  Commissioners ;  and  shall  cause  a  copy 
thereof  to  be  laid  before  the  Board  of  Guardians 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  union,  at  their  first  meeting 
after  the  Hat  is  so  completed  and  forwarded  :  and 
the  Guardiana  to  be  elected  for  the  electoral  divi- 
sions and  wards  of  the  union,  shall  be  chosen  from 
the  candidates,  being  duly  nominated  and  quali- 
fied, whose  names  are  contained  in  such  list. 

Article  17. — If  the  candidates  for  an  electoral 
division  or  ward  shall  not  exceed  the  number  of 
Gtuurdians  to  be  elected  for  the  division  or  ward, 
such  candidates  (excepting  those  who  may  in 
writing  dedine  to  act),  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the 
elected  Guardians  for  such  division  or  ward,  and 
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ELBcnoM    shall  be  csrtified  as  such  in  the  return  to  be  made 
i!nd  January,  bv  the  Returning  Officer,  as  hereinafter  provided.

LISTS   OP  VOTERS. 

Article  18. — When  the  number  of  qualified 
candidates  duly  nominated  for  any  electoral 
division  or  ward,  shall  exceed  the  number  of 
Gruardians  to  be  elected  for  any  such  division  or 
ward,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  thereupon  forth- 
with prepare  lists,  according  to  the  annexed  Forms 
H  1  and  H  2,  of  the  rate-payers  of  such  division 
or  ward  and  of  proxies  appointed  ;  in  which  lists 
the  several  particulars  specified  in  such  Forms 
shall  be  so  stated  sis  to  show  the  total  annual 
value  of  the  several  parcels  of  rateable  property 
occupied  by  the  same  rate-payer,  or  in  respect  of 
which  the  same  rate-payer  shall  have  made  a  valid 
claim  to  vote  in  such  electoral  division  or  ward ; 
also  the  total  amount  of  net  rents,  or  net  annual 
value,  or  of  tithe-rentcharges,  set  forth  in  state- 
ments received,  or  in  appointments  of  proxies, 
following  the  latest  decision  of  any  Returning 
Officer  for  the  time  being,  in  every  case  which 
shall  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of 
Article  8  :  and  the  list  of  rate-payers  making  such 
statomentB,  and  of  proxies,  shall  be  made  up  to 
one  calendar  month  preceding  the  first  day  herein 
appointed  for  collecting  votes. 

voting  papers. 

Article  19. — If  at  any  time  after  the  prepara- 
tion and  signature  of  the  list  of  candidates,  and 
before  the  issue  of  voting  papers  as  hereinafter 
directed,  any  of  the  persons  put  in  nomination 
shall  tender  to  the  officer  conducting  the  election 
of  Guardians,  lus  or  their  refusal,  in  writing,  to 
serve  the  office  of  Guardian,  whereby  the  number 
of  candidates  for  any  electoral  division  or  ward

— If  at  any  time  after  the  printing 
and  before  the  issuing  of  the  voting  papers,  any 
person  put  in  nomination  shall  die,  or  shall  tender 
to  the  officer  conducting  the  election  of  Guardians, 
his  refusal,  in  writing,  to  serve  the  office  of  Guar- 
dian, but  the  number  of  candidates  shall  still 
exceed  the  number  of  Guardians  to  be  elected,  the 
Returning  Officer  shall,  before  issuing  the  voting 
papers,  erase  the  name  of  such  person  therefrom, 
by  drawing  a  line  through  such  name  in  ink. 

ISSUE  OP  VOTING   PAPERS. 

Article  21. — The  voting  papers  shall  be  issued 
on  the  18th  day  of  March,  and  if  the  whole  can- 
not be  issued  on  that  day,  the  remainder  shall  be 
issued  on  the  following  day ;  but  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  to  deliver  papers  in  any  electoral  division 
or  ward  for  which  the  number  of  candidates  shall, 
before  the  said  18th  day  of  March,  be  reduced  to 
or  below  the  number  of  Guardians  to  be  elected ;

occur,  shall  attend  to  assist  the  Betuming  Officer 
in  issuing  voting  papers,  and  shall  compare  ih» 
list  of  occupiers,  and  of  persons  rated  as  owners 
or  immediate  lessors  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  6  <fe  7  Vic.  c.

Article  23. — ^The  Returning  Officer  shall  cause 
one  voting  paper  to  be  delivered  by  a  person  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose  at  the  residence  of  e\^ry 
occupier,  owner,  or  immediate  lessor,  named  iu 
the  list,  according  to  Form  H  1,  specified  in 
Article  18,  who  shall  appecur  not  to  owe  any  rate 
made  six  calendar  months  or  more  previously  to 
the  first  day  for  issuing  voting  papers ;  and  voting 
papers  for  all  other  rate-payera  and  for  proxies, 
shall  be  delivered  at  the  respective  {daces  ap- 
pointed by  them  in  the  electoral  division  or  ward. 

Article  24.  Every  rate-payei  entitled  to  vote 
in  mtore  than  one  capacity  in  any  division  or  waid 
shall  be  supplied  with  a  voting  paper  for  eaeh 
capacity  in  which  he  is  entitled  to  vote;  and  every 
proxy  shall  receive  a  separate  voting  paper  for 
each  of  the  rate-payers  entitled  to  vote  for  whom 
he  acts  as  proxy  in  respect  csf  each  divisaon  or 
ward  in  wluch  Uiey  may  be  entitled  to  vote. 
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EXECUTION   OK  VOTING   PAPERS.  Elbctmw 

Ordkr: 

Article  25. — ^The  voter,  whether  he  be  the '  J^m^ihus. 
proxy  of  a  rate-payer  or  not,  shall  place  his  own 
initials  opposite  the  name  of  every  candidate  for 
whom  ho  votes,  and  shall  sign  the  voting  paper ; 
and  every  proxy  shall  also  state  thereon,  in  his 
own  handwiiting,  the  name  of  the  person  for  whom 
he  is  proxy ;  but  if  the  voter  cannot  write,  he  may 
procure  a  person  to  write  the  voter's  name  on  the- 
paper,  in  full,  and  such  person  shall  then  write  the- 
voter's  initials  opposite  to  the  name  of  each  candi- 
date for  whom  the  voter  intends  to  vote,  and  after- 
wards aflix  his  own  signature  to  the  paper  as 
witness  to  the  mark  of  the  voter,  which  is  to  be 
affixed  by  the  voter  to  the  paper  in  place  of 
signature.

Article  27. — No  person,  not  being  a  proxy  or 
an  officer  of  a  corporation  or  company  duly  ap- 
pointed to  vote,  shall  vote  in  the  name  of  any 
other  person. 

oollection  of  voting  papers. 

Article  28. — On  the  20ih  day  of  March,  and 
if  necessary  on  the  foDowing  day,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  cause  the  voting  papers  to  be  collected, 
but  in  no  case  (excepting  that  provided  for  in 
Article  42,)  shall  a  voting  paper  be  allowed  to 
remain  more  than  one  clear  day  with  the  voter : 
and  the  persons  employed  in  collecting  the  voting 
papers  shall  not  examine  or  permit  any  person  to 
have  access  to  such  papers  while  in  their  charge ; 
and  on  completing  the  collection  in  any  electoral 
division  or  ward,  they  i^iall  arrange  the  voting 
papers  according  to  the  numbers  indorsed  there- 
npon,  in  parsuance  of  Article  19,  and  enclose  them 
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elktiom    in  a  parcel,  which  shall  thereupon  be  delivered  by

VOTING  WHERE  PAPERS  HAVE  NOT  BEEN  RECEIVED 
OR  NOT  COLLECTED. 

Article  29. — Every  person  entitled  to  vote, 
who  shall  not  on  the  18th  or  19th  day  of  Maixb 
liave  received  a  voting  paper,  as  aforesaid,  shall, 
on  application  in  person  to  the  Returning  Officer, 
on  the  days  appointed  for  the  collection  of  the 
voting  papers,  and  between  the  hours  of  ten  in  the 
forenoon  and  five  in  the  afternoon,  be  entitled  to 
receive  a  voting  paper,  and  to  fill  up  the  same  in 
the  presence  of  the  Returning  Officer,  and  then 
and  there  to  deliver  the  same  to  him. 

Article  30. — Any  person  who  shall  not  on  the 
18th  or  19th  day  of  March  have  received  a  voting 
paper,  as  aforesaid,  by  reason  of  his  not  ha^dng 
paid  any  poor-rate  made  and  assessed  upon  him 
six  calendar  months  or  more  before  the  first  day 
appointed  for  the  issue  of  voting  papers,  sliall 
nevertheless,  if  he  pay  all  such  rate  on  any  of  the 
days  appointed  for  the  distribution  and  collection 
of  voting  jmpers,  be  entitled  to  I'eceive  a  voting 
paper  and  to  vote  in  manner  provided  in  Article 
29,  on  personal  application  to  the  Returning 
Officer  within  the  time  therein  mentioned,  and  on 
producing  to  him  the  Collector's  receipt  for  the 
full  amount  of  such  rate. 

Article  31. — If  in  any  case  a  voting  papei* 
didy  issued,  shall  not  have  been  collected  through 
the  default  of  any  of  the  persons  employed  by  the 
Returning  Officer  for  the  purpose,  the  voter  may 
in  person  deliver  the  paper  to  the  Returning 
Officer  on  the  day  immediately  following  the  last

Article    32. — ^The    Returning    Officer    shall

room  of  the  workhouse,  or  other  place  appointed  for       — 
the  conduct  of  the  election  and  named  in  his  notice 
of  the  election,  on  the  several  days  on  which  voting 
papers  may  be  issued  and  filled  up  and  delivered 
in  his  presence,  as  provided  in  Articles  29,  30,  and 
31  of  this  order;  and  on  all  such  other  days  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  due  conduct  of  the  elec- 
tion in  conformity  with  this  order. 


RESIGNATION   OR  DEATH   OF  CANDIDATE  BEFORE 
RETURN. 

Article  S3. — If  at  any  time  after  the  issuing 
of  the  voting  papers  shall  have  commenced,  and 
before  the  making  of  the  return  hereinafter 
directed,  any  person  put  in  nomination  for  the 
office  of  Guardian  in  any  electoral  division  or 
ward,  shall  die  or  tender  to  the  Returning  Officer 
conducting  the  election  of  Guardians  his  refusal, 
in  writing,  to  serve  such  office,  the  votes  which 
may  be  given  for  such  person  shall  not  be  cast  up, 
or  continue  to  be  cast  up,  as  the  case  may  be ;  and 
the  votes  so  given  for  such  person  will  be  lost : 
and  if  the  number  of  candidates  for  any  electoral 
division  or  ward  shall  thereby  be  reduced  to  or 
below  the  number  of  Guardians  to  be  elected,  the 
remaining  candidates  for  such  division  or  ward, 
duly  nominated  and  qualified,  shall  be  certified  in 
the  return  as  Guardians ;  but  if  the  number  of 
such  remaining  candidates  shall  still  exceed  the 
nimiber  of  Guardians  to  be  elected,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  proceed  in  the  election  as  hereinafter 
directed. 

CASTING  UP  the   VOTES. 

Article  34. — When  the  collection  of  the  voting 
papers  shall  have  been  completed,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  attend  at  the  Board-room  of  the 
Guardians  of  the  tmion,  and  shall,  assisted  by  the 
Collectors  of  poor-rates,  ascertain  the  validity  of 
the  votes,  and  shall  register  the  valid  votes  duly 
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^^Jl^  given  for  each  remaimng  candidate,  opposite  to  the 
i  Jan.,  1863.  name  of  each  rate-payer  or  proxy ;  after  which  he 
shall  cast  up  the  votes  so  roistered,  and  ascer- 
tain ajid  register  the  total  number  of  such  voteB 
for  each  candidate.  The  candidate  or  candidates, 
to  the  number  of  Guardians  to  be  elected  for  the 
electoral  division  or  ward,  who  shall  have  ob- 
tained the  greatest  number  of  votes,  shall  be 
<leemed  to  be  the  elected  Guardian  or  Guardians 
for  such  division  or  ward. 

RETURN  OP  THE  ELECTION. 

Article  35. — The  Ketuming  Officer  shall,  od 
the  25  th  day  of  March,  make  a  true  return  to  the 
said  Commissionera,  in  writing  under  his  hand  and 
seal,  in  the  Form  marked  K,  hereto  annexed,  of  the 
names  of  every  electoral  division  and  ward  of  the 
onion,  and  the  names  of  all  the  candidates  who 
shall  have  been  duly  nominated,  together  with  (in 
the  case  of  a  contest)  the  number  of  votes  given 
for  each,  and  the  names  of  the  pei-sons  elect^  as 
Guardians  ;  and  in  any  case  in  which  there  shall 
have  been  no  candidate  nominated  for  an  electoral 
division,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  state  in  the 
said  return,  opposite  to  the  name  of  such  electoral 
division,  the  name  or  names  of  the  Guardian  or 
Guardians  for  such  electoral  division  for  the  last 
year  who  continue  to  be  duly  qualified;  and  in 
any  case  in  which  the  number  of  candidates  shall 
have  been  less  than  the  number  of  Guardians  to  be  • 
elected  for  any  electoral  division  or  ward,  or  in 
which  any  of  the  candidates  shall  have  died  or 
refused  to  serve,  the  fact  shall  be  so  stated  in  the 
return  opposite  to  the  name  of  such  division  or 
ward. 

Article  36. — If  the  examination  of  votes  col- 
lected cannot  be  completed  as  aforesaid  on  or 
before  the  25th  day  of  March,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  forthwith  pi*oceed  to  complete  the 
examination,  and  shall  make  a  return  of  the 
election  to  the  said  Commissioners  on  one  of  the 
fourteen  days  (not  being  a  Sunday)  next  follow- 
ing the  said  25th  day  of  March. 
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NOTICE  TO  MEMBERS  OF  OUT-GOING  BOARD.  *rS^*' 

Article  37. — Wli«ti  the  return  of  the  election  *  J^N^ses. 
shall  have  been  made  to  the  Commissioners,  the 
Eretuming  Officer  shall  forthwith  lay  before  the 
Board  c£  Guardians,  or  deliver  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
union  to  be  laid  before  the  Board  of  Guardians,  a 
certified  copy  of  such  return  :  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
union  shall  immediately  on  such  return  of  any 
annual  election  of  Guardians  for  a  union  being 
made,  or  on  receipt  of  the  certified  copy  thereof^ 
forward  to  every  member  of  the  out-going  Board 
of  Guardians,  whether  he  shall  have  been  re-elected 
or  shall  be  entitled  to  continue  in  office  or  not,  and

custody  op  papers. 

Article  39. — ^Within  seven  days  after  the  re- 
turn of  the  election  shall  have  beeji  made,  all 
books,  papers,  and  other  documents  relating  to 
the  election  shall  be  deposited  with  and  remain  in 
the  custody  of  the  Clerk  to  the  Board  of  Guardians, 
by  whom  they  shall  be  preserved ;  aftd  no  person,

1  jak^i863.  Article  40.— The  Guardians  shall  pay  to  the 
Returning  Officer  for  the  conduct  and  management 
of  the  election  generally,  such  reasonable  remu- 
neration as  the  said  Commissioners  may  allow ; 
and  such  remuneration,  together  with  the  cost  of 
providing  the  requisite  supplies  of  the  several 
Forms  hereunto  annexed,  with  the  exception  of 
the  voting  papers,  Forms  J  1  and  J  2,  shall  be 
defrayed  by  the  Guardians  out  of  the  common 
fund  of  the  said  union. 

Article  41. — ^The  Guardians  shall  pay  to  the 
collectors  of  poor-rates,  and  to  the  persons  ap- 
pointed to  distribute  and  collect  the  voting  papers,, 
or  to  assist  the  Returning  Officer  in  preparing  lists 
of  voters,  for  the  duties  arising  out  of  any  con- 
tested election,  such  reasonable  remuneration  as 
may  be  allowed  by  the  said  Commissioners ;  and 
such  remuneration,  together  with  the  cost  of  pro- 
viding voting  papers,  where  required,  in  the  Forms 
narked  J  1  and  J  2.  shall  be  defrayed  by  the 
Guardians  and  charged  to  the  electoral  div^ons 
in  respect  of  which  such  expenses  may  be  incurred  ; 
and  where  any  expenses  under  this  article  shall 
be  incurred  in  respect  of  any  two  or  more  electoral 
divisions  combined  for  the  election  of  one  Guardian, 
such  expenses  shall  be  charged  in  equal  proportions 
to  the  divisions  so  combined.

Article  42. — Whenever  the  day  appointed  in 
this  order  for  the  perfonnance  of  any  act  shall  be 
a  Simday  or  Good  Friday,  such  act  shall  be  per- 
formed on  the  day  next  following.

have  been  made  or  become  due  within  six  calendar  months 
immediately  preceding  such  voting;  and  no  Owner  or  Imme> 
diate  Lessor  who  is  rated  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
6  &  7  Via  c.

Sir, 

1.  It  having  been  deemed  necessary,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  changes  made  in  the  law  relating 
to  the  election  of  Guardians,  by  the  Act  of  last 
Session,  25  «&  26  Yic,  c.  83,  to  revise  the  General 
Order  relating  to  the  election  of  Guardians,  dated 
26th  January,  1852,  the  Commissioners  for  ad- 
ministering the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in 
Ireland,  now  transmit  to  you  a  sealed  copy  of  an 
amended  Greneral  Order  dated  the  2nd  instant, 
regulating  the  conduct  of  future  elections  of 
Guardians  in  the  several  unions  in  Ireland. 

2.  This  Order  rescinds  the  Order  of  the  26tli 
January,  1852,  as  well  as  all  previous  Orders, 
except  such  portions  thereof  as  may  have  aj)- 
pointed  the  Clerk  for  the  time  being  to  be  the 
Returning  Officer,  and  may  not  have  been  re- 
scinded by  any  subsequent  Order;  and  except  suofa 
portions  thereof  as  may  have  fixed  the  value  of 
the  qualification  for  the  office  of  Guardian,  and 
may  not  have  been  rescinded  or  altered  by  any 
subsequent  Order.  Under  Article  1  of  the  en- 
closed Order,  therefore,  the  Clerk  for  the  time 
being  (except  in  cases  where  the  Order  appointing 
the  Clerk  may  have  been  rescinded)  will  continue 
to  be  the  Returning  Officer,  and  the  same  Article, 
it  will  bo  seen,  provides  for  the  performance  of 
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the    duties  of    Returning    Officer,    in    case    of  cmcuLARa. 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  Clerk,  or  in  case  of  the  imt^ont 
Clerk  being  prevented  by  sickness  or  accident,  or  u^©"  M**Re- 
other  sufficient  cause,  from  the  performance  of  his  turning 
duties,  the  Guardians  being  empowered,  in  either  ?®hTanuar7 
of  those  events,  to  appoint  some  person  to  perform  i863- 
such  of  the  duties  imposed  by  the  Order  upon  the 
Returning  Officer  as  shall  then  remain  to  be  per- 
formed. 

3.  Under  Articles  3,  12,  14,  22,  and  34,  of  the 
accompanying  General  Order,  the  Collectors  of 
poor  rate  in  the  union  are  to  assist  the  Returning 
Officer  as  heretofore  in  the  election,  at  the  times 
and  for  the  purposes  therein  indicated.  These 
Regulations  impose  no  fresh  duties  on  the  Collec- 
tors, but  it  will  be  proper  for  you  to  call  the 
attention  of  each  of  them  to  those  Regulations 
before  the  next  election  takes  place. 

4.  The  Police  who  may  be  employed  as  hereto- 
fore, in  posting  the  notices  of  the  election  and  in 
distributing  and  collecting  voting  papers,  will 
receive  their  instructions  from  their  own  superior 
Officers ;  but  in  case  their  services  in  any  instance 
^ould  not  be  available  in  sufficient  number  for 
the  latter  duty,  the  Returning  Officer  should  take 
care  to  furnish  any  other  persons  who  may  be 
employed  by  him,  in  pursuance  of  Article  2  of  the 
General  Order,  for  the  distribution  and  collection 
of  the  voting  papers,  with  proper  lists  and  in- 
structions for  their  guidance,  in  accordance  with 
Articles  18,  19,  21,  23,  24,  and  28,  of  the  Order. 

6.  Where  it  has  happened  in  previous  elections 
that  the  assistance  of  the  police  has  not  been 
available,  or  has  not  been  available  to  sufficient 
extent,  for  the  distribution  and  collection  of  voting 
pi^rs  within  the  prescribed  period,  the  Commis- 
sioners have  in  some  instances  received  applica- 
tions for  their  sanction  to  the  employment  of  the 
CoUectors  of  poor  rates  or  their  assistants,  and  of 
Relieving  Officers,  in  this  service,  where  it  may 
be  necessary  to  issue  voting  papers.

1863.         'to  assist  in  performing  the  duty  in  question,  pro- 
vided the  Board  of  Guardians  permit  them  to  be 
so  employed,  for  which  permission  it  will  be  yoor 
duty,  where  necessary,  to  apply.     If  the  aerrioes 
of  the  police  and  Union  Officers  ahould  not  be 
available  or  sufficient,  you  will  have  to  employ 
other  trustworthy  persons  acquainted  with   thie 
respective  localities,  as  £bu*  as  practicable,  in  ao- 
ooidance  with  the  regulation  contained  in  Article 
2  of  the  General  Order.     But  you  will  first  take 
care  to  ascertain   whether  you  can  obtain  the 
services  of  the  police  in  sufficient  number  or  not^ 
before  you  employ  any  other  persons,  and  you 
will  only  resort  to  the  employment  of  the  officers 
of  the  imicm  or  other  persons,  in  case  you  cannot 
obtain  the  assistance  of  the  police  in  sufficient 
number. 

6.  Should  some  additional  assistance  be  neces- 
sary for  enabling  you,  in  case  of  contests,  to  prepen 
the  requisite  lists  of  voters,  and  complete  the  pro- 
ceedings in  the  election  at  the  times  prescribed  by 
the  General  Order,  the  Commissioners  will  be 
prepared  to  sanction  such  assistance  fiir  so  long 
as  may  be  absolutely  requisite,  on  x^soeiviag  a 
communication  from  you,  setting  forth  the  circunk- 
atanees  whic/i  render  tJis  applicaMan  neeessartf,  the 
parHciUar  purposes  for  which  assistance  is  required, 
and  the  extent  of  assistance  required. 

7.  One  of  your  first  duties  will  be  to  iaeae  the 
notice  of  the  election,  which  is  to  be  posted  on 
the  25th  February.  The  notice  is  to  set  forth 
the  names  of  the  electoral  divisions,  the  qualifica- 
tion and  number  of  Guardians  to  be  elected  for 
each,  with  oth^  particulars  prescribed  in  the 
General  Order.  You  should,  in  due  time,  before 
the  25th  Februaiy,  give  notice  of  applicatian  to 
the  Constabulary  for  their  assistance  in  posting 
the  notices,  as  heretofore;  and  you  will  after- 
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wards  forward  the  copies  of  the  notices  to  the  Cmouuars. 
proper  Constabulary  Stations.     Due  notice  should  laatniotions 
likewise  be  given  to  the  Constabulary  when  it  uiSJi^'^Re- 
becomes  necessary  to  apply  for  their  services  in  turning 
the  distribution  and  collection  of  voting  papers,  mwraour, 
apprizing  them  of  the  probable  extent  of  the  duty  ^^^• 
to  be  performed. 

8.  The  following  are  the  days  upon  which  the 
several  proceedings  in  the  ensuing  election  are  to 
be  taken,  in  pursuance  of  the  Order  : — 

26th  February — ^Issue  of  notice  of  election.  (Art.  9.) 
4th  Blarch — Last  day  for  receiving  nomination  papers, 
which  can  be  received  np  to  5  o'clock^  p.m.,  on  that 
day.  (Art.  IL) 
9th  March — List  of  candidates  to  be  prepared  and  for- 
warded. (Art  15.) — List  of  voters  to  be  prepared  in 
case  of  contest 

The  last  day  for  receiving  statements  of  claim  to 
vote,  and  appointment  of  proxies  (6  &  7  Via,  c  92, 
§  24,  and  25  &  26  Vic.,  c.  83,  §  15)— so  as  to  be 
available  in  this  election,  will  be  the  20th  February ; 
and  in  case  of  contests,  the  lists  of  rate-payers  makiiig 
statements  are  to  be  made  up  to  that  day.  (Art. 
X8.) 

12th  March — ^Application  to  be  made  to  CJonstabulary 
for  assistance  in  distributing  voting  papers,  where 
necessary,  which  should  afterwards  be  transmitted  to 
them,  with  the  list  of  voters,  in  due  time  for  distribu- 
tion, on  the  day  prescribed  for  the  purpose. 

17th  March — List  of  occupying  tenants  who  are  entitled  to 
vote,  having  paid  rates  required  to  be  paid,  is  to  be 
made  up  to  this  day.     (Art  22.) 

18th  March — Day  for  issuing  voting  papers,  and  following 
days  if  needful.     (Art.  21.) 

20th  March — Day  for  collecting  voting  papers,  and  follow- 
ing day,  if  necessary.     (Art  28.) 

2l8t  March — ^Time  for  applying  for  voting  papers,  where 
not  duly  received  by  persons  entitled,  expires.    (Art. 

29,  sa) 

23rd  March — ^Time  for  delivering  to  Returning  Officer 
voting  papers  that  may  not  have  been  duly  collected, 
expires.    (Art  81.) 

25th  March — Return  of  Guardians  to  be  made  (Art.  85) ;

9.  Previously  to  the  commencement  of  the 
dection,  jou  should  procure  the  requisite  supply 
of  the  Forms  prescribed  for  use  in  the  election. 
With  regard  to  the  notice  of  the  election  (Form 
E)  the  Commiaaioners  have  thought  it  advisable

If,  however,  you  should  be  of  opinion 

that  the  number  of  copies  printed  last  year  was 

greater  or  less  than  will  be  required  for  the  present 

year,  you  will  be  good  enough  to  report  the  fcui 

immediateli/y  stating  the  number  which  you  consider 

necessary.     In  the  absence   of  any  communicar 

tion  from  you  before  the  25th  instant,  the  same 

number   as   was   furnished    last    year    will    be 

provided. 

10.  With  regard  to  the  other  Forms,  steps 
should  be  taken  in  due  time  to  provide  a  sufficient 
supply  of  those  which  may  be  required  for  carry- 
ing on  the  election,  as  prescribed  by  the  General 
Order.  The  Forms  can  be  procured  from  Mr. 
Thom,  of  87,  Abbey-street,  Dublin ;  but  should 
you  employ  any  other  printer,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  you  to  compare  the  several  Forms  carefully 
with  those  prescribed  in  the  G^eneral  Order,  as 
you  will  be  responsible  for  their  accuracy ;  and  it 
is  advisable  that  you  should  ascertain  and  compare 
the  prices  at  which  they  are  procurable  before  you 
order  them. 

11.  A  placard,  containing  a  description  of  the 
electoral  divisions  in  the  union  as  at  present 
constituted,  to  be  posted  in  case  of  ccmtest,  as 
heretofore,  should  be  prepared,  and  a  sufficient 
nimiber  of  copies  thereof  for  posting  obtained 
when  necessary,  in  like  manner  with  the  voting 
papers. 

12.  The  Forms  (A  1,  A  2,  B  1  and  2,  C  1,  and 
C  2  and  3,)  for  statements  of  claims  to  be  entitled 
to  vote,  and  appointments  of  proxies,  with  their 
applications,  and  the  statements  of  corporations, 
and  joint-stock  companies,  are  to  be  supplied,  free 
of  charge  (on  application  made  to  you),  to  any 
persons,  or  corporations,  or  companies,  respec- 
tively, who   may  require    them  for  their  own 
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statements  or  applications.  It  would  not  be  circulars. 
expedient  to  make  a  more  general  distribution  of  iBrtmotioBM 
these  Forms.  ^^1"^, 

13.  With  regard  to  the  r^istry  of  such  state-  turning 
ments  and  appointments  in   the   proper   books  lethJuiuan. 
(Forms  D  1,  2,  3,  4,  5),  the  Commissioners  re-  *®^- 
quest  the  special  attention  of  the  Clerk  and  Betum- 

ing  Officer  to  Articles  4  and  5  of  the  General 
Order,  and  to  the  duties  assigned  to  those  officers 
in  respect  to  the  same,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
statutes  and  under  Articles  6  and  8  of  the  Order. 

14.  The  provisions  of  the  Acts  relating  to  such 
statements  and  registers  are  contained  in  §  84  of 
1  A  2  Vic,  a  56,  as  amended  by  §  24  of  6  &  7  Via, 
c.  92,  and  §  15  of  the  25  &  26  Vic,  c.  83,  to  which 
your  attention  is  requested,  as  well  as  to  §  26  of 
the  6  &  7  Vice.  92.  The  15th  sec.  of  the  25  and 
26  Vic.,  c.  83,  sets  forth  the  particulars  required 
to  be  given  in  such  statements,  which  must  be 
lodged  one  calendar  month  before  the  owner  or 
immediate  lessor,  or  his  proxy  can  vote  as  such  ; 
and  the  84th  sec.  of  the  1  &  2  Vic,  c.  56,  requires 
that  the  Guardians,  or  the  person  acting  as  Re- 
turning Officer  should  roister  such  stat^ents  in 
manner  therein  provided.  K  at  any  election  the 
Betuming  Officer  have  reasonable  cause  to  doubt 
the  oorrectnees  of  a  claim  to  vote,  made  by  any 
person  in  respect  of  net  rent,  the  Hetuming 
Officer  is  required  by  the  26th  sec  of  the  6  &  7 
Vic,  c  92,  not  to  admit  such  person  to  vote  until 
he  shall  have  produced  evidence,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Returning  Officer,  of  the  amount  of  such  rent. 

15.  Inconvenience  and  irregularity,  it  is  be- 
lieved, have  occurred  in  some  instances  from  the 
discovery,  at  the  time  of  an  election,  of  errors  or 
defects  in  the  registry  prescribed,  irom.  omission 
of  statements  therein,  or  fi*om  retaining  on  record 
the  statements  of  persons  deceased,  or  from  other 
causes,  where  the  original  statements,  owing  to 
changes  of  officers  or  other  circumstances,  are  not 
themselves  forthcoming.  The  changes  made  by 
the  Act  of  last  Session,  in  regard  to  the  particulars 
required  to  be  furnished,  will  render  the  state- 
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cncuLAu.  ments  and  registers  then  existing  unayailable,  and 
inatnictknu  the  Commissioners  request,  therefore,  that  you  -will 
u^JS^**R«.  ^^  ^^^  provide  yourself  with  the  new  Forms  of 
turning  register,  and  duly  enter  therein  all  the  new  state- 
i6thJ»ouary,  ments  and  appointments  which  you  may  have 
1W3.  received,  or  may  receive,  before  the  time  of  the 

election,  so  that  they  may  be  perfected  before  the 

approaching  election  takes  place. 

16.  The  Commissioners  take  this  opportunity 
to  observe,  that* although  an  owner  or  proxy  is  not 
entitled  to  vote  until  one  calendar  month  after  he 
shall  have  made  the  prescribed  statement  or  ap* 
|)ointm6nt,  it  is  not  necessary  that  he  should  make 
or  renew  such  statement,  <fec.,  a  month  before  each 
election ;  but  they  continue  in  force  for  five  years 
from  the  date  on  which  they  have  been  given, 
provided  the  parties  remain  in  possession  of  the 
interests  described  therein ;  and  provided,  in  the 
case  of  a  proxy,  that  the  appointment  is  not  sooner 
revoked,  or  the  owner  himself  resumes  the  exer- 
cise of  his  right  to  vote,  or  eithw  of  the  partaes 
dies. 

17.  Any  such  statements,  &c.,  should  be  duly 
preserved  ;  and  in  case  there  be  reason  to  belie\*e 
that  any  that  may  have  been  already  lodged  have 
not  been  handed  over  to  you  by  any  previous 
officer,  or  not  regista:^,  you  should  make  in- 
quiry of  such  officer,  or  otherwise  endeavour  to 
obtain  them,  and  forthwith  see  that  they  be  re- 
corded in  the  proper  form  of  register  book, 
and  that  the  directions  in  the  above-mentioned 
Articles  of  the  Election  Order  be  duly  complied 
with. 

18.  The  Betuming  Officer  is  not  bound,  under 
Article  23  of  the  Election  BiOgulations,  to  cause 
any  voting  papers  to  be  deliveiwl  out  of  the 
electoral  division  or  ward  for  which  it  may  be 
necessary  to  issue  voting  papers  ;  and  if  the 
places  named  for  the  reception  of  voting  papers, 
by  the  owners  or  proxies  who  have  made  state- 
ments, be  not  in  any  case  within  the  respective 
divisions  or  wards  in  which  the  properties  are 
situate,  you    should    immediately    communioate 
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"with  Buoh  parties,  and  request  them  to  name  a  cxecularb. 
piaoe  within  the  division  or  ward,  and  point  out  inatra^ons 
to  them  that  otherwise  they  can  only  vote  in  maimer  uiSmum  Ro- 
provided  in  Article  29  of  the  Election  Hegulations;  turning 
and  you  should  apprize  the  parties  concerned  as  i6u^nu«ry, 
sbbove  of  the  substance  of  the  regulation  contained  i^^- 
in  that  Article. 

19.  A  practice  appears  to  have  been  adopted 
by  the  Hetuming  Officer  in  some  instances,  of 
xnarking  cm  eadi  of  the  voting  papei's,  in  addition 
to  the  wwmher  directed  by  Article  19  of  the  Elec- 
tion Kegulationfl,  the  ncvme  of  the  person  for  whom 
it  is  issued,  or  his  name  and  address ;  and  in  the 
case  of  a  proxy,  the  name  of  the  proxy,  as  well  as 
that  of  the  person  for  whom  he  is  proxy.  The 
Commissicmers  think  it  right  to  point  out,  that 
ike  Betuming  Officer  is  not  required  by  the 
regulations  to  indorse  the  name  of  any  party  on 
the  voting  paper,  and  the  practice  has  been  found 
in  some  instances  to  lead  to  error.  It  seems 
advisable,  therefore,  that  the  Eetuming  Officer 
should  not,  in  this  respect,  do  more  than  he  is 
required  to  do  by  the  19th  Article  of  the  Election 
Order,  ?  viz. ; — ^to  prepare  lists  containing  the 
niunber  of  eadi  paper,  and  the  name  of  the  place 
at  which  it  is  to  be  left,  and  to  indorse  each  paper 
with  its  proper  number  ccnresponding  to  that  in 
the  list. 

20.  The  Ketuming  Officer  should  take  care  to 
make  himself  well  acquainted  with  the  r^ilations 
contained  in  the  Oeneral  Order  before  the  election 
commeiioes.  With  a  view  to  general  convenience 
and  economy,  the  busiitLess  of  the  election  is  to  be 
transacted,  as  far  as  possible,  at  the  Board-room 
ef  the  Chiardians,  and  within  the  ho\irs  of  ten  and 
five  o-clock  in  the  day.  The  Returning  Officer  is 
to  attend  daily  (except  on  Sundays,)  at  the  place 
appointed,  £rom  the  date  for  the  issue  of  the  notice, 
to  the  last  day  for  receiving  nomination  papers, 
indLusive,  to  afford  information  to  pers<m8  requir- 
ing it;  and  likewise  during  the  period  from  the 
i&«t  6xf  iior  the  odlection  of  voting  papers,  until 
^  escaminatiim  of  the  votes  and  the  return  of 
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ciactLAM.  the  Guardians  elected  shall  have  been  oompletod 
inntraetioni  (see  Artides  29,  30,  31,  34,  35,  and  36);  and  also 
UiS!rL*'Re.  **  ^^  ^^  other  times  during  the  progress  of  the 
taming  election,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  due  perform- 
{e^'ainuiry,  ^^^  of  ^^  dutics,  as  directed  in  Article  32.  In 
1868.  reference  to  the  examination  and  casting  up  of 

the  votes  (Article  34,)  the  Commissioners  are  not 
prepared  to  deprive  the  Hetnming  Officer  of  a 
discretion  in  regard  to  the  admission  or  exdusion 
of  strangers,  inasmuch  as  the  exerdse  of  such  a 
discretion  may,  on  some  occasions,  be  neceesaiy  to 
the  proper  discharge  of  his  duty;  but  on  the  oUier 
hand  the  Commissioners  think  that  if  the  Return- 
ing Officer  excludes  from  the  examination  of  the 
voting  papers  for  a  particular  electoral  division 
either  the  candidates  for  that' electoral  divisum  or 
those  who  proposed  them,  he  should  be  prepared 
to  show  some  urgent  reason  for  a  step  which, 
generally  speaking,  would  seem  to  be  unnecessary 
and  unreasonable ;  but  the  Commissioners  do  not 
think  it  desirable  that  the  privilege  of  being  pre- 
sent during  the  examination  of  the  votes  ^ould 
be  extended  to  rate-payers  generally. 

21.  Your  special  attention  is  requested  %>  your 
duties  as  Clerk  of  the  Union  under  the  r^ulations 
contained  in  Articles  37  k  38  of  the  C^eral 
Order.  Under  the  former  of  those  Articles  you 
are,  immediately  on  the  return  of  the  new  Section 
of  Guardians  being  completed,  to  transmit  to  each 
member  of  the  Board  of  Otutrdicms  for  tJie  previous 
year,  including  ex-officio  Guardians  and  out-going 
Guardians,  as  weU  as  any  who  may  be  re-elected, 
a  notice  in  the  Form  L,  ^prizing  them  of  the 
names  of  the  several  Guaindians  elected  for  the 
ensuing  year.  The  object  of  this  regulation  beiog 
chiefly  to  obviate  the  inconvenienoe  of  any  Guar- 
dian attending  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  after 
his  year  of  office  has  expir^  you  should  take 
care  that  this  notice  is  transmitted  without  any 
delay,  on  the  completion  of  the  return.  Under 
Article  38,  you  are  likewise  to  transmit  to  every 
Guardian  elected  for  ike  ensumg  year,  wbethear  pre- 
viously a  Guardian  or  not,  a  notice  in  the  Form 
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marked  M  in  the  General  Order,  and  to  every  circvlars. 
Guardian  who  may  continue  in  office,  under  the  inttmotiona 
24th  section  of  the  25  and  26  Vic,  c.  83,  in  conse-  u„Sn  m**L- 
quence  of  no  nomination  having  been  made  for  tnrning 
the  electoral  division,  a  notice,  in  the  Form  marked  ?6S*jaiiuar.T, 
N  in  that  Order.  Under  the  20th  section  of  the  '^ea. 
Irish  Poor  Relief  Act,  1  &  2  Vic,  c  56,  the 
annual  election  of  the  Guardians  is  to  be  completed 
on  the  25th  March,  or  if  that  day  should  fall  on 
Sunday  or  €k>od  Friday,  then  on  the  day  next 
following,  or  within  fourteen  days  next  afber  such 
25th  day  of  March;  and  the  section  further 
declares  that  '*  immediately  upon  their  election, 
the  Guardians  previously  elected  by  the  Bate- 
payers  of  any  union  shall  go  out  of  office."  You 
should  therefore  issue  the  notices  L,  M,  and  K, 
according  to  the  r^ulations,  immediately  on  the 
i-etum  being  made,  so  that  l^e  first  meeting  there- 
riber  may  consist  of  the  members  of  the  new 
Board,  in  accordance  with  the  Act.  The  issue  of 
these  notices  is  not  to  be  delayed  until  a  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Guardians  shall  have  been  held, 
but  a  certified  copy  of  the  return  is  to  be  laid  before 
the  Board  at  the  first  meeting  after  such  return  is 
made.  The  Commissioners  take  this  opportunity 
of  again  calling  your  attention  to  the  several 
changes  which  have  been  made  in  the  law  relating 
to  the  election  of  Guardians  by  the  J^ct  25  <fe  26 
Vic,  0.  83.  Those  changes  are  described  in  the 
Commissioners'  Circular  Letter  of  the  1 1th  Octo- 
ber last,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed. 

22.  Immediately  on  the  close  of  the  election, 
an  account  of  the  expenses  of  the  same  is  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  Commissioners,  for  examination 
and  sanction,  in  a  Form  which  will  be  forwarded 
to  you  for  the  purpose.

Changes  iD  regard  to  the  election  of  Guardians  made  by 
ua^Z^  the  Act  25  &  26  Via,  c  83— referred  to  in 
Eiootion  preoedinir  Circnlar. 

Poor  Law  Commission  Office^  DubUn^ 
nth  October,  1862. 
Sir, 

The  Commifisioners  for  adnunistering  the 
Laws  for  Belief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  desire  to 
draw  7<mr  attention  to  those  proTisions  of  the 
recent  Poor  Law  Amendment  Act  (25  and  26  Vic., 
c  83),  which  relate  to  the  election  of  Guardians  and 
to  the  qualification  for  the  o&oe  of  Guardian : — 

Section  15  requires  that  the  statements  to  be 
given  by  persons  claiming  to  vote  in  respect  of 
property  not  in  their  actual  occupation,  or  to  give 
additional  votes  in  respect  of  beneficial  int^est 
in  respect  of  property  occupied  by  them,  shall 
contain  more  precise  and  d^nite  information 
regarding  the  property  than  has  hitherto  been 
required.  The  statement  must  comprise  the 
following  particulars : — 

1.  The  name  and  address  of  the  Rate-payer. 

2.  The  description  and  local  situation  of  the  property, 
specifying — ^in  cities,  towns,  and  their  suburbs,  havini; 
streets  and  other  roadways — the  name  of  the  street 
or  roadway,  and  the  number  of  the  house  or  tene- 
ment, if  any,  and  the  parish  in  which  the  property 
is  ntuate;  and,  in  other  places,  the  bacmty,  parish, 
and  townland. 

3.  The  nature  of  the  Rate-payer's  interest  in  the  property. 

4.  Its  net  annual  value  over  and  above  aU  rents  payable 
by  him. 

5.  The  amount  of  rent  payable  to*  him. 

6.  The  names  of  the  tenants  or  occupiers  by  whom  poor 
rates  have  been  deducted  from  such  rent 

Every  claim  to  vote,  whether  by  the  Kate-payer 
or  his  proxy,  must  be  executed  in  the  presence  of 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

The  Commissioners  have  caused  the  existing 
forms  of  claim  to  be  revised  in  accordance  with 
these  provisions ;  and  they  enclose  copies  of  the 
revised  Foims  (A  1,  A  2,  and  B  1  and  2),  for  your 
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information.    The  CommiHsioners  liave  to  obeerve,  c»ccla«s. 
however,  that  the  use  of  these  forms  is  not  com-  changes  in 
pulsory  npon  the  parties  making  statements,  and  }]J'j*il\J  JJ'^ 
that  any  form  which  contains  all  the  particulars  meotion  of 
required  by  the  Act  of  Parliament  w^  be  suffi-  ^*'**'***^ 
oient. 

By  the  16th  section  of  the  Act  it  is  provided 
that  no  claim  to  vote  either  in  person  or  by  proxy 
shall  continue  in  force  beyond  the  period  of  five 
years  from  t&e  date  on  which  the  statement  has 
been  given ;  and  further,  that  no  person  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  as  proxy  for  more  than  twenty 
owners  in  any  one  electoral  division  or  ward, 
imless  he  be  a  steward,  bailiff,  land  agent,  or  col- 
lector of  rents  for  the  owners  of  property  for 
whom  he  may  be  appointed  to  vote. 

The  17th  section  enables  owners  or  immediate 
lessors  of  property,  who  are  rated  under  the  1st 
and  4th  sections  of  the  6th  and  7th  Via,  a  92, 
the  63rd  section  of  the  12th  &  13th  Vic,  c.  91 

S which  relates  only  to  the  city  of  Dublin),  and  the 
10th  section  of  the  12th  and  13th  Vic,  c.  104,  to 
vote  in  person  or  by  proxy  "  in  the  same  manner 
as  occupiers  paying  no  rent,  or  paying  rent  less 
than  the  net  annual  value  of  l^e  rateable  property," 
provided  that  every  such  owner,  or  immediate 
lessor,  or  his  proxy,  shall  have  lodged  a  statement, 
in  the  manner  provided,  with  reference  to  persons 
claiming  to  vote  in  respect  of  property  not  in  their 
actual  occupation. 

It  appears  to  the  Commissioners  that  it  will  be 
the  most  convenient  course  to  keep  claims  to  vote 
under  this  section  distinct  from  other  claims  to 
vote ;  and  they  have  accordingly  prepared 
separate  Forms  (C  1  and  C  1  and  2)  applicable  to 
this  class  of  cases,  copies  of  which  are  herewith 
enclosed. 

Section  18  provides  that  no  person  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  in  respect  of  rent  received,  for 
any  greater  amount  of  rent  than  the  annual  value 
of  tibe  property  out  of  which  the  claim  arises, 
according  to  the  valuation  in  force  for  the  time 
being.     It  will  be  necessary,  therefore,  for  the 
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CaoDLAM.  Returning  Officer,  in  all  caaes  of  this  kind,  io 
ChADf  M  in  refer  to  the  valuation  on  which  the  last  rate  made

Election  of  the  rent  exceeds  the  valuation,  to  arrange  the 
avardiuB.    ^^ujiber  of  votes  according  to  the  valuation. 

The  19th  section  extends  the  disqualification  on 
account  of  non-payment  (A  rates  made  six  months 
or  more  before  the  time  of  voting — ^which  had 
previously  existed  in  regard  to  ^*  occupiers  paying 
rent'' — to  all  occupiers,  and  to  owneili  and  imme- 
diate lessors  rated  instead  <^  the  occupiers,  or  in 
respect  of  rent  received  for  {»x)perty  exemj^  finom 
rating  as  being  used  fos  public  or  charitable 
purposes. 

The  20th  section  requires  that  when  one  persoiB 
is  elected  for  two  or  more  electoral  divisionB, 
electoral  districts,  or  wards,  he  shall  notify  to  the 
Bettiming  Officer  which  of  such  divisicms,  dis- 
tricts, or  wards  he  will  act  for,  which  notification 
is  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Commissioners  by 
the  Betuming  Officer,  and  the  Commissioners 
are  thereupon  to  provide  for  a  new  election 
in  the  other  of  such  divisi<Mis,  districts,  (x  wards. 

The  2 1st  section  prohibits  any  member  of  a 
Board  of  Guardians  from  acting  professionally  as 
a  solicitor,  either  for  or  against  the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians, under  a  penalty  of  £100,  with  full  costs  of 
suit. 

The  22nd  section  disqualifies  paid  offices 
engaged  iu  the  administration  of  relief  to  the  poor, 
or  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act,  and  persons 
who,  having  been  such  paid  officers,  shall  have 
been  dismissed  from  such  office  within  ^Ye  years 
previously,  and  all  persons  receiving  any  fixed 
salary  or  emolument  from  the  poor  rates,  from 
serving  as  Guardian. 

By  the  24th  section  it  is  provided  that  when  no 
nomination  of  a  Guardian  shall  have  been  made 
for  any  electoral  division,  the  Guardian  or  Guar- 
dians for  such  electoral  division  shall  remain  in 
office  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  25th  section  applies  to  cases  where  eleo- 
toiul  divisions  are  divided  into  wards,  in  which 
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cases  the  number  of  votes  that  could  be  given  by  cibculab«. 
a  ratepayer  in  all  the  wards,  if  he  had  property  changes  in 
in  all,  was  formerly  limited  to  the  number  of  j^^^^^"^^^ 
votes  which  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  in  the  Election  of 
electoral  division  if  it  had  not  been  divided  into  ®***"^^*- 
wards;  l^  this  section,  however,  it  is  provided 
that  ratepayers  in  wards  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
in  such  wards  on  the  same  scale  as  if  they  were 
electoral  divisions. 

It  will  probably  become  necessary,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  changes  in  the  law  above  described, 
to  make  some  alteration  in  the  existing  election 
regulations,*  and  the.  Commissioners  have  that 
subject  under  considemtion  with  a  view  to  issuing 
the  necessary  Order  before  the  time  for  the  next 
annual  election  arrives  ;  meantime,  however,  as 
tjiey  have  reason  to  believe  that  inquiries  are 
being  made  upon  the  subject,  especially  with 
reference  to  the  new  form  of  statement  of  claim, 
the  Commissioners  have  thought  it  right  to  trans- 
mit the  enclosed  forms  for  your  information,  and 
to  point  out  the  various  changes  in  the  law  re- 
gaixling  the  election  of  Guardians,  which  have 
been  made  by  the  Poor  Law  Amendment  Act  of 
last  Session.

The  Commissioners  think  it  right,  therefore,  to 
state  that  the  columns  referred  to  were  inserted 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  party  claiming  to 
show,  as  he  is  required  to  do  by  the  15th  section 
of  the  25th  <k  26th  Vic,  c.  83,  the  net  annual 
value  of  his  interest  in  the  property,  over  and 
above  all  rents  payable  by  him,  and  that  in 
determining  the  number  of  votes  to  be  allowed 
in  respect  of  any  such  claim,  the  Betuming' 
Officer  need  not  refer  to  those  columns  at  all, 
but  must  be  guided  by  the  valuation  and  the  rent 
payable. 

The  Commissioners  take  this  opportunity  of 
stating  that  several  inquiries  have  been  made 
whether  claims  lodged  before  the  passing  of  the 
Act,  25  <fe  26  Vic.,  c.

Sir, 

1.  The  Commissioners  for  administering  the 
Laws  for  Belief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland,  having 
issued  a  General  Order  for  regulating  future 
elections  of  Guardians  in  the  unions  in  Ireland, 
have  had  under  consideration  the  form  of  account  • 
of  expenses  of  the  same,  and  the  mode  of  remuner- 
ating the  Returning  Officer  for  his  services  in  the 
conduct  of  such  elections. 

2.  In  some  unions,  the  Returning  Officer's 
remuneration  has  been  included  in,  and  paid  at 
the  same  periods  with  his  salary  as  Clerk  of  the 
Union,  his  remuneration  as  Returning  Officer  not 
being  included,  in  that  case,  in  the  Returning 
Offices  accounts  of  the  election  expenses.  In 
other  unions,  the  ftumiAl  allowance  to  the  Return- 
ing Officer,  for  conducting  any  election  which  may 
occur  during  the  year  has  been  included  in  his 
account  for  the  annual  election  in  March,  and  has 
been  paid  in  advance  for  the  whole  year  in  the 
payment  of  that  account. 

3.  The  latter  course  is  open  to  objection,  inas- 
much as  in  the  event  of  the  person  who  fills  the 
office  of  Clerk,  and  performs  the  duties  of  Return- 
ing Officer  at  the  annual  election  in  March, 
ceasing  to  hold  the  office,  and  another  person 
being  appointed,  before  the  close  of  the  year 
commencing  25th  March,  the  former  may  have 
received  the  Returning  Officer^s  remuneration  for 
the  entire  year,  and  the  latter  may  be  required  to 
conduct  elections  to  supply  vacancies  in  the 
nimiber  of  Guardians  that  may  occur  during  the 
year ;  and  in  this  case,  the  Guardians  would  be 
liable  to  be  called  upon  to  pay  the  remuneration 
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cacuLAM.  ^f  the  latter  for  liis  services  as  Returning  Officer,

Offloer.  4.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  Commission- 

ers think  it  would  be  preferable  that  the  remu- 
neration of  the  Clerk  for  his  services  as  Returning 
Officer  should  be  paid,  not  in  one  sum  in  advance 
included  in  his  account  of  the  expenses  of  the 
annual  election,  but  in  periodical  payments  from 
time  to  time,  in  like  manner  with  his  salary  as 
Clerk,  and  in  like  manner  witii  the  salaries  of 
other  officers  of  the  union. 

5.  The  Commissioners  do  not  propose  to  make 
any  alteration  in  the  amount  of  the  remuneration 
hitherto    allowed   to    the   Returning   Officer   of 

t^e  union,  namely,  £ per  annum ;  and  they 

request  that  the  Guardians  will  cause  him  to  be 
paid  at  that  rate,  from  time  to  time,  at  the  re- 
spective periods  when  the  officers'  salaries  are 
payable. 

6.  Under  this  arrangement,  the  Returning 
Officer  is  not  to  include  any  charge  for  his  own 
remuneration  in  the  account  which  he  is  required 
to  make  out  of  the  expenses  of  the  election,  his 
salary  being  paid  independently  of  that  account.

Wb,  the  Commissioners  for  administering  the 
Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland,  in  pui-- 
3uance  of  the  authorities  vested  in  us,  by  an  Act 
passed  in  the  second  year  of  the  reign  of  Her 
Majesty,  Queen  Victoria,  intituled,  "  An  A«t  for 
the  more  effectual  relief  of  the  destitute  poor  in 
Lceland,"  and  by  the  other  Acts  in  force  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor  in  Irdand,  and  amending  the 
said  Act,  do  hereby  rescind  so  much  of  every 
Order  heretofore  issued  by  the  Poor  Law  Com- 
missioners, or  the  Commissioners  for  administering 
the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland,  to  the 
several  unions  named  in  the  schedule  hereunto 
annexed,  and  now  in  force,  as  is  in  any  way

And  we  do  hereby  order,  direct,  and  declare, 
■with  respect  to  each  and  every  of  the  unions 
named  in  the  said  schedule,  as  follows : — 


MEETINGS   OF  THE  GdABBIAKS. 

Article  1. — "No  Guardian  shall  act  in  virtue 
of  his  office,  otherwise  than  as  a  member,  and  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Board  of*  Guardians,  legally- 
assembled. 

Provided,  however,  that  in  cases  where  the 
consent  of  a  majority  of  the  total  number  of 
the  Guardians  of  an  iinion,  or  where  the 
consent  of  the  Guardian,  or  of  a  majority  of 
Guardians,  of  any  electoral  division,  is  re- 
quired by  the  said  Acts,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  any  Guardian  to  give  his  consent  other- 
wise than  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians. 

Provided,  also,  that  this  article  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  apply  to  cases  in  which  the  said 
Acts,  or  any  orders  of  the  Commifwionera, 
may  specially  authorize  a  Guardian  to  act 
otherwise  thsin  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Guardians. 

Abticle  2. — ^The  Guardians  shall,  upon  the 
day  of  the  week,  and  the  hour  of  the  day,  and  at 
the  place  already  appointed  for  holding  ^e  ordi- 
nary meetings,  hold  an  ordinaiy  meeting,  once  at 
the  least  in  every  week,  for  the  execution  of  their 
duties ;  and  may,  when  they  think  fit,  change  the 
period,  time,  and  place,  wi^  the  consent  of  the 
Commissioners  previously  had  and  obtained;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  i^ey  shall  think  fit,  the 
Guardians  may,  with  the  previous  consent  of  the 
Ck)minissioners,  appoint  more  than  one  day  in  each 
week  for  the  transaction  of  the  ordinary  business 
of  the  union. 

Abticle  3. — ^The  Guardians  shall  at  the  first 
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meeting  after  every  annual  or  general  election  of   G«K»itAi. 
Guardians  for  the  union,  elect  out  of  the  whole     ^5oN»f 
nninber  of  Guardians  a  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  *•  J^-  iM*- 
and  Deputy  Vice-Chairman,  who  shall  respectively 
continue  to  hold  their  offices  until  the  next  a-imnal 
or  general  election  of  Guardians  shall  take  place, 
unless  they  shall  previously  die,  resign,  become 
incapable,  or  be  disqualified,  by  ceasing  to  be 
Guardians  of  the  union. 

Abticle  4. — If  a  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  or 
Deputy  Vice-Chairman,  die,  resign  his  office,  or 
become  incapable  or  disqualified  to  act  as  Chair- 
man, Vice-Chairman,  or  Deputy  Vice-Chairman, 
before  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office,  the 
Guardians  shall,  within  one  month  after  the 
occurrence  of  the  death,  resignation,  incapacity,  or 
disqualification,  elect  some  other  Guardian  to  such 
office,  as  the  case  may  require :  but  no  ex-officio 
Guardian  shall  be  deemed  to  vacate  such  office  at 
the  period  prescribed  by  law  for  the  selection  of 
ex-officio  Guardians,  if  he  continue  to  act  as  ex- 
officio  Guardian  at  and  after  such  period  accord- 
ing to  law. 

Abticle  5. — ^No  act  of  any  meeting  of  the 
Guardians  shall  be  valid  unless  three  Guardians 
at  least  be  present,  and  if  no  greatei:  nimiber  of 
Guardians  be  present,  unless  they  shall  all  of 
them  concur  therein. 

Abticle  6. — ^If  three  Guardians  be  not  present 
at  any  meeting  an  entry  of  that  fact  shall  be  made 
in  the  minute  book,  by  the  Clerk  to  the  Guardians, 
and  the  time  for  holding  such  meeting  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  expired  as  soon  as  the  said  entry 
shall  have  been  made.  But  one  hour  at  least  shall 
be  allowed  to  elapse  £rom  the  time  fixed  for  the 
commencement  of  the  meeting,  before  such  entry 
shall  be  made,  and  the  Clerk  to  the  Guardians

or  materials,  the  cost  of  which  may  be  reasonably 
estimated  to  exceed  ten  pounds  in  a  single  sum. 

Article  18. — ^Any  work  or  repairs  to  be  exe- 
cuted in  the  workhouse,  or  the  premises  connected 
with  the  workhouse,  or  any  fittings  to  be  put  up 
therein,  which  shall  respectively  be  reasonably  es- 
timated to  exceed  the  cost  of  twenty  pounds  in  one

Article  19. — Notice  of  the  nature  and  ccmdi-  ^pJaw.isss. 
taons  of  the  contract  to  be  entered  into,  of  the  last 
day  and  hour  on  which  tenders  will  be  received, 
and  the  day  on  which  the  tenders  will  be  opened, 
shall  be  given  in  some  newspaper  circulating  in 
the  union,  and  in  such  other  manner  as  the  Guar- 
dians may  direct,  not  less  than  ten  days  previous

Article  20. — ^When  any  tender  shall  be  ac- 
cepted, the  party  making  the  tender  shall,  in 
pursuance  of  these  regulations,  enter  into  a  con- 
tract, in  writing,  with  the  Guardians,  containing 
the  terms,  conditions,  and  stipulations  mutually 
agreed  upon ;  and  whenever  the  Guardians  shall 
deem  it  advisable,  the  party  contracting  shall,  in 
like  manner,  find  one  or  more  surety  or  sureties, 
who  shall  enter  into  a  bond  in  such  penalty  as  the 
Guardians  shall  think  fit,  conditioned  for  the  dxic 
performance  of  the  contract. 

Article  21. — The  contracts  shall  be  in  such 
form  as  the  Commissioners  may,  from  time  to 
time,  prescribe  or  approve,  if  any  form  shall  have 
been  prescribed  or  approved  for  that  purpose  by 
the  Commissioners*. 

Article  22. — Provided  always,  that  if  from  the

Article  24. — ^The  Guardians  shall  pay  every 
sum  amounting  to  three  pounds  or  more  by  a 
distinct  and  separate  cheque  or  order,  which  shall 
be  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  Union,  and 
shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding  Chairman  of  the 
meeting  and  two  other  Guardians  present  thereat, 
and  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  Clerk  to  the 
Guardians.

Ko.  2. — To  collect,  with  due  diligence,  all  monies  pay- 
able on  account  of  such  rates  for  the  district  for  which 
be  may  be  so  constituted  or  appointed  Collector,  and 
to  gire  receipts  to  all  persons  from  whom  he  may 
receive  any  rates,  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
missioners, which  shall  be  supj^ied  to  him  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  Union,  and  to  take  all  lawful  and  proper  steps 
for  enforcing  the  payment  of  any  rates  not  duly 
paid.

Article  52. — Every  Wardenlawfullyappointed

Whereas,  by  a  General  Order  under  Seal,  bear- 
ing date  the  Nineteenth  day  of  January,  One 
Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Fifty-two,  the  Com- 
miflBioners  for  administering  <^6  Laws  for  Belief 
of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  did  make  certain  Rules  and 
Regulations  relating  to  the  meetings  and  proceed- 
ings of  the  Boards  of  Guardians  of  the  several 
unions  in  Ireland,  and  the  appointment  and  duties 
of  union  officers : 

And  whereas,  by  Articles  25  and  41  of  the  said 
General  Order,  it  is,  among  other  things,  provided

*'In  case  any  Collector  of  county  cess  shall  not  oiferto 
collect  the  poor  rates  in  any  electoral  division  or  divi- 
sions, in  which  or  in  any  part  whereof  he  is  anthorized  to 
collect  the  county  oess,  aiid  be  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sioners as  a  fit  person  to  collect  rates,  or  shall  not  give 
sach  security,  or  accept  such  salary  or  allowance  as  the 
Commissioners  shall  approve,  the  Guardians  shall  appoint 
one  or  more  persons  to  act  as  Collectors  of  poor  rates  for 
such  district  or  districts  as  the  Commissioners  shall 
approve." 

And  1^  Artade  41 — 

**  Provided  always,  that  no  Collector  of  poor  rates,  ap-

And  whereas,  by  reason  of  certain  changes  in 
the  laws  for  relief  of  the  destitute  poor  in  Ireland, 
it  has  become  necessary  to  make  further  provision 
in  that  behalf,  more  especially  in  regard  to  the 
relief  of  orphan  and  deserted  children  out  of  the 
workhouse : 

Now,  therefore,  we  do  hereby  order  and  declare 
that,  when  the  Guardians  of  any  union  shall  place 
any  child  out  at  nurse,  they  shall  assign  the  duty 
of  attending  to  the  relief  of  such  child  to  some  one 
Relieving  Officer  of  the  union ;  and  the  duty  of 
such  Relieving  Officer  shall  be— 

1.  To  see  the  child  safely  given  over  in  charge 

to  the  person  whom  the  Guardians  shall 
have  selected  for  the  purpose. 

2.  To  pay,  hj  advance,  or  otherwise,  as  the 
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Guardians  shall  direct,  but  not  less  often  o^wmAflro 
than  bj    monthly    payments,    the   sums  orphan  amo 
granted  from  time  to  time  by  the  Guardians  c«^^: 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  child,  from  the  lo  Oct.  i86S. 
funds  placed  at  his  disposal  by  them  for 
the  purposes  of  out-door  relief. 

3.  To  cause  such  child,  if  not  already  success- 

fully vaccinated,  to  be  vaccinated  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  the  dispensary  district 
in  which  the  place  of  residence  shall  be 
situate. 

4.  To  visit  such  child  once  at  least  in  every 

month,  and  also  when  any  special  occasion 
shall  arise  for  so  visiting  it,  and  to  report 
immediately  thereafter  to  the  Board  of 
Guardians  on  its  health,  cleanliness,  and 
treatment,  together  with  such  other  pai^- 
ticulars  as  the  Guardians  shall  at  any  time 
require. 

5.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  such  child,  to 

take  steps  for  burying  it,  according  to  the 
directions  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  ap- 
plicable generally  to  such  cases. 

And,  as  regards  the  charging  of  the  expenses 
incurred  by  the  Guardians  in  relieving  such  child, 
we  do  order  and  declare  as  follows : — 

1.  The  name  of  the  child,  together  with  the

The  Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws 
f(Hr  Belief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  have  had  their 
attention  drawn  to  certain  pcnnts  rekiidng  to  the 
construction  of  that  part  of  the  16th  section  of  the 
Irish  Poor  Relief  Extension  Act,  which  determines 
which  of  the  Justices  are  to  be  entitled  to  act  as 
ex-oificio  Guardians  in  unions  where  the  number 
of  duly  qualified  Justices  exceeds  the  number  of 
GuarcUans  to  be  elected  by  the  ratepayers,  and  they 
have  referred  to  an  opinion  recently  given  by  the 
Attorney-General  for  Ireland  thereon. 

According  to  this  opinion,  the  16th  section  of 
the  Act  10  Vic,  cap.  31,  and  the  22nd  section  of 
the  Act  1  and  2  Vic,  cap.  56,  must  be  construed 
together ;  and  a  Justice  who  once  becomes  an 
acting  Justice,  shaJl  continue  to  be  so  until  the  29th 
September  following  his  appointment  (provided  his 
qualification  continues),  and  cannot  be  superseded 
before  then,  either  by  auy  higher  rated  Jxistioe 
who  had  previously  declmad  to  act,  or  by  any 
newly-appointed  Justice,  although  such  newly- 
appointed  Justice  be  rated  at  a  higher  rate.

The  Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws 
for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland,  request  your 
attention  to  the  provisions  relating  to  non-residexit 
Justices  qualified  to  be  ex-officio  Guardians,  in 
the  7th  section  of  the  new  Act,  12  &  13  Vic,  c 
104,  for  the  amendment  of  the  Acts  for  Belief  of 
the  Destitute  Poor. 

This  section  provides,  that  in  any  union  in  ^whioh 
the  number  of  Justices  qualified  to  be  ex-officio 
Guardians,  according  to  the  Acts  previously  in 
force,  shall,  on  the  29th  September  in  any  year, 
not  be  equal  to  the  number  of  elected  Guardians, 
then  every  Justice  acting  for  any  county,  and 
otherwise  qualified  to  be  an  ex-officio  Guardian 
of  any  union  within  such  county,  and  who  shaU  be 
seised,  possessed,  or  entitled,  for  his  own  use  and 
benefit,  of  or  to  any  lands  or  hereditaments  within 
such  union,  or  in  ^e  rents  and  profits  thereof  for 
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any  life  or  lives  in  being,  or  for  any  term  of  twenty-  Cww^**. 
one  years  at  the  least,  such  estate  being  of  the 
yearly  yalue  of  fifty  pounds  at  the  least,  shall,  for 
the  year  next  following  such  29th  September,  be 
an  ex-officio  Guardian  of  such  union,  although 
not  resident  therein. 

You  should  accordingly,  on  the  29th  September 
next,  and  in  each  subsequent  year,  ascertain 
whether  the  number  of  resident  Justices  qualified  * 
under  the  23rd  section  of  the  Act  1  and  2  Yic, 
cap.  56, — that  is,  being  a  '*  Justice  of  the  Peace 
residing  in  the  iinion,  and  acting  for  the  county  in 
which  he  so  resides,  and  not  being  a  Stipendiary 
Magistrate  or  Assistant  Barrister,  or  a  person  in 
holy  orders,  or  a  regular  minister  of  any  religious 
denomination," — ^is  less  than  the  number  of  elective 
-Guardians.  If  it  be,  you  should  then  ascertain 
whether  any  Justices  resident  out  of  the  uniouj 
possess  an  ^tate  in  the  Union,  of  the  kind  and 
value  prescribed  in  that  enactment.  In  ascertain- 
ing this,  the  statements  of  claims  to  vote  in  the 
election  of  Guardians,  under  section  84  of  1  <k  2 
Vic.,  c.  56,  and  section  24  of  6  <fe  7  Vic,  c.  92,  and 
the  Registers  thereof  which  are  required  to  be  kept, 
may  assist  you  ;  and  you  should  avail  yourself  of 
any  other  sources  of  information  that  may  be  open 
to  you.  Even  where  parties  who  may  be  qualified 
to  be  ex-officio  Guardians,  under  the  provisions 
above  cited,  do  not  claim  or  wish  to  act,  they  are 
nevertheless,  invested  with  the  office ;  and  it  is 
important  to  ascertain  precisely,  at  the  29th 
September  in  each  year,  what  the  entire  nimiber 
of  ex-officio  Guardians  may  be,  and  what  parties 
possess  the  privilege  to  act. 

In  case  it  be  found  that  the  number  of  non- 
resident Justices  so  q\ialified  would,  when  added

We,  the  Commissioners  for  administering  the  ^  f>b.  i849. 
Laws  for  Belief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland,  in  pursu- 
ance  of  the  authorities  vested  in  us,  by  an  Act 
passed  in  the  second  year  of  the  reign  of  Her 
present  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  intituled  "  An 
Act  for  the  more  effectual  Relief  of  the  Destitute 
Poor  in  Ireland,"  and  by  the  other  Acts  in  force 
for  the  relief  of  the  destitute  poor  in  Ireland,  do 
hereby  rescind  any  Order  or  Orders  heretofore 
issued  by  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  and  now 
in  force  in  the  several  unions  named  in  the  Schedule 
hereunto  annexed,  containing  any  rules  and  r^^- 
lations  applicable  to  the  government  of  tiie 
workhouse  in  each  of  the  said  unions,  and  to  the 
paupers  therein,  and  to  the  officers  thereof,  except 
80  &r  as  the  same  may  have  authorized  the  making 
of  any  contract  not  yet  executed,  or  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  existing  officers,  or  the  giving  and 
receiving  of  secniitieB  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties;    and  we  do  hereby  order,  direct,   and 
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TJ^KHouu  declare,  with  respect  to  each  and  every  of  the 
ftFBB.1849.  unions    named  in    the   said   Schedule  hereunto 
ajinexed,  and  with  respect  to  the  government  of 
the  workhouse  in  the  said  unions,  as  follows  : — 

ADMISSION  OF  PAUPERS. 

Article  1. — Every  pauper  who  shall  he 
admitted  into  the  worUiouse,  either  upon  his 
first  or  any  subsequent  admission,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted in  one  of  the  following  modes  only  :  that 
is  to  say — 

1«  By  a  written  or  printed  order  of  the  Board  of 
Guardians,  signed  by  tlieir  Clerk  or  prealding  Chair- 
man. 

2.  By  a  written  or  printed  orda>,  signed  by  a  ReKering 
Officer  of  the  union. 

3.  By  the  Blaster  of  the  worlibooae  (or,  dmii^  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  by  the  Matron),  without 
any  such  order,  in  case  of  any  sudden  and  urgent 
necessity,  or  in  case  of  his  receiving  a  written  recom- 
mendation from  a  Warden  to  a&nit  ppovisionallyaDy 
person  or  persons  mentioned  by  name  therein,  whom 
the  Master  shall,  on  due  examination  of  the  dccfon- 
stances  of  the  case,  belieye  to  be  destitute  and 
deemed  to  be  a  proper  object  for  admission  to  the 
workhouse^ 

Absiole  2. — No  paup^  shall  be  admitted  under 
any  written  or  print^  Order  as  mentioned  in 
Article  1,  if  the  same  bear  date  more  Idian  three 
days  before  the  pauper  duly  presents  it  at  the 
workhouse. 

Abticle  3. — ^If  a  pauper  be  admitted  in  any 
other  than  ike  first  of  the  three  modes  mentioned 
in  Article  1,  the  admission  of  such  paup^  shall  be 
brought  before  the  Board  of  Guardians  at  thdr 
n^^  meeting,  who  shall  decide  on  the  propriety 
of  the  pauper's  oontinuii^  in  the  workhouse  or 
otherwise,  and  make  an  order  aooordiBgly. 

Abticle  4. — ^As  soon  as  a  paupw  is  admitted,

Abticle  7. — ^Before  being  removed  from  the 
probationary  ward,  the  pauper  shall  be  thoroughly 
cleansed,  and  shall  be  clothed  in  a  workhouse 
dress ;  and  the  clothes  which  he  wore  at  the  time 
of  his  admission  shall  be  purified,  and  deposited 
in  a  place  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  with  the 
pauper's  name,  and  a  list  of  the  several  articles, 
signed  by  the  Porter,  affixed  thereto.  Such 
clothes  shall  be  restored  to  the  pauper  when  he 
leaves  the  workhouse. 

Article  8. — Every  pauper  shall,  upon  his  ad- 
mission into  the  workhouse,  or  on  his  return  after 
a  temporary  leave  of  absence,  in  pursuance  of 
Article  26,  be  searched  by  or  under  the  inspection 
of  the  proper  officer ;  and  all  articles  prohibited  by 
any  Act  of  Parliainent,  or  by  this  Order,  which 
may  be  found  upon  his  person,  shall  be  taken  from 
him,  and,  if  possible  restored  to  him  at  his  depar- 
ture &om  the  workhousp.

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"WjowcHouM  Article  10. — ^To  each  of  the  classes  specified  in 
5  Fbb.  1849.  Article  9  shall  be  assigned  by  the  Board  of  Chiar- 
—  dians  the  apartments  and  yard  best  fitted  for  the 
reception  of  such  class  ;  and  where  the  nninber  of 
inmates  and  the  accommodation  of  the  workhouse 
or  additional  workhouses  admit  thereof^  the  said 
classes  maybe  further  subdivided  with  the  approval 
of  the  Commissioners. 

Article  11.^ — Each  class  or  subdivision  of  a 
class  shall,  respectively,  remain  in  the  apartment 
assigned  to  them,  without  communication  with 
any  other  class  or  subdivision  of  a  class  ;  subject, 
nevertheless,  to  such  arrangements  as  exist  with 
reference  to  the  probationary  wards  and  infir- 
mary, and  also  to  the  following  five  excep- 
tions:— 

Exception  1. — Any  paupers  of  the  third  class,  and  any 
paupers  of  a  proper  age  in  the  fourth  class,  may  be 
employed,  constantly  or  occasionally,  as  assistants  to 
the  nurses  in  any  of  the  sick  wards,  or  in  the  care  of 
infants,  or  as  assistants  in  the  household  work ;  pro- 
vided that  the  said  paupers,  when  employed  in  the 
household  work,  be  so  employed  without  communi- 
cation with  the  paupers  of  the  first  and  aeoond 
classes. 

Exception  2. — Any  aged  pauper  of  the  third  claas, 
whom  the  Master  may  deem  fit  to  perform  any  of  the 
duties  of  a  nurse  or  assistant  to  the  Matron,  may  be  so 
employed  in  the  sick  wards,  or  those  of  the  seccmd, 
third,  fourth,  or  fifth  classes ;  and  any  pauper  of  the 
first  class,  who  may  by  the  Master  be  deemed  fit,  may 
be  placed  in  the  -wird  of  the  second  class,  to  aid  in  the 
management  and  superintend  the  behaviour  of  the 
paupers  of  such  class. 

Exception  8.— The  boys  and  girls  under  15  years  of 
age  may  be  permitted  to  meet  in  the  same  school  for 
the  purpose  of  instruction,  subject  to  the  consent 
and  approval  of  the  Commissioners  first  had  and 
obtained. 

Exception  4. — ^All  paupers  of  class  5  whose  mothers  are 
inmates  of  the  workhouse,  shall  be  allowed  to  remain 
with  their  mothers,  if  the  mothers  so  desire ;  and  all 
paupers  of  classes  2  and  4  who  are  between  the  ages  of 
2  and  7  years,  shall,  when  not  attending  school,  be 
placed  in  some  apartment  spedaUy  provided  for  them ; 
and  the  mothers  of  such  last-named  children  shall  be 
permitted  to  hare  access  to  them  at  all  reasonaUe 
times.     > 

Excbftion  5.— The  Master  of  the  woikhoftse  (subject  to 
any  regulations  to  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Chuinliaiis 
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and  approved  of  by  the  CommiMionen)  ahall  allow  the  Woexboum

DISCIPLINE  OF  PAUPEB8. 

Article  14. — All  the  paupers  in  the  work- 
house, except  those  disabled  bj  sickness  or  infir- 
mity, persons  of  unsound  mind,  and  children, 
shall  rise,  be  set  to  work,  leave  off  work,  and  gi^ 
to  bed,  at  such  times,  and  shall  be  allowed  such 
intervals  for  their  meals,  as  the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians shall,  by  any  regulation  approved  by  the 
Commissioners,  direct;  and  these  several  times 
shall  be  notified  by  the  ringing  of  a  bell. 

Abticle  15. — Half  an  hour  after  the  bell  shall 
have  been  rung  for  rising,  the  names  of  the 
paupers  shall  be  called  over  by  the  Master,  School- 
master, Matron,  Schoolmistress,  or  other  ofiioer 
duly  authorized,  respectively,  in  the  several  wards; 
when  every  pauper  belonging  to  each  ward  must 
be  present,  to  answer  his  name,  and  to  be  inspected ; 
and  a  list  of  the  persons  in  each  ward,  ammged 
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in  dasseB  as  provided  in  Article  13  for  the  pur-  ^'^JS^JJ' 
pose  of  dietary,  shall  be  made  out  for  the  Master's  5  pbb.  1849. 
information.  *■" 

Abticle  16. — The  meals  shall-  be  taken  by  all 
the  paupers  (except  those  disabled  by  sickness  or 
infinnity,  persons  of  unsound  mind,  and  children), 
in  the  dining  hall,  and  in  no  other  place  whatever ; 
and  during  the  time  of  meals  order  and  decorum 
shall  be  maintained;  and  no  pauper  (except  those 
disabled  by  sickness  or  infinuity,  peraons  of  un- 
sound mind,  and  children),  shall  go  to  or  remain 
in  his  sleeping  room,  either  in  the  time  appointed 
for  work,  or  in  the  intervals  allowed  for  meals, 
except  by  permission  of  the  Master  or  Matron. 

Abticlb  17. — ^The  Master  ahd  Matron  of  the 
workhouse  shall  (subject  to  the  directions  of  the 
Board  of  Guardians)  fix  the  hours  of  rising  and 
going  to  bed  for  the  sick,  the  infirm,  and  the 
young  children,  and  determine  the  occupation  and 
employment  of  which  such  inmates  may  be  capable; 
and  the  meals  for  such  inmates  shall  be  provided 
at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Board 
of  Guardians  may  direct 

Article  18. — ^The  paupers  of  the  respective 
sexes  shall  be  dieted  as  set  forth  in  the  Dietary 
Table  which  may  be  prescribed  for  the  use  of  the

Istly. — ^That  the  Medical  Officer  may  direct, 
in  writing,  such  diet  for  any  individual 
pauper  in  the  sick  or  lunatic  wards,  as  he 
shall  deem  necessary.

— Any  r^^ular  minister  of  the  reli- 
gious persuasion  of  any  inmate  of  the  workhouse 
who  shall,  at  any  time  in  the  day,  on  the  request 
of  any  inmate,  enter  the  workhouse  for  the  pur- 
pose of  affording  religious  assistance  to  him,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  instructing  his  child  or  children 
in  the  principles  of  his  religion,  shall  give  such 
assistance  or  instruction  so  as  not  to  interfere 
with  the  good  order  and  discipline  of  the  other 
inmates  of  the  workhouse;  and  sudi  religious 
assistance  or  instruction  shall  be  strictly  coiiBned 
to  inmates  who  are  of  the  religious  persuasion  of 
such  minister,  and  to  the  children  of  such  in- 
mates. 

Article  33. — If  any  inmate  of  the  age  of 
fifteen  years  and  upwards,  being  of  sound  mind, 
shall  desire  to  be  registered  as  of  a  different  rdi- 
gious  denomination  from  that  which  is  entered  as 
his  r^igious  denomination  in  the  r^;ister ;  or  if 
the  parents  or  surviving  parent  of  any  child  under

— No  work,  except  the  necessary 
household  work  and  cooking,  shall  be  reqidred  to 
be  performed  by  any  pauper  who  shall  be  entered 
in  the  register  as  professing  the  Roman  Catholic 
religion,  on  any  of  the  following  days  observed  as 
holidays  in  the  Boman  Catholic  Church :  that  is 
to  say, — ^the  1st  and  6th  days  of  January,  the  17th 
and  25th  days  of  March,  the  29th  day  of  June, 
the  15th  day  of  August,  the  1st  day  of  November, 
Ascension  Day,  and  Corpus  Christi  Day. 

Article  37. — Prayers  shall  be  read  before 
breakfast  and  after  supper  every  day,  and  divine 
service  shall  be  performed  every  Sunday  in  the 
workhouse  (unless  the  Guardians,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Commissioners,  shall  otherwise  direct)  ;  at 
which  prayers  and  service  all  the  paupers  shall 
attend,  except  the  sick,  persons  of  unsound  mind, 
the  young  children,  and  such  as  are  too  infirm  to  do 
so ;  provided  that  those  paupers  who  may  object 
so  to  attend  on  account  of  their  religious  princi- 
ples shall  also  be  exempt  from  such  attendsmoe.

— No  pauper  who  may  have  been 
under  medical  care,  or  who  may  have  been  entered 
in  the  Weekly  Medical  Return  as  sick  or  iniirm,  at 
any  time  in  tie  course  of  the  seven  days  next  pre- 
ceding the  day  of  the  commission  of  the  offence, 
or  who  may  be  reasonably  supposed  to  be  under 
twelve  or  above  sixty  years  of  age,  or  who  may 
be  pronounced  by  the  Medical  Ofl&cer  of  the 
workhouse  to  be  pregnant,  or  who  may  be  suckling 
a  child,  shall  be  punished  by  alteration  of  diet 
or  by  confinement,  unless  the  Medical  Officer 
shall  have  previously  certified,  in  writing,  that 
no  injury  to  the  health  of  such  pauper  is  reason- 
ably to  be  apprehended  from  the  proposed  pun- 
ishment ;  and  any  modification  diminishing  such 
punishment  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  the 
workhouse  may  suggest,  shall  be  adopted  by  the 
Master.

— A 11  cases  of  paupers,  whether  children 
or  adults,  who  may  have  been  punished 
without  the  dii*ection  of  the  Board  of  Giiai*- 
dians,  with  the  particulars  of  their  respective 
offences  and  puuishmonts. 

Article  55. — The  person  who  punishes  any 
child  with  corporal  correction  shall  forthwith  report 
to  the  Master  the  particulars  of  the  offence  and 
punishment ;  and  the  Master  shall  enter  the  same 
in  the  book  specified  in  Article  54. 

Article  56. — Such  book  shall  be  laid  on  the 
table  at  every  ordinary  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Guardians,  and  every  entry  made  in  suchbooksince 
the  last  ordinary  meeting  shall  be  read  to  the  Board 
by  the  Clerk. 

The  Guardians  shall  thereupon,  in  the  first  place, 
give  directions  as  to  any  confinement  or  other  pun- 
ishment of  any  refractory  or  disorderly  pauper, 
reported  for  their  decision,  and  such  direction  shall 
be  entered  on  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  day,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  inserted  by  the 
Clerk  in  the  book  specified  in  Article  54. 

The  Guardians,  in  the  second  place,  shall  take 
into  their  consideration  the  cases  in  which  punish- 
ments are  reported  to  have  been  already  inflicted  by 
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the  Master  or  other  officer ;  and  the  opinion  of  ihe  ^"JJISoi?' 
Guardians  in  every  snoh  case  shall  be  entered  on  ftPsB.i849. 
the  minutes  of  the  day,  and  shall  be  communicated      **" 
to  the  Master  by  the  Cbairman  or  Glei^  :  and  if 
the  opinion  of  the  Guardians  be  that  the  Master  or 
other  officer  has  in  any  case   acted  illegally  or 
improperly,  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  such  opinion 
.shall  be  forwarded  by  the  Clerk  to  the  Commis- 
sioners. 

Article  57. — Every  pamper  above  the  age  of 
seven  years,  who  is  in  the  Workhouse,  and  who 
may  have  been  punished  since  the  last  ordinary 
meeting  of  the  Guardians,  or  who  may  be  reported 
as  refractory  or  disorderly,  shall  be  brought  into 
the  Board-room  during  the  sitting  of  the  Board  of 
Guardians,  at  their  next  ordinary  meeting,  whether 
he  may  request  it  or  not,  and  shall  have  an 
opportunity  of  complaining  to  the  Guardians  of  any 
undue  punishment,  or  of  any  unjust  charge  ;  and 
the  fact  of  such  pauper  having  been  brought  before 
the  Guardians,  shaU  be  entered  on  the  minutes  of 
the  proco-^dings  of  the  day. 

Artioli:  58. — The  Master  shall  cause  a  legible 
copy  of  the  regulations  respecting  disorderly  and 
refractory  paupers  contained  in  this  order,  to  be 
kept  suspended  in  the  dining-hallof  the  workhouse, 
in  the  school-room  or  school-rooms,  and  in  the 
pi-obationary  wards,  and  also  in  the  Board-room  of 
the  Guardians. 

VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

Article  59. — ^The  Board  of  Guardians  shall 
appoint  a  Visiting  Committee  from  their  own  body, 
who  diall  cai-efully  examine  the  workhouse  of  the 
union  once  in  every  week  at  least,  shall  inspect 
the  last  leports  of  the  Chaplains  and  Medical 
Officer  of  the  workhouse,  shall  examine  the  stores 
in  the  workhouse,  and  ascertain  the  truth  and 
circimistanees  <^  any  complaints  that  may  be  made 
to  them.  And  the  Yinting  Oonunittee  ^all  from 
time  to  time  write  such  answers  as  the  fkcts  may 
warrant  to  the  following  queries,  which  are  to  be 
|»inted  in  a  book,  entitled  the  "  Report  Book  of 
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WoRKHoosB  tlie  Visiting  Committee,"  to  be  provided  by  die

5PSB.  1849.  Guardians,  and  kept  in  the  workhouse  for  that 
purpose,  and  to  be  submitted  regularly  to  the  Board 
of  Guardians  at  their  ordinary  meeting  : — 

Question  1.  Is  the  workhouse,  with  its  wards,  offieea, 
yards,  and  appurtenances,  dean  and  well  ventilated  in 
every  part? — if  not,  state  the  defect  or  omission. 

Q.  2.  Do  the  ndult  inmates  of  the  workhouse,  of  all 
classes,  appear  clean  in  their  persons,  and  decent  and 
orderly  in  their  behaviour  ? — if  not,  state  the  exceptions. 

Q.  3.  Are  the  able-1|pdied  inmates  of  each  sex  employed 
and  kept  at  work  as  directed  by  the  Board  of  Guardians? — 
if  not,  and  if  any  improvement  can  be  suggested  in  their 
employment,  state  the  same. 

Q.  4.  Are  the  infirm  of  each  sex  who  are  capablo  of 
work,  employed  and  kept  to  work  as  far  as  their  circum- 
stances admit  of  it,  and  as  directed  by  the  Board  of 
Guardians? — if  not,  and  if  any  improvement  can  be 
suggested,  state  the  same. 

Q.  5.  Are  the  persons  infirm  in  body  or  mind,  of  each 
sex,  properly  attended  to,  according  to  their  several  con- 
ditions? 

Q,  (y.  Are  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  school  making  due 
progress  in  reading,  -writing,  and  arithmetic,  and  do  the 
Chaplains  regularly  attend  to  their  religious  instruction? 

Q,  7.  Is  the  industrial  training  of  the  boys  and  girls 
properly  attended  to,  and  are  they  employed  as  the 
Guardians  have  directed? 

Q.  8.  Are  the  boys  and  girls  clean  in  their  persons, 
and  correct  in  their  behaviour  ? 

Q.  9.  Are  the  young  children  properly  nursed  and  taken 
care  of,  and  do  they  appear  in  a  clean  and  healthy  state? 

Q.  10.  Is  regular  attendance  given  by  the  Medical 
Oflicer  ? 

Q.  11.  Do  the  inmates  of  the  infirmary  appear  to  be 
in  as  satisfactory  a  state  as  their  ailments  admit  of  ?  Is 
there  any  infectious  disease  in  the  workhouse? — if  so, 
state  the  particulars.     Is  there  any  child  not  vaccinated  ? 

Q.  12.  Is  divine  service  regularly  performed?  Are 
prayers  regularly  read  ? 

Q.  IS.  Is  the  established  dietary  duly  observed? — and 
are  the  hours  of  meals  regularly  adhered  to  ? 

Q.  14.  Are  the  provisions  and  other  supplies  of  the 
qualities  contracted  for  ? 

Q*  15.  Is  the  separation  of  the  various  classes  strictly 
enforced,  according  to  Article  9  ? 

Q,  16.  Is  any  complaint  made  by  any  pauper  agunst 
any  ofificer,  or  in  respect  of  the  provisions  or  accommo- 
dations?— if  so,  state  the  name  of  the  complainant,  and 
the  subject  of  the  complaint. 

Article  60. — It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Commis- 
sioners, or  any  of  them,  or  the  Assistant  Oommis- 
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sioner,  or  any  of  the  Inspectors,  to  visit  and  inspect  ^"^"^  **' 
the  workhouse,  and  to  enter  any  remarks  thereon  5  Fbb.  i84i». 
in  the  book  containing  the  questions  to  be  answered 
by  the  Visiting  Committee ;  and  no  officer  of  such 
workhouse  shsdl  in  any  way,  directly  or  indirectly, 
impede  such  visit  or  inspection  or  the  entry  of  such 
remarks. 

THE  REPAIBING,  UPHOLDING,  AND  INSURING  OP  THE 
WORKHOUSE. 

Article  61. — ^The  Guardians  shall  once  at  least 
in  every  year,  and  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  for 
cleanliness,  cause  all  the  rooms,  wards,  offices,  and 
privies  belonging  to  the  workhouse  to  be  lime- 
washed,  and  the  cesspools  to  be  emptied. 

Article  62. — ^The  Guardians  shall  uphold  and 
maintain  the  premises  constituting  the  workhouse 
in  good  and  substantial  repair;  and  shall, from  time 
tiO  time,  remedy,  without  delay,  any  s\ich  defect  in 
the  repair  of  the  house,  its  di'ainage,  warmth,  or 
ventilation,  or  in  the  furniture  or  fixtures  thereof, 
as  may  tend  to  injure  the  health  of  the  inmates ; 
and  with  a  view  to  so  upholding  and  maintaining 
the  workhouse,  they  shall  insure  and  keep  insured 
the  same  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  for  such 
B,  sum,  being  reasonably  sufficient  to  cover  any 
probable  loss,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  said 
Ouardians  may  determine. 

DUTIES  OP  THE  OFFICERS  OP  THE  WORKHOUSfi. 

Article  63. — The  duties  of  the  several  officers 
of  the  workhouse  and  their  assistants  appointed 
or  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Guardians, 
under  the  Regulations  of  the  Commissioners,  or  by 
the  Commissioners  in  default  of  appointment  by 
the  Board  of  Guardians,  shall  be,  respectively,  such 
as  are  hereinafter  specified. 

DUTIES  OF  the  MASTER. 

Article  64. — ^The  following  shall  be  the  duties 
of  the  Master  of  the  workhouse  : — 

No.  1. — To  admit  paupers  into  the  workhouse  in  obedience 
to  any  order  made  under  Article  1,  and  also  persons 
applying  for  admission,  -who  may  appear  to  him  to 
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WoHKHoufljt  require  relief  through  any  sudden  and  urgeot  nocca 

^LBs  OF  gi^y^  Qj,  ^^Q  g^ji  be  named  in  any  written  recommeB- 

.'ll.  dation  fiom  a  Warden,  aud  shall  appear  to  the  Blaster 

to  be  destitute  and  proper  objects  for  admission  ;  and 
to  cause  every  pauper  upon  admisaion  to  be 
examined  by  the  Medical  (Mccr,  as  i»  directed  m 
Article  4. 

No.  2. — To  register  the  name  and  reh'gious  persuasion  of 
every  pauper  upon  his  admission ;  and  to  cause  every 
male  pauper  above  the  age  of  seven  years,  upon  ud- 
mission,  to  be  searched,  cleansed,  and  clothed,  and  to 
be  placed  in  the  ward  appropriated  to  the  class  to  which 
he  appears  to  belong. 

No.  3. — To  enforce  industry,  order,  punctuality,  and 
cleanliness,  and  the  observance  of  the  several  rales 
herein  contained,  by  the  paupers  in  the  workhouse,  and 
by  the  several  officers,  asjiistants,  and  servants  therein 
employed. 

No.  4. — To  read  prayers  to  the  paupers  before  breakfast 
and  after  supper  every  day,  or  cause  prayers  to  be 
read,  at  which  all  the  inmates  must  attend,  excepting 
those  who  are  incapacitated  through  sickness,  infir- 
mity, or  infancy,  and  those  who  object  to  such 
attendance  on  account  of  their  religious  principles ;  and 
to  the  paupers  making  such  declaration,  thie  Master 
shall,  if  practicable,  cause  prayers  to  be  read  by  some 
one  of  their  own  religious  persuasion. 

No.  6. — To  cause  the  paupers  to  be  inspected,  and  their 
names  called  over,  immediately  after  morning  praycn 
every  day,  in  order  that  it  may  be  seen  that  each  indi- 
vidual is  clean  and  in  a  proper  state. 

No.  6 — To  provide  for  and  enforce  the  employment  of 
the  able-bodied  adult  paupers  during  the  whole  of  the 
hours  of  labour;  to  assist  in  training  the  yonth  in 
such  employment  as  will  best  fit  them  for  gaining 
their  own  living ;  to  keep  the  partially  disabled  paupers 
occupied  to  the  extent  of  their  ability  ;  and  to  allow 
none  who  are  capable  of  employment  to  be  idle  at  any 
time. 

No.  7. — To  visit  the  sleeping  wards  of  the  male  paupers 
at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  each  day,  and  to 
see  that  such  wards  have  been  all  duly  cleansed  and 
properly  ventilated. 

No.  8. — To  see  that  the  meals  of  the  paupers  are  pro- 
perly dressed  and  served,  and  to  superintend  the 
distribution  thereof,  in  accordance  with  Articles  16, 19, 
and  20. 

No.  9. — To  say,  or  cause  to  be  said,  grace  before  and 
after  meals. 

No.  10.— To  see  that  the  dining-halls,  tables,  and  seats 
are  cleansed  after  each  meal. 

No.  11 To  visit  all  the  wardi  of  the  mala  paupers  at 

or  before  nine  o'clock  every  night,  and  see  that  all  the 
male  paupers  are  in  bed,  and  that  all  fires  and  lights 
are  extinguished. 
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No.  12. — To  recove  from  the  porter  th©  keys  of   the  Wormhousb 
entrance  to  the  workhonse  at  nine  o'clock  every  night,  5^**^mo 
and  to  deliver  them  to  him  again  at  six  o'clock  every       *^ 
rooming,  or  at  such  hoars  as  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Goardians  and  apiM'oved  by 
the  Commissioners. 
No.   13 — ^To  see  that  the  male  panpers  are  properly 
clothed,  and   that  their   clothes  are  kept  in  proper 
repair. 
No.  14. — To  send  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  work- 
house in  case  any  panper  is  taken  ill  or  becomes  insane ; 
and  to  take  care  that  all  sick  and  insane  paupers  are 
duly  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer,  and  are  provided 
with  such  medicines  and  attendance,  diet,  and  other 
necessaries,  as  the  Medical  Officer  shall  in  writing 
direct :  and  to  apprize  the  nearest  relation  in  the  work- 
house of  the  sickness  of  any  pauper.    And  in  the  case 
of  dangerous  sickness,  to  send  for  the  Chaplain  or  other 
licensed  minister  of  the  persuasion  of  the  panper,  as 
well  as  for  any  relative  or  friend  of  such  pauper, 
resident  within  a  reasonable  distance,  whom  he  may 
desire  to  see. 

No.  16. — ^To  give  immediate  information  of  the  death  of 
any  pauper  in  the  workhouse  to  the  Medical  Officer, 
and  to  the  nearest  relations  of  the  deceased  who  may 
be  known  to  him,  and  who  may  reside  within  a 
reasonable  distance ;  and  if  the  body  be  not  removed 
within  a  reasonable  time,  to  provide  for  the  interment 
thereof. 

No.  16.-^To  take  charge  of  the  clothes  and  other  articles, 
if  any,  of  such  deceased  pauper,  and  deliver  an  inven- 
tory thereof  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Guardians,  who  shall  give  the  necessary  directions 
respecting  the  same. 

No.  17. — ^To  keep  all  books  of  accoants  which  he  is,  or 
hereafter  may  be,  by  any  order  under  the  seal  of  the 
Commissioners,  directed  and  required  to  keep*;  to 
allow  the  same  to  be  constantly  open  to  the  in. 
spection  of  any  o!  the  Guardians  of  the  union, 
and  to  submit  the  same  to  the  Guardians  at  their 
meetings. 

No.  18.— To  keep  a  book  in  the  form  (B)b  to  this  Order 
annexed,  to  be  entitled  "The  Diet  elass  Book,"  in 
which  he  shaU,  every  evening,  eater  the  numbers  of 
the  several  classes  of  healthy  and  sick  inmates,  as 
ascertained  by  the  daily  roll-call  in  each  department  of 
the  workhouse,  as  directed  in  Article  15. 

No.  19.~To  keep  a  Daily  Diet  Book  m  the  form  (C>  to 
this  Order  annexed ;  and  for  the  better  regulation  of 
the  issues  of  provisions  from  store,  to  ascertain  and 
enter  in  the  said  book,  before  each  meal,  the  numbers

consumption  at  such  meal  by  tlie  healthy  inmates  of 
the  workhouse. 

No.  20. — In  like  manner  to  keep  and  daily  enter  up  a 
Daily  Diet  Book  in  the  form  (D)»  to  this  Order  an- 
nexed, for  the  sick  inmates. 

No.  21. — To  submit  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  at  every 
ordinary  meeting  an  estimate  of  such  provisions  xmid 
other  articles  as  are  required  for  the  use  of  the  work- 
house, and  to  receive  and  execute  the  directions  of  the 
Board  of  Guardians  thereupon. 

No.  22. — To  receive  all  provisions  and  other  articles  pur- 
chased or  procured  for  the  use  of  the  workhouse,  and 
before  placing  them  in  store  to  weigh  the  same,  and 
examine  and  compare  them  with  the  bills  of  parcels  or 
invoices  severally  relating  thereto ;  and  after  having 
proved  the  accuracy  of  such  bills  or  invoice*,  to 
authenticate  the  same  with  his  signature,  and  submit 
them  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  at  their  next  ordinary 
meeting. 

No.  23. — To  receive  and  take  charge  of  all  provisions, 
clothing,  linen,  and  other  articles,  belonging  to  the 
workhouse,  or  confided  to  his  care  By  the  Board  of 
Guardians,  and  issue  the  same  to  the  Matron  or  other 
persons  as  may  be  required ;  and  such  articles  shall 
be  applied  to  such  purposes  as  shall  be  authorized 
or  approved  of  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  and  to  no 
other. 

No.  24. — To  take  stock  of  provisions,  clothing,  linen, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  the  workhouse,  once  at 
the  least  in  exery  half  year,  ("that  is  to  say,  on  the 
26th  day  of  March  and  the  29th  day  of  September, 
respectively,)  in  the  presence  of  two  Guardians,  to  be 
named  a  committee  for  this  special  purpose,  and  the 
Clerk  of  the  Union. 

No.  26 To  obtain  the  order  in  writing  of  the  Board  of 

Guardians,  duly  entered  in  the  Order  Book  provided 
for  that  purpose  and  signed  by  the  Chairman,  before 
purchasing  or  procuring  any  articles  for  the  use  of  the 
workhouse,  or  ordering  any  alterations  or  repairs  of 
any  part  of  the  premises,  or  of  the  furniture  or  other 
articles  belonging  thereto. 

No.  26 To  read  over  to  the  paupers  such  of  the  regu- 
lations herein  contained,  and  at  such  times  as  the  Board 
of  Guardians  shall  direct. 

No.  27. — To  report  to  the  Board  of  Guardians,  from 
time  to  time,   the  names  of   such   children  as   may

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be  fit  to  put  out  to  Bervice  or  other  employment,  and  Workhoitsk 
to  take  the  necessary  steps  for  carrying  into  effect  the  ij^''**j2!i 
directions  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  thereon.  '^' 

No.  28 To  keep  a  book  to  be  called  the  '*  Master's 

Journal ;"  to  enter  therein  every  important  occurrence 
in  the  workhouse,  other  than  those  entered  in  the  book 
required  by  Article  54  to  be  kept,  and  to  cause  such 
book  to  be  laid  before  the  Board  of  Guardians  at  every 
ordniaiy  meeting. 

No.  21). — To  take  care  that  the  wards,  rooms,  larder, 
kitchen,  and  all  other  offices  of  the  workhouse,  and  all 
the  utensils  and  funiiture  thereof,  be  kept  clean  and  in 
good  order ;  and  as  often  as  any  defect  in  the  same  or 
in  the  state  of  the  workhouse  shall  occur,  to  report  the 
same  in  his  journal  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  at  their 
next  ordinary  meeting. 

No.  30. — To  inform  the  Visiting  Committee  'and  the 
Board  of  Guardians  of  the  state  of  the  workhouse  in 
every  department ;  and  to  report  in  his  journal  to  the 
Board  of  Guardians  at  their  next  ordmary  meeting 
any  negligence  or  other  misconduct  on  the  part  of  any 
of  the  subordinate  officers  or  servants  of  the  establish- 
ment ;  to  offer  suggestions  to  the  Board  of  Guardians 
for  the  correction  of  abuses  and  the  introduction  of 
improvements  in  the  management  of  the  workhouse ; 
and  generally  to  observe  and  fultil  all  lawful  orders 
and  directions  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  suitable  to 
his  office. 


DUTIES   OP   THE   MATRON. 

Article  65. — ^The  following  shall  be  the  duties 
of  the  Matron  of  the  workhouse  : — 

No.  1 — In  the  absence  of  the  Master,  or  during  his  inabi- 
lity, to  act  as  his  substitute  in  all  matters  relating  to 
the  admission  of  paupers  into  the  workhouse ;  and  to 
cause  every  pauper,  upon  such  admission,  to  be  duly 
registered  and  examined  by  the  Medical  Officer,  as  is 
directed  in  Article  4. 

Na  2. — To  cause  the  pauper  children  under  the  age  of 
seven  years  and  the  female  paupers  to  be  searched, 
cleansed,  and  clothed,  upon  their  admission,  and  to  be 
placed  in  the  wards  appropriated  to  the  classes  to 
which  they  appear  to  belong. 

No.  8. — ^To  provide  for  and  enforce  the  employment  of 
the  able-bodied  female  paupers  during  the  whole  of  the 
hours  of  labour;  and  to  keep  the  partially  disabled 
female  paupers  occupied  to  the  extent  of  theh:  ability, 
and  to  assist  the  Schoolmistress  in  training  up  the 
children  so  as  best  to  fit  them  for  8er\'ioe. 

No.  4 ^To  call  over  the  names  of  the  paupers,  as  is 

directed  in  Article  15  ;  to  inspect  their  persons,  and 
see  that  each  individual  is  clean. 
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WoRiuiOUfiB         No.  5.~To  visit  all  the  wards  of  the  females  and  difl- 
5^x^849  ^"^"^  every  night  before  nine  o'clook,  and  to  asoertain 

that  all  the  paupers  in  such  wards  are  in  bed,  and  all 

the  fires  and  lights  therein  extinguished. 
No.  6. — ^To  pay  particular  attention  to  the  moral  conduct 
and  (Orderly  behaviour  of  the  females  and  children,  and 
to  see  that  they  are  dean  and  decent  in  their  dress  and 
persons. 
No.  7. — To  superintend  and  give  the  Deoessary  directions 
for  making  and  mending  the  linen  and  clothing  sup- 
plied to  the  male  paupers,  and  all  the  dothing  supplied 
to  the  female  paupers  and  children ;  and  to  take  care 
that  all  such  dothing  be  marked  with  the  name  of  tbe 
Union. 
No.  8. — To  see  that  every  pauper  in  the  workhoose  has 
clean  linen  once  a  week,  and  that  all  the  beds  be  kept 
in  a  dean  and  wholesonie  state. 
No.  9. — ^To  take  charge  of  the  linen  and  stockings  for  the 
use  of  the  paupers,  and  the  other  linen  in  use  in  the 
workhouse,  and  to  apply  the  same  to  such  purposes  as 
shall  be  authorized  or  approved  of  by  the  Board  of 
Guardians,  and  to  no  other. 
No.  10 — ^To  superintend  and  give  the  necessary  directions 
concerning  the  washing,  drying,  and  getting  up  of  the 
linen,  stockings,  and  blankets;  and  to  see  that  the 
same  be  not  dried  in  the  sleeping  wards  or  in  the  eick 
wards. 
No.  11. — To  take  care,  with  the  assistance  of  the  nurses, 
of  the  children  and  sick  paupers ;  and  to  provide  the 
proper  diet  for  the  children  and  the  sick  pauper^  and 
to  furnish  them  with  such  changes  of  dothes  and  linen 
as  may  be  necessary. 
No.  12. — To  make  a  requisition  for  such  artides  as  she 
deems  to  be  necessary,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  the 
purpose ;  such  book,  when  signed  by  the  Master,  to  be 
laid  by  him  before  the  Board  of  Guardians  at  their  next 
ordinary  meeting. 
No.  13 — To  assist  the  master  in  the  general  manage- 
ment and  superintendence  of  the  workhouse,  and  espe- 
cially in — 

Enforcing  the  observance  of  good  order,  deanliness, 
punctuality,  industry,  and  decency  of  demeanour 
among  the  paupers ; 
Cleansing    and    ventilating    the    sleeping   wards 
and  the  dining-hall,  and  all  other  parts  of  the 
premises; 
Placing  in  store  and  taking  charge  of  tiie  provisions, 
clothing,  linen,  and  other  articles  bdonging  to 
the  union. 
No.  14  — ^To  report  to  the  Master  any  negligence,  or  other 
misconduct,  on  the  part  of  any  of  the  subordinate 
officers  or  servants  of  the  establishment 
No.  15. — And  generally  to  observe  and  fulfil  all  lawful 
orders  and  directions  of  the  Board  of  Gaardians  suitable 
to  her  office.

Article  66. — ^The  following  shall  be  the  duties 
of  the  Schoolmaster  and  Sd^oolmistress : — 

No.  L — To  instruct  the  boys  and  girls  according  to  the 

directions  expressed  in  Article  23. 
No.  2. — ^To  regulate  the  discipline  and  organization  of 

the  school,  and  the  industrial  and  moral  training  of 

the  children,  subject  to  the  directions  of  the  Board  of 

Guardians. 
No.  3. — ;To  accompany  the  children  when  they  quit  the 

workhouse  for  exercise. 
No.  4. — ^To  keep  the  children  clean  in  their  persons  and 

orderly  and  decorous  in  their  conduct. 
No.  5. — To  assist  the  Master  and  Matron  respectively  in 

maintaining  due  subordination  in  the  workhouse. 


DUTIES   OF   THE   PORTER. 

Article  67. — The  following  shall  be  the  duties 
of  the  Porter  of  the  workhouse : — 

No.  1. — To  keep  the  gate,  and  to  prevent  any  person, 
not  being  an  officer  of  the  workhouse  or  of  the  union, 
or  one  of  the  Commissioners,  or  the  Assistant  Commis- 
sioner, one  of  the  Inspectors,  or  any  person  authorized 
by  law,  or  by  the  Commis4oner8,  or  Board  of  Guar- 
dians, from  entering  into  or  going  out  of  the  house 
without  the  leave  of  the  Master  or  Matron. 

No.  2. — To  keep  a  book  in  which  he  shall  enter  the  name 
and  business  of  every  officer  or  other  person  who  shall 
go  into  the  workhouse,  and  the  name  of  every  officer 
or  other  perscm  who  shall  go  out  thereof,  together  with 
the  time  of  such  officer's  or  person's  going  in  or  out. 

No.  3. — To  receive  all  paupers  who  apply  for  admission 
with  a  proper  Order,  as  directed  in  Article  1,  or  under 
circumstances  of  sudden  or  urgent  necessity;  and  if 
the  Master  and  Matron  be  both  absent,  to  place  such 
paupers  in  the  probationary'  ward  until  the  Master  or 
"MMtaon  retnnk 

No.  4. — ^To  take  charge  of  the  clothes  of  each  pauper  on 
his  admission  to  the  workhouse,  and  to  deposit  them, 
when  purified,  in  a  place  appropriated  for  the  purpose, 
having  affixed  to  them  a  list  of  the  articles  and  the 
name  of  the  pauper  to  whom  they  belong. 

No.  5. — To  examine  all  parcels  and  goods  before  they 
are  received  into  the  workhouse,  and  prevent  the  ad- 
mission of  any  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  or  other 
articles  contrary  to  law,  or  to  any  of  the  regulations 
herein  contained. 
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WoRKHouss  No.  6. — To  search  any  panper  entering  or  leaving  the 

5  PKB^IfrW  workhouse  whom  he  may  suspect  to  have  possesion 

'  of  any  spirits  or  other  prohibited  articles,  and  to  require 

any  other  person  entering  the  workhouse,  wliom  he 
may  suspect  of  having  possession  of  any  such  spirits 
or  prohibited  articles,  to  satisfy  him  to  the  cootraiy 
before  he  shall  permit  such  person  to  be  admitted. 

No.  7. — To  examine  all  parcels  taken  by  any  pauper  cm 
of  the  workhouse,  and  to  prevent  the  undue  removal  of 
any  article  from  the  premises. 

No.  8. — To  lock  all  the  outer  doors,  and  take  the  keys  to 
the  Master  at  nine  o'clock  ever}'  night,  and  to  receive 
them  back  from  him  every  morning  at  six  o'clock,  or 
at  such  hours  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  Guardians  and  approved  of  by  the  Com- 
missioners; and  if  any  application  for  admission  to  the 
workhouse  be  made  after  the  keys  shall  have  been  so 
taken  to  the  Master,  to  apprize  the  Master  forthwith 
of  such  application. 

No.  9. — To  assist  the  Master,  Matron,  Schoolmaster,  and 
Schoolmistress,  in  preserving  order,  and  in  enfordng 
obedience  and  due  subordination  in  the  workhouse. 

No.  10. — To  inform  the  Master  of  all  things  affecting  the 
security,  order,  and  interest  of  the  workhouse,  and  to 
obey  all  the  lawful  directions  of  the  Master  or  Matron, 
and  of  the  Board  of  Guardians. 


DUTIES   OP  THE   MEDICAL  OFFICER  FOR  THE 
WORKHOUSE. 

Article  68. — ^The  following  shall  be  the  duties 
of  the  Medical  Officer  for  the  workhouse : — 

No.  1. — ^To  attend  at  the  workhouse  daily,  and  not  later 
than  twelve  o'clock  at  noon,  and  also  when  sent  for 
by  the  Master,  Matron,  or  Porter  of  the  workhouse,  in 
cases  of  sudden  illness,  nccident,  or  other  emergency ; 
and  at  all  such  other  times  as  the  state  of  the  sick  or 
insane  patients  within  the  workhouse  may  render 
necessary. 

No.  2. — To  examine  the  state  of  the  paupers  on  their 
admission  into  the  workhouse^;  to  examine  the  state  of 
the  patients  in  the  sick  wards,  and  also  the  state  of 
any  sick  or  insane  pauper  in  the  other  wards. 

No.  8. — To  give  aU  necessary  directions  as  to  the  diet, 
classification,  and  treatment  of  the  sick  paupers,  and 
paupers  of  unsound  mind,  and  to  report  to  the  Board

No.  4 To  enter  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  pur-  *  ^^*^^- 

pose,  called  the  Sick  Dietary  Book,  all  directions  which 
he  may  give  regarding  the  diet  of  sick  paupers,  and 
paupers  of  unsound  mind,  and  to  submit  the  same  to 
the  Guardians  at  their  weekly  meetings. 

No.  5. — To  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Guardians 
any  defect  in  the  diet,  drainage,  ventilation,  warmth, 
or  other  arrangement  of  the  workhouse,  or  any  excess 
in  the  number  of  any  class  of  inmates,  which  he  may 
deem  to  be  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  inmates. 

No.  6. — To  give  all  necessary  directions  as  to  the  diet  of 
the  children,  and  to  vaccinate  such  of  the  children  as 
may  require  vaccination. 

No.  7. — To  make  a  weekly  return  to  the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians in  a  book  prepared  according  to  the  prescribed 
form*,  and  to  insert  therein  the  date  of  every  attend- 
ance, and  to  deliver  the  same,  when  complet4.'d,  to  the 
Guardians. 

No.  8. — To  enter  in  his  weekly  return  the  death  of  every 
pauper  who  shall  die  in  the  workhouse,  together  with 
the  apparent  cause  thereof. 

No.  9. — To  give  to  the  Guardians,  when  required,  any 
reasonable  information  respecting  the  case  of  any 
pauper  who  has  been  under  his  care ;  to  make  any  such 
written  report  relative  to  any  sickness  prevalent  among 
the  paupers  in  the  workhouse  as  the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians or  the  Commissioners  may  require  of  him ;  and 
to  attend  the  Board  of  Guardians  when  requested  by 
them  so  to  do. 


DUTIES   OF   CHAPLAIN. 

Article  69. — The  following  shall  be  the  duties 
of  a  Chaplain  of  the  workhouse  : — 

No.  1. — To  celebrate  Divine  Service,  nnd  to  preach  to  the 
paupers,  every  Sunday,  and  on  such  other  days  as  it 
may  be  du-ected  by  competent  authority. 

No.  2. — To  visit  any  sick  pauper  in  the  workhouse  from 
time  to  time,  and' at  all  times  when  he  may  be  applied 
to  for  that  purpose  by  the  Master  or  Matron. 

No.  3. — To  examine  and  catechise  the  children  at  least 
once  in  every  month ;  and  after  each  of  such  examina- 
tions to  record  the  same,  and  state  the  general  progress 
of  the  children,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose, 
to  be  laid  before  the  Board  of  Guardians  at  their  next 
ordinary  meeting ;  in  which  book  the  Chaplain  shall 
al8(»  insert  the  date  of  each  of  his  attendances  at  the 
workhouse.

Sir, 

The  Commissioners  for  administering  the  Lavs 
for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  have  had  under 
their  considei^tion  the  subject  of  the  union  die- 
taries, in  reference  more  especially  to  the  increased 
proportion  which,  through  the  diminution  of  able- 
bodied  pauperism  and  other  causes,  the  sick 
inmates  now  bear  to  the  healthy  portion  of  the 
inmates  of  workhouses. 

Inquiries,  moreover,  which  have  recently  taken 
place  in  particular  unions,  have  shown  a  disposition 
on  the  part  of  Medical  Officers  to  place  on  medical 
diet  inmates  of  the  aged  and  infirm  class  who 
cannot  properly  be  classed  as  sick,  but  who  may 
be  regarded  as  persons  with  whom,  in  the  opinion 
of  the   Medical  Officer,  the  hail  diet  does  not 


The  increased  expense  consequent  on  this  prac- 
tice, when  carried  to  any  great  extent,  has  been 
shown  to  be  considerable,  ^e  medical  diet  substi- 
tuted for  hall  diet  in  such  cases  involving  gene- 
rally an  allowance  of  meat. 

The  part  of  the  hall  diet  to  which  most  objec- 
tion has  been  made  is  the  stirabout,  used  almost 
universally  for  breakfast,  and,  in  a  few  unions, 
for  dinner  also. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  appears  to  be  very 
desirable  that  the  Medical  Officer  should  have  it 
in  his  power  to  exempt  infirm  persons  or  children 
in  delicate  health  from  the  use  of  stirabout,  with- 
out the  necessity  of  placing  them  altogether  on 
medical  diet. 

The  Commissioners  suggest,  therefore,  that  in 
such  cases  the  Medical  Officer  should  be  authorized 
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to  place  the  inmate  on  a  bread  and  tea  diet  for  Circulars. 
br^sikfast;    and  that  stirabout  and  milk,  which  Workh<m» 
form  in  ordinary  cases  a  most  appropriate  meal  ^'®'*^**- 
for  breakfast,  should  not  be  used  for  dinner  for 
any  class  of  inmates,  great  objections  existing,  on 
sanitary  grounds,  to  the  use  of  the  same  food  for 
both  meals.     It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  also,  on 
the  ground  of  health,  that  as  miich  variety  as 
possible  should  be  introduced  in  other  respects, 
and  the  Commissioners  recommend  that,  on  some 
days  of  the  week,  bread  and  milk,  or  bread  and 
rice  milk,  or  potatoes  and  milk,  should  be  used 
instead  of  bread  and  soup. 

None  of  the  above  recommendations,  if  adopted 
by  the  Guardians,  would  be  likely  to  be  attended 
with  much,  if  any,  additional  expense.  It  appears, 
however,  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  recently 
improved  circumstances  of  the  peasantry  and  of 
the  working  classes  in  Ireland  might  be  held  to 
justify  a  further  improvement  in  the  workhouse 
dietary,  and  not  at  the  same  time  infringe  the 
principle  that  the  inmates  of  workhouses  ought 
not  to  be  better  fed  at  the  expense  of  the  poor 
rates  than  persons  maintaining  themselves  by 
independent  laboiir. 

The  Commissioners  submit,  therefore,  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Guardians  of  unions  in  which 
meat  is  not  already  made  an  ingredient  in  the 
soup,  to  adopt  that  improvement  on  some  days  of 
the  week  by  the  use  of  ox  heads,  or  shins  of  beef, 
or  other  coarse  parts  of  the  carcass  of  beef,  mutton, 
or  veal,  as  ingredients  in  the  soup. 

The  additional  expense  incurred  by  this  im- 
provement will  be  found  in  many  unions  to  be 
compensated  in  part,  if  not  altogether,  by  the 
diminished  necessity  of  placing  aged  or  infirm 
persons  and  delicate  children  on  medical  diet 

The  Guardians  of  the  North  and  South  Dublin 
Unions  have  recently  agreed,  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Commissioners,  to  assimilate  the  die- 
taries of  both  those  unions,  and  have  adopted,  in 
framing  a  new  dietary,  some  of  the  improvements 
above  pointed  out. 
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cimcuLABB.  The  Commissioners  annex  to  this  Circukr  a 
WorkhovM  more  particuJar  account  of  the  recommendatioiis 
^'"^"^  made  by  them  to  the  Guardians  of  the  DnWin 
Unions,  and  now  submit  the  same  to  the  considem- 
tion  of  the  Guardians  of  those  unions  in  whi^ 
the  present  established  dietaries  may  appear  csp- 
able  of  improvement  by  adopting  the  principles 
recommended.

Extract  from  the  -Covtwiiatuyrheirs^  Letter  to  the 
Gua/rdians  of  the  North  and  South  DtibUn 
CnumSf  dated  26^t  Jamuvry^  1859,  corUainififf 
the  Commissioners*  recomfnendations  in  regard 
to  the  Workhouse  Dietary, 

"  The  first  point  to  which  the  Commissioners  would  cill 
attention,  is  the  fact  that  the  dinner  on  two  days  of  the  week 
in  North  Dublin,  Workhouse  and  on  three  day^f  the  week  in 
South  Dublin  Workhouse,  is  a  repetition,  or  nearly  so,  of  the 
breakfast  on  those  days,  consisting,  like  the  breakfast,  of  meal 
made  into  stirabout,  and  milk.  Now  one  of  the  reasons  which 
seems  to  operate  most  in  causing  the  Medical  Officers  to  place 
inmates,  not  in  hospital,  on  sick  diet  is,  that  with  certain  in> 
mates  who  are  delicate,  but  not  actually  under  treatment, 
stirabout  docs  not  agree.  The  OommissionerB  are  also  of 
opinion,  in  regard  to  every  class  of  inmates,  that,  for  the  sake 
of  rariety,  the  dinner  should  differ,  if  poeaible,  from  the  break- 
fast on  every  day  of  the  weelc 

"There  is,  however,  a  large  class  of  inmates  in  every  work- 
house for  whom  sthvbout  and  milk  for  breakfast  is  a  nnvt 
ap|Ht>priate  diet,  and  what  the  Commissiooen  recommend  in 
regard  to  this  point,  to  both  Boards,  is  to  do  away  entirely 
with  stirabout  and  milk  as  materials  for  dinner,  contmoing 
them,  however,  as  materials  for  every  day*s  breakfast,  and 
glvhig  a  discretion  to  the  Medical  Officer  to  substitute  bread 
and  tea  in  cases  of  deUcate  health  which  may  require  it,  a 
discretion  not  likely  to  be  attended  with  much  increase  of 
cost 

"  The  best  of  the  hall  diets  for  dinner  appears  to  be  in  both 
workhouses  the  meat-soup  dinner,  which  is  given  at  present 
on  only  two  days  in  the  week;  and  the  Commissioners  recom- 
mend that  this  should,  in  both  workhouses,  be  extended  to 
three  days,  equalizing  in  both  the  quantity  of  bread,  say  14 
omioes  for  Class  No.  1 ;  on  two  other  days  the  same  quantity 
of  bread  with  one  pint  of  new  milk,  and  on  tbetworeaialnfaig 
days  a  smaller  allowance  of  bread  with  thick  ijoe-milk  per. 
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ridge  would  afford  a  proper  yariety  in  the  hall  diet  for  all   CiBcciARi. 
classes  of  healthy  mmates,  and  make  the  three  classes  of  y,  77" 
dinners,  that  is  to  say,  the  soup,  the  milk,  and  the  rice  dinners  DieUrlei**' 
about  equivalent  both  in  cost  and  nutriment. 

"  Th^  proposed  changes  would  have  not  only  the  advan- 
tage of  nearly  equalizing  the  amount  of  nutriment  on  each 
day  of  the  week,  in  which  at  present  there  is  a  very  great 
disparity  existing  in  both  workhouses,  but  also  that  of  afford- 
ing a  somewhat  greater  total  amount  of  nutriment  in  the 
course  of  the  week. 

*'  There  is  reason  at  the  same  time  to  expect,  from  what 
has  been  stated  in  evidence  by  the  Medical  Officers,  that  the 
additional  expense  incurred  in  the  improved  hall  diet  would 
be  compensated  by  the  diminished  necessity  for  placing  deli- 
cate persons  on  sick  diet,  and  especially  on  meat  diet" 


The  Guardians  of  both  unions  adopted  the  prin- 
ciples above  recommended,  and  have  framed  their 
dietaries  accordingly,  with  the  additional  im- 
provement, in  point  of  variety,  of  using  potatoes 
and  milk  on  one  or  more  days  in  the  week  for 
dinner — 3J  lbs.  with  half  a  pint  of  milk  for 
Glafis  1. 

The  following  unions  use  meat-soup,  prepared, 
however,  with  very  different  proportions  of 
meat^  namely: — ^Antrim,  Ardee,  Armagh,  Ath- 
lone,  Ballycastle,  Ballymahon,  Ballymena,  Bally- 
money,  Balrothery,  Banbridge,  Bawnboy,  Belfast, 
Castleblayney,  Celbridge,  Clogher,  Clonmel,  Cole- 
raine,  Cookstown,  Downpatrick,  Drogheda,  Dublin 
North,  Dublin  South,  Dundalk,  Dungannon, 
Dunshaughlin,  Gorey,  Lame,  Lisbum,  London- 
derry, Longford,  Lurgan,  Magherafelt,  Naas, 
Navan,  Newry,  Newtownards,  Omagh,  and 
Strabane.  The  mediimi  quantity  the  Commis- 
sioners believe  to  be  about  three  ox  heads  to  100 
inmates,  or  an  equivalent  quantity  of  other 
description  of  meat  ingredients  as  above  men- 
tioned. 

Tea,  where  given  in  the  workhouse  dietary, 
may  be  prepared  according  to  the  standard  in 
Article  13,  No.  14  of  the  Workhouse  Regulations, 
viz. : — in  the  proportion  of  half  a  pound  of  tea 
and  two  pounds  of  sugar,  to  eight  gallons  of  water 
and  two  quarts  of  new  milk.

To  the  GuABDiANS  OF  THE  PooR  of  the  several   accounts 
Unions  named  in  the  list  hereunto  annexed;  s^^f'Jyja 
to  the  Officers  of  the  said  Unions ;  to  the  Clerk       — - 
or  Clerks  to  the  Justices  of  Petty  Sessions 
held  for  the  division  or  divisions  in  which  the 
townlands  and  places  comprised  within  the  said 
Unions  are  situated ;  and  to  all  others  whom  it 
may  concern. 

RESCINDING  PREVIOUS  ORDERS. 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  an  Act  passed 
in  the  second  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present 
Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  intituled  "  An  Act  for 
the  more  effectual  Relief  of  the  Destitute  Poor 
in  Ireland,"  and  of  the  other  Acts  in  force  for  the 
relief  of  the  destitute  poor  in  Ireland,  we,  the 
Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws  for 
Belief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland,  do  hereby  rescind 
80  much  of  any  Order  or  Orders  heretofore  issued 
under  our  seal  or  imder  the  seal  of  the  Poor  Law 
CommissionerR  as  is  in  any  way  repugnant  to,  or 
at  variance  with^  the  regulations  and  forms 
herein  prescribed,  except  as  to  any  proceeding 
taken,  or  matter  or  thing  done  under  such  Order, 
or  remaining  to  be  done  in  continuation  of  steps 
already  taken  under  it ;  and  with  reference  to  the 
keeping  and  auditing  of  the  accounts  of  each 
and  every  union  named  in  the  list  hereunto  an- 
nexed, we  do  hereby  order,  direct,  and  declare  as 
follows : —

provisional  relief,  and  of  applications  for  relief^ 
brought  before  the  Board  and  considered  and  de- 
cided on  by  them ;  as  well  as  all  other  business, 
proceedings,  and  transactions  of  the  Board  of 
Guardians  at  any  of  their  meetings.

3.  The  Collector's  Rate  Receipt  Abstract  Book 
and  Weekly  Balance  Sheet  of  Collector's  Receipts 
and  Lodgments* ;  in  the  Form  27  A  of  which  book 
he  shall  enter  every  sum  received  by  him  in  pay- 
ment of  poor  rate,  together  with  a  reference  to 
the  number  of  the  tenement  for  which  such  sum 
has  been  received,  as  the  same  is  numbered  in  the 
Rate  Book  and  Collecting  Book ;  and  in  the  Form 
27  B*"  of  which  book  he  shall  balance  the  sums 
received  by  him  in  payment  of  poor  rates,  and  the 
sums  lodged  by  him  with  the  Treasurer  every 
week,  and  enter  up  the  totals  of  such  receipts 
and  lodgments ;  and  shall  produce,  when  required' 
for  examination  by  the  Clerk  of  the  union,  a 
receipt  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  union,  for  each 
of  such  lodgments,  in  the  Form  28**  in  the  said 
schedule. 

V. — ^ACCOUNTS  TO  BE  KEPT  BY  THE  MEDICAL 
OFFICEB  OF  THE  WORKHOUSE. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  the  Workhouse  shall 
enter  up  and  accurately  keep,  according  to  the 
forms  and  directions  given  in  this  Order,  and  in 
the  schedule  hereunto  annexed,  the  following 
books: — 

1.   The    Record   of   Sickness  and   Mortality 
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^(SaDMr*   (^^"^  29*) ;  in  wlich  shall  be  inserted  the  name 

%AmL,  i86t  of  eyery  pauper  patient  under  his  care,  the  name 

^^      of  the  disease,  and  the  date  of  the  commencement 

and  termination  of  the  disease,  and  such  other 

observations  as  the  Medical  Officer  shall  think  fit 

to  make. 

2.  The  Weekly  Medical  Return  Book  (Form 
SO*) ;  in  which  shall  be  inserted  the  date  of  every 
attendance  upon  the  pauper  patients  in  the  work- 
house. 


VI. — EXAMINATION  AND  SETTLEMENT  OP  ACCOUNTS. 

1.  No  bill  or  demand  exceeding  £1  against  the 
union  shall  be  payable  out  of  the  poor  rates, 
unless  and  until  it  shall  have  been  allowed  either 
by  the  Board  of  Guardians  or  by  some  committee 
or  person  specially  authorized  by  them  for  that 
purpose. 

2.  Every  payment  exceeding  X3  shall  be  made 
by  a  check  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  union, 
signed  by  the  Chainnan  and  two  Guardians  pre> 
sent  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  countersigned 
by  the  Clerk. 

3.  All  biUs  and  demands  shall  be  brought  in 
within  seven  days  at  furthest  after  the  expiration 
of  the  half-year  in  which  they  were  incurred,  and 
shall  be  forthwith  examined  and  paid,  and  shall 
be  included  in  the  accounts  of  the  half-year. 

4.  J£  among  the  bills  and  demands  against  the 
union  there  should  be  any  which,  from  some 
unavoidable  circumstance,  could  not  be  paid 
within  the  half-year  in  which  they  were  incurred, 
or  within  seven  days  after  the  expiration  thereof, 
the  same  shall  nevertheless,  after  being  allowed 
as  above  required  in  Art.  1,  be  included  in  the 
accounts  of  the  half-year  by  entry  on  the  debit 
side  of  the  accounts  to  which  they  respectively 
belong,  and  shall  be  placed  upon  ike  credit  side 
of  the  unpaid  bills  account,  which  shall  show  the 
amounts  due  and  the  accounts  to  which  they 
have  been  respectively  debited;  and  such  bills 
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filudl,  except  when  they  relate  to  the  provisions  -^couw™ 
accounty  clothing  account,  or  burial  account,  be  8Afril,i858 
apportioned  on  or  charged  against  the  electoral       ' — 
divisions  according  to  their  respective  liabilities. 

5.  The  Clerk  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  shall 
procure  every  week  from  the  Treasurer  of  the 
union,  a  statement  of  the  sums  of  money  and 
checks  which  the  Treasurer  shall  have  received 
and  paid  during  the  past  week,  and  shall  lay  the 
same  before  the  Board  at  their  weekly  meeting ; 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  affix  his 
signature  to  the  said  book  or  statement  of  the 
Treasurer,  when  the  accuracy  thereof  shall  be 
ascertained. 

6.  Every  person  whose  bill  or  demand  shall  be 
paid  or  settled  by  check  or  otherwise,  shall  give 
a  written  receipt  on  a  proper  stamp  (if  the  amount 
require  a  stamp)  for  the  money  or  cneck  received 
by  him. 

7.  The  Board  of  Guardians,  in  the  examination 
and  passing  of  bills,  shall  refer  to  the  counterparts 
in  the  "  Order  Check  Book"'  of  the  orders  sanc- 
tioning the  expenditure,  and  shall,  if  they  think 
fit,  require  the  party  to  whom  the  order  was  issued 
to  produce  it. 

8.  Each  paid  officer  of  the  union  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  his  salary  quarterly. 

VII. — AUDITING  OP  ACXJOUKTS. 

1.  The  Auditor  appointed  for  the  union  shall 
give  to  the  Clerk  to  the  Board  of  Guardians,  to 
tiie  Collectors,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  union,  and 
to  the  Relieving  Officers  thereof,  six  clear  days* 
notice  in  writing  of  the  day,  hour,  and  place,  on 
and  at  which  he  intends  to  audit  the  said 
accounts. 

2.  In  auditing  the  said  accounts,  the  Auditor 
shall  see  that  they  are  presented  in  proper  form, 
and  that  the  particular  items  of  receipt  and  expen- 
diture are  stated  in  detail,  and  are  supported  by 
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AccotnfTs  adeqtiate  vouchers  and  authority ;  and  skall  i 
8Apeil,i86s  tain  that  all  sums  have  been  received  which  ought 
'"^  to  have  been  reoerved,  and  have  be^i  brought  into 
the  account ;  and  shall  examine  whether  the  ex- 
peikLiture  in  all  cases  is  such  as  nught  belawfdlly 
made,  and  is  reasonaUe ;  and  ekaH  strike  (mi  such 
payments  and  charges  as  are  not  legal,  and  soeh 
as  have  not  be^i  made  by  competant  authority, 
and  shall  reduce  such  charges  ba  he  shall  deem  to 
be  exorbitant. 

3.  The  Auditor  shall  also  examine  the  several 
books  of  account,  and  other  books,  not  being  books 
of  account,  in  use  in  the  union,  and  shall  ascertain 

^  whether  they  be  kept  in  the  prescribed  form,  and 
that  ihe  several  entries  correspond  with  and 
balance  each  other  (where  such  balance  may  be 
required),  and  that  the  number  of  paupers  relieved 
accord  with  the  several  entries  of  the  amount  and 
description  of  relief  administered ;  and  he  shall 
certify  the  accuracy  of  such  books  by  affixing  his 
signature  to  each,  and  the  date  of  such  audit. 

4.  The  Auditor  shall  cast  up  and  compute  the 
said  aocoimts,  so  as  to  ascertain  the  accuracy 
thereof,  and  the  balance  or  sum  due  to  or  from 
the  officer  rendering  the  same  at  the  time  of 
audit ;  and  the  Auditor  shall  verify  the  same  by 
his  signature,,  and  the  date  of  such  audit. 

5.  The  Auditor  shall  receive  the  objections  in 
writing  of  any  ratepayer  in  the  union  to  the  said 
accounts,  or  any  item  or  charge  therein,  or  any 
vouchers  or  authority  for  the  same,  and  shall  ex- 
amine into  the  merits  of  sudi  objectioiiSy  and 
make  a  decisicHi  thereon. 

6.  The  Auditor  shall,  whenever  he  may  in  the 
performanoe  of  the  duties  of  his  office  think  fit  so 
to  do,  require  any  officer  rendering  an  account, 
or  any  other  officer  of  the  union,  or  any  person 
repres^ited  to  have  supplied  any  goods  or  ma- 
terials, or  executed  any  worit  for  the  use  of  the 
union,  or  any  other  person  who,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Auditor,  shall  be  sibL&  to  give  information 
of  such  account  or  supply,  or  execution  of  work, 
to  appear  before  him,  and  to  produce  any  accounts. 
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boo'ks,  or  papers  in  liis  possession  relating  to  the  Acco^im 
subject  of  his  inquiries ;  and  the  Auditor  shall,  if  8i^RiL.i8W 
he  think  fit  so  to  do,  require  such  officer  to  verify 
such  account  on  osth,  and  shall,  if  he  think  fit, 
examine  on  oath  such  officers  and  persons  respect- 
ing any  item  or  charge  in  the  accounts  of  the  said 
union ;  or  he  shaD  requii*e  them  to  subscribe  a 
declaration  of  the  truth  of  the  matters  respecting 
"wliich  they  shall  have  been  so  examined,  first 
forewarning  them  of  the  penalties  in  the  said 
recited  Act  provided  for  parties  giving  false  evi- 
dence, or  refusing  to  give  evidence  under  the 
provisions  of  the  said  recited  Act*.  And  any 
paid  officer,  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the 
requisition  of  the  Auditor  to  appear  befoi?e  him, 
and  to  produce  documents  of  which  he  may  be  in 
the  possession,  shall,  on  report  thereof  to  us  made, 
be  liable  to  be  dismissed  from  his  office. 

7.  If  the  Auditor  be  of  opinion  that  any  money, 
goods,  or  chattels,  belonging  to  such  ^nion,  have 
been  purloined,  embezzled,  or  wilfully  wasted  or 
misapplied  by  any  officer  or  person  accounting, 
be  shall  collect  such  evidence  as  he  may  think 
necessary  to  ascertain  the  amount  or  value  of  such 
money,  goods,  or  chattels,  and  shall  surcharge  such 
officer  or  person  with  such  amount  or  value  in 
his  aocoimt,  and  shall  submit  a  statement  of  par- 
ticulars to  the  said  Commissioners  and  to  the 
Board  of  Guardians,  in  order  that  proceedings 
may  be  taken  against  any  paid  officer  so  offending, 
under  the  provision  in  that  behalf  contained  in 
the  Il'ish  Poor  Relief  Act^ 

8.  And  the  Auditor  shall  examine  and  correct 
aiMl  sign  the  abstracts  of  the  \mion  and  electoral 
division  accounts,  hereinbefore  required  to  be 
m&de^  and  report  to  us  any  facts  or  circumstances 
in  explanation  thereof  or  connected  therewith,  or 
which  he  may  deem  of  importance  to  the  interests 
of  the  imion".

Farm  in  Union  Accounts  : — Circular  to  Boards 
of  Guardians  thereon. 

Poor  Law  Commission  Qjfftcey  Dvhlin^ 
^d  April,  1854. 
Sib, 

The  Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws 
for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  have  recently  had 
their  attention  directed  to  the  mode  of  crediting 
the  produce  of  the  workhouse  farm  to  the  several 
electoral  divisions  of  the  union,  as  explained  in 
the  memorandum  at  the  foot  of  the  Workhouse 
Farm  Accoimt,  in  the  Greneral  Accounts  Order* ; 
and  it  has  been  urged  that  the  produce  should  be 
apportioned  in  the  same  manner  as  the  establish- 
ment expenses  of  the  feirm,  and  credited  so  that 
the  electoral  divisions  which  have  contributed  the 
largest  .amount  of  capital  should  receive  a  corre- 
sponding benefit  in  return. 

This  proposal  has,  howevei',  appeared  to  the 
Commissioners  to  be  fraught  with  injustice  to  the 
electoral  divisions  chargeable  with  the  largest 
proportion  of  paupers,  and  the  Commissioners 
deem  it  right,  therefore,  to  state,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  the  considerations 
by  which  they  were  influenced  in  framing  the 
existing  Order  applicable  to  this  subject. 

By  crediting  the  produce  of  the  farm  to  esta- 
blishment, and  consequently  apportioning  the 
credit  to  the  several  electoral  divisions  according 

*  Page  8S0. 
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ciRcuLAw.  to  net  annual  value,  the  cost  of  the  maintenaiioe 
Aoooonts.  of  the  paupers  employed  in  cultirating  the  farm 
would  be  left  wholly  out  of  consideration ;  and 
thus  electoral  divisions  having  a  small  propariien 
of  paupers  would  receive  an  undue  share  of  the 
profits  of  such  cultivation,  at  the  expense  of  elec- 
toral divisions  charged  with  the  maintenance  of  a 
large  proportion  of  paupers;  unless,  as  rardy 
hi^p^is,the  number  of  paupers  diwrged  to  tiid 
electoral  divmon  bears  the  same  proportion  to 
the  total  nun^gr  as  the  valuatix)n  of  the  electoral 
division  bears  to  the  total  valuation. 

It  was  to  correct  this  injustice  that  the  Com- 
missioners altered  the  system  in  the  way  laid  down 
in  the  recent  Accounts  Order ;  and  in  doing  this 
the  Commissioners  have  proceeded  upon  the 
assumption  that  the  produce  of  the  farm  is,  as  it 
ought  to  be,  mainly  the  result  of  pauper  labour, 
and  that  the  establishment  expenses  of  the  fium 
are  limited  to  the  necessary  cost  of  superinten- 
dence,  and  the  outlay  for  implements,  seeds,  ke. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Commissioners  have 
allowed  that  credit  should  be  given  to  establi^- 
ment  fc^*  the  price  of  any  {»foduce  sold  ;  and  this 
was  done  mainly  for  the  poirpose  of  indemnifying 
electoral  divisions  which  might  have  very  few 
paupers  and  yet  be  chcurged  with  their  prc^K»rtioQ 
of  salaries,  implements,  seeds,  isc,,  in  the  esta- 
blishment account.  The  Commissioners  think  that 
such  indemnification  should  in  every  case  be  oar> 
ried  to  tlie  fiill  extent  of  the  charges  incidental  to 
the  cultivati<m  of  the  form,  which  have  been 
debited  to  establishment,  and  no  feu-ther;  and 
that  the  residue  of  the  prooeeds  should  go  in 
reduction  of  the  expense  of  mamtaining  Hie 
paupers.

Seotions  14,  15,  16,  17,  and  18  <^  the  recent 
fitatnte*  amending  the  IruJi  Poor  Belief  Act^  maj 
lead  to  certain  it^ns  of  expenditure  bj  the  Guar- 
dians which  had  not  been  previgusly  pix>yided  for  ; 
and  the  Commissions^  deem  it  right,  therefore,  to 
inform  you  of  the  proper  mode  of  charging  such 
expenditure  in  tiie  accounts,  in  order  tlutt  unifor- 
mity may  be  obtained  in  this  respect  thi-oughout 
tJie  several  unions  in  Ireland. 

1. — The  maintenance  of  any  deaf  and  dumb 
or  blind  child  who  may  be  sent  by  the  Guardians 
to  any  institution  for  the  maintenance  of  the  deaf 
and  dumb  or  blind,  will  be  properly  charged  to 
the  maintenance  account  of  the  electoral  division, 
or  to  that  of  the  union  at  large,  as  the  case  may 
be,  precisely  as  it  would  be  charged  if  the  person 
were  maintained  as  an  inmate  of  the  workhouse  ; 
and  in  these  cases  the  Commissioners  think  it  will 
be  conveuhnt  that  the  order  of  the  Guardians 
should  always  be  preceded  by  admission  to  the 
workhouse  and  registration  in  the  register  of 
paupers  in  the  usual  way. 

2. — ^The  cost  of  conveyance  of  any  destitute

To  the  Guardians  op  the  Poor  of  the  several  DnnwaARY 
Unions  named  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  an-      noS^' 
nexed,  and  the  Clerks  thereof;  to  the  Commit-  ^|J?°^' 

TEES  of  Management  of  Dispensary  Districts      '. 

therein;  to  the  Officers  of  such  Districts;  and 
to  all  others  whom  it  may  concern. 

Whereas  in  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  Us 
hy  an  Act  passed  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  the  reign 
of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  intituled  "An 
Act  to  provide  for  the  better  Distribution,  Support, 
and  Management  of  Medical  Chanties  in  Ireland, 
and  to  amend  an  Act  of  the  eleventh  year  of  Her 
Majesty  to  provide  for  the  Execution  of  the  Laws 
for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland"  we,  the 
Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws  for 
Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland,  by  Orders  under  our 
Seal,  have  declared  the  Dispensary  districts  formed 
under  the  said  Act,  in  the  several  Unions  named 
in  the  Schedule  annexed  to  this  Order  : 

And  whereas  by  a  General  Order  dated  the 
16th  day  of  December,  1853,  we  did  in  pursuance 
of  the  powers  vested  in  us  by  the  said  recited 
Act,  frame  and  issue  certain  General  Rules  and 
Regulations  for  the  Qovemment  of  eadi  Dispen- 
aary  District,  and  for  the  Guidance  and  Control  of 
the  Guardians,  the  Committees  of  Management^  ~ 
and  the  several  Officers  to  be  appointed  in  con- 
nexicm  therewith,  respectively;  and  by  certain 
other  General  Oiders,  bearing  date  respectively 
the  10th  day  of  October,  1862,  the  6th  day  of 
January,  1863,  and  the  26th  day  of  November, 
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DwpKNSAnv  1854^  we  did  alter  tlie  said  General  R^ulations 
TioNt,  in  certain  particulars  in  the  said  Orders  specified. 
^869**^'  -^^^  whereas  by  certain  other  Greneral  Orders 
bearing  date  respectively  the  23rd  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 1858,  and  the  29th  day  of  January,  1864,  we 
did  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  an  Act  passed 
in  the  twenty-second  year  of  the  reign  of  Her 
Majesty  intituled  "  An  Act  to  make  further  pro- 
vision for  the  practice  of  Vaccination  in  Ireland," 
make  and  issue  certain  Hegulations  relating  to 
Vaccination  in  the  several  Dispensary  Districts. 

And  whereas  we  deem  it  expedient  to  alter, 
amend,  and  consolidate  the  general  rules  and  r^u- 
lations  contained  in  the  said  recited  Orders. 

Now,  therefore,  in  exercise  of  the  powers  vested 
in  us,  we  do  hereby  revoke  and  rescind  so  much  of 
every  Order  or  General  Order  heretofore  issued 
by  and  under  the  Seal  of  the  Commissioners  for 
administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in 
Ireland,  to  any  of  the  unions  named  in  the  Schedule 
hereto  annexed,  and  now  in  force,  as  is  in  any  way 
repugnant  to,  or  at  vaiiance  with,  the  rules  and 
regulations  herein  contained,  except  so  far  as  the 
same  may  have  related  to  the  appointment  of  any 
of  the  existing  officers,  and  except  as  to  any  other 
proceeding  already  taken,  or  matter  or  thing 
already  done,  under  such  Order. 

And  we  do  hereby  order,  direct,  and  declare, 
with  respect  to  each  of  the  unions  named  in  the 
said  schedule,  and  each  Dispensary  District  formed 
therein  under  the  said  Act,  as  follows  : — 

COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

Article  1. — Immediately  on  the  completion  of 
a  new  Committee  of  Management  for  each  Dis- 
pensary District  after  each  annual  election  of 
Guardians  in  the  union,  the  Clerk  of  the  union 
shall  make  a  return  in  the  Form  Ko.  1%  annexed 
to  this  Order,  to  us  the  said  Commissioners,  of  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  respective  members  of 
the  Committee ;  and  in  like  manner,  on  any  eleo- 
tion  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  a  rate-payer  or

Article  2. — ^The  Clerk  of  the  union  shall,  on      '. 

the  appointment  of  a  new  Committee  as  aforesaid, 
send  to  each  member  of  the  Committee  for  eveiy 
Dispensary  District,  a  notice  in  the  annexed  Form 
No.  3** ;  and  on  the  election  of  any  rate-payer  to 
supply  a  vacancy  at  any  time  in  any  of  the  said 
Committees,  the  Clerk  shall  send  to  him  a  notice 
in  the  annexed  Form  No.  4**. 

Article  3. — Immediately  upon  the  completion 
of  any  new  Committee  as  aibresaid,  the  Clerk  of 
the  union  shall  furnish  each  Medical  Officer  with 
a  list,  according  to  the  annexed  Form  No.  5',  of 
the  names  and  residences  of  all  persons  entitled 
to  give  tickets  for  medical  relief  in  his  district, 
that  is  to  say,  of  the  members  of  the  Committee, 
and  of  every  Relieving  Officer  and  Warden  acting 
as  such  for  any  electoral  division  included  in  such 
district;  and  the  Medical  Officer  shall  lay  such  list 
before  the  Committee  of  Management  at  their  first 
meeting  after  receipt  thereof.  And  the  Clerk  shall 
in  like  manner  notify,  from  time  to  time,  any 
changes,  from  death  or  otherwise,  of  members  of 
the  Committee  of  Management,  Relieving  Officers, 
or  Wardens,  in  any  districts,  to  the  respective 
Medical  Officers  thereof,  who  shall  lay  such  notifi- 
cation before  the  Committee  of  Management  at 
their  first  meeting  after  receipt  thereof. 

Article  4. — ^After  the  completion  of  the  Com- 
mittee in  each  year,  the  Clerk  of  the  union  shall 
prepare  a  notice  specifying  the  persons  and  their 
residences  to  whom  appHcation  may  be  made  for 
tickets  for  medical  relief,  the  situation  of  tlie  dis- 
pensary or  dispensary  stations  in  the  district,  the 
days  and  hours  of  attendance  at  each,  the  name 
and  residence  of  the  Medical  Officer,  the  days  and 
hours  when  the  Medical  Officer  will  attend  at  each 
of  the  places  within  such  Dispensary  District  ap- 
pointed by  the  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  Vac-

— -'  vaccination  where  requisite.  Such  notice  shall  be 
in  the  Form  N*,  annexed  to  this  Order;  and  a  copy 
shall  be  posted  at  each  dispensary  in  the  distnct, 
and  at  such  other  places  in  the  district  as  may  bo 
necessary  for  the  due  notification  of  the  dispensary 
arrangements.  The  Clerk  shall  also  cause  a  notice 
board,  in  the  Form  O*',  to  be  kept  conspicuously 
painted  and  affixed  on  the  exterior  of  each  dL^n- 
sary  in  the  district,  showing  the  days  and  hours  of 
attendance  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

Article  5. — ^Whenever  any  person  ceases  to  be 
a  member  of  the  Committee,  or  a  Warden,  or  a 
Relieving  Officer,  the  Clerk  of  the  union  shall  trans- 
mit to  him  a  notice  in  the  Form  No.  6%  hereto 
annexed,  apprising  him  of  the  cessation  of  his 
power  to  issue  tickets  for  medical  relief  and  re- 
quiring him  to  return  to  the  Board  of  Guardians 
any  forms  of  the  tickets  for  medical  relief,  which 
had  been  issued  to  him  in  the  medical  relief  ticket 
check  books  (Forms  £  1  and  £  2*^,  hereinafter  men- 
tioned), and  which  may  not  have  been  used. 

MEETINGS   OF   THE   COMMITTEE. 

Article  6. — At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  each  district  after  the  ajin^ftl  appoint- 
ment of  a  new  Committee,  they  shall  elect  from 
their  own  body  a  Chairman  and  Vice-chairman, 
each  of  whom  shall  continue  to  act  as  such  until 
the  appointment  of  a  new  Committee,  unless  he 
shall  previously  die,  resign,  or  become  incapable  or 
disqualified  by  ceasing  to  be  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee. And  if  a  Chairman  or  Yice-Chairman 
die,  resign  his  office,  or  become  incapable  or  dis- 
qualified as  aforesaid  to  act  as  such  Chairman  or 
Vice-Chairman  before  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  office  for  which  he  was  appointed,  the  Committee 
shall,  within  one  month  affcer  the  occurrence  of

A&TiCLE  7. — ^The  Committee  shall  at  their  first  — '■ 
meeting  after  each  annual  appointment  of  a  new 
Committee,  and  afterwards  from  time  to  time  on  the 
occurrence  of  any  vacancy,  appoint,  from  their  own 
body,  an  Honorary  Secretary  and  an  Honorary 
Assistant  Secretary,  who  shall  continue  to  hold, 
their  respective  offices  during  the  pleasxire  of  the 
Committee,  or  until  death,  resignation,  or  disqualifi- 
cation by  ceasing  to  be  a  member  of  the  Committee ; 
— Provided  that  on  the  termination  of  the  year  of 
office  of  the  Committee,  the  Secretary  and  Assistant 
Secretary,  if  they  continue  members  thereof,  re- 
spectively, need  not  be  re-elected  by  the  Committee, 
but  shall  continue  to  act  as  Secretary  or  Assistant 
Secretary,  unless  any  other  appointment  to  either 
of  those  offices  be  made  by  the  Committee. 

Article  8. — The  Committee  shall  hold  ordinary 
meetings  from  time  to  time,  at  the  dispensary  or 
one  of  the  dispensaries  of  the  district,  on  such  day 
of  the  week  and  at  such  hour  as  may  be  fixed  by 
the  Committee,  but  not  less  frequently  than  once 
in  each  fortnight  or  once  in  each  calendar  month, 
as  the  Committee  with  the  sanction  of  the  Com- 
missioners, may  determine  ;  and  the  time  fixed  for 
the  ordinary  meetings  of  the  Committee  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Commissioners ;  and  the  Committee 
may  adjourn  any  meeting  to  any  day  earlier  than 
the  next  ordinary  day  of  meetuig,  if  they  shall 
deem  it  necessary  to  do  so. 

Article  9. — The  Committee  may,  when  they 
think  fit,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Commissioners, 
change  the  day  or  hour  for  their  ordinary  meetings, 
and  shall  cause  any  such  change  to  be  reported  to 
the  Commissioners. 

Article  10. — At  every  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee, the  Chairman,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Vice- 
Chairman,  shall  preside ;  but  if  at  the  commence- 
Bient  of  any  meeting  the  Chairman  and  Yice- 
Chairman  be  absent,  the  members  present  shall 
elect  one  of  themselves  to  preside  at  such  meeting 
as  Chairman  thereof. 
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DMPxirsART  Article  11. — An  extraordinary  meeting  of  the 
TioNB,  Committee  may  be  summoned  to  be  held  at  any 
'^u£°^*  time,  upon  the  requisition  of  any  two  members 
— '•  of  the  Committee,  addressed  to  the  Secretary  or 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Committee.  Every  such 
requisition  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and  may  be 
according  to  the  Form  A*,  hereunto  annexed  ;  and 
no  business,  other  than  the  business  specified  in 
the  said  requisition,  shall  be  transacted  at  suck 
extraordinary  meeting.  ProWded  that  the  Chair- 
man or  Vice-Chairman,  together  with  the  Secretary 
or  Assistant  Secretary,  may,  by  a  notice  in  Form 
B*,  hereunto  annexed,  summon  an  extraordinary 
meeting  when  deemed  necessary  by  them,  without 
a  previous  requisition  from  any  other  members  of 
the  Committee ;  and  an  extraordinary  meeting  shall 
be  summoned  by  any  one  of  these  oflScers  on  being 
required  by  the  Commissioners  to  summon  sucS 
meeting. 

Article  12. — ^At  every  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee, the  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant 
Secretary,  or  in  the  absence  of  both,  some  membw 
of  the  Committee  to  be  appointed  Secretary  pro 
tempore,  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  the  Com- 
mittee in  a  Minute  Book  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose  :  and  he  shall  conduct  the  necessary  cor- 
respondence and  business  of  the  Committee  in 
accordance  with  their  directions;  and  shall  provide 
for  the  safe  custody,  at  the  dispensary,  of  the  books, 
papers,  documents,  and  correspondence  of  the  Com- 
mittee, except  the  books  hereinafter  directed  to  be 
kept  by  the  Medical  Officer,  which  are  to  be  kept 
in  his  custody  at  the  dispensary,  and  to  be  laid 
before  the  Committee  at  their  ordinary  meetings 
from  time  to  time. 

Article  13. — ^Notice  of  every  change  in  the 
time  or  ]dace  of  holding  any  ordinary  meeting, 
and  notice  of  the  adjournment  of  any  meeting, 
and  notice  of  any  extraordinary  meeting,  shall  be 
given  in  writing  to  every  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee. Every  such  notice  shall  be  respectively 
according  to  the  Forms  B,  C,  D  ,  hereimto  annexed,

emergency  should  arise,  requiring  that  an  extm- 
ordinary  meeting  of  the  Committee  shoxdd  imme- 
diately take  place,  notice   shall   nevertheless  be 
given  to  as  many  of  the  members  of  the  Committee 
as  may  be  practicable  ;  and  they  shall  meet  at  the 
ordinary  place  of  meeting,  and  take  such  caae  into 
consideration. 

PROCEEDINGS   OP  THE   COMMITTEE. 

Article  14. — Every  question  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Committee  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority 
of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  thereat  and 
voting  on  the  question ;  and  when  there  shall  be 
an  equal  number  of  votes  on  any  question,  such 
question  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  lost. 

Article  15. — The  Presiding  Chainnan  shall  be 
entitled  to  give  one  vote  upon  each  question  that 
may  be  submitted  to  the  Committee ;  but  he  shall 
not  under  any  circumstances  be  entitled  to  give 
any  additional  or  casting  vote. 

Article  16. — At  every  ordinary  meeting  of 
the  Comjnittee,  the  business  shall  be  conducted  as 
follows : — 

L  The  Minotes  of  the  last  ordinary  meeting,  and  of  any 
other  meeting  which  may  have  been  held  since  such  ordinary 
meeting,  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  meeting,  shall  be  read 
to  the  Committee;  and  an  entry  of  the  same  having  been  so 
read,  shall  be  made  in  the  Minutes  of  the  day  when  read. 

ii.  The  Committee  shall  examine  the  Register  of  persons  to 
whom  medical  relief  shall  have  been  afforded  since  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Committee;  such  Register  to  be  in  the  Form  F,» 
annexed  to  this  order,  and  to  be  duly  entered  up  by  the  Medical 
Officer  and  produced  at  each  meeting  of  the  Committee. 

iii.  The  Committee  shall  give  directions  regarding  all  persons 
80  relieved  as  aforesaid,  in  pursuance  of  their  powers  under 
the  9th  section  of  the  said  Act  of  the  fifteenth  year  of  Her 
Majest}';  and  such  directions  shall  be  recorded  and  authenti- 
cated in  the  several  columns  of  the  Register,  in  the  manner 
pointed  out  in  the  Form  hereunto  annexed. 

ir.  The  Committee  shall  examine  and  consider  any  reports 
made  and  entered  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  his  Report-book

V.  The  Committee  shalL,  from  time  to  time,  as  occaaion  shaD 
arise,  receive  and  consider  the  Medical  Officer's  estimate  of  the 
medicines  and  medical  appliances  required,  and  of  the  quantities 
thereof  remaining  on  hand ;  and  shall  forward  the  same,  or  a 
copy  thereof,  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Union,  with  a 
requisition  for  the  articles  required;  and  such  estimate  and 
requisition  may  be  in  the  annexed  Forms  M  1  and  2.« 

vi.  The  Committee  shall,  on  receiTing  from  the  Medical 
Officer  a  report  in  the  Form  H*  hereinafter  refenredto,  transmit 
the  same  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  forthwith. 

vii.  The  Comnaittee  shall  also^  at  the  first  ordinary  meeting 
in  each  quarter,  prepare  and  forward  to  the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians an  account  of  any  incidental  expenses  incurred  since  the 
last  preceding  Quarterly  Account,  with  an  estimate  of  any 
similar  expenses  for  the  ensuing  quarter. 

APPOINTMENT  OF   PAID  OFFICERS. 

Article  17. — The  Committee  of  Management 
of  each  Dispensary  District  shall  &om  time  to 
time  apj>oint  such  officers  as  may  be  directed  by 
sealed  order  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  service 
of  the  Dispensary  District;  and  shall  upon  the 
occurrence  of  any  vacancy,  cause  the  same  to  be 
reported  to  the  Commissioners,  and  proceed  to  & 
new  appointment. 

Article  18. — No  appointment  of  any  officer 
directed  to  be  appointed  by  the  Committee,  in  pur- 
suance of  any  order  issued  under  our  seal,  shall  be 
made  unless  notice  that  such  appointment  will  be 
made  shall  have  been  given  and  entered  on  the 
Minutes  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  one  fort- 
night at  least  preceding  the  meeting  at  which  the 
appointment  is  to  be  made,  and  unless  an  adver- 
tisement giving  notice  of  such  appointment  shall, 
by  the  direction  of  the  Committee,  entered  on  their 
Minutes,  be  inserted  in  some  public  paper  at  least 
ten  days  befoi-e  the  day  on  which  such  appoint- 
ment is  to  be  made. 

Abticle  19. — Every  officer  to  be  appointed  in 
pursuance  of  any  order  under  our  seal,  shall  be

MEDICAL  OFPICEB, 

Article  20. — ^The  qualification  of  every  Medi- 
cal Officer  to  be  appointed  by  the  Committee  ctf 
Management  of  any  Dispensary  District  shall  be 
as  follows ;  that  is  to  say  : — 

!.  He  shall  have  obtained  a  Degree  in  Medicine,  or  a  Diploma 
«r  Deenoe  to  piactise  Medidne,  from  eome  College  or  other 
body  that  may  be  authorized  to  ffrant  a  Diploma  or  Licence  to 
practise  medicine  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  or  he  shall  be  a 
Licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries' Hall,  Dablm;  and  he  shall  have 
obtamed  a  Diploma  in  Surgery  or  a  Licence  to  practise  Surgery 
from  some  College  or  other  body  that  may  be  authorized  to 
grant  a  Diploma  or  Licence  to  practise  Surgery  in  Great 
Britain  or  Ireland,  and  also  a  certificate  from  some  Board  or 
Court  of  Examiners,  or  other  body  duly  authorized  to  grant 
the  same,  of  his  possessing  a  competent  knowledge  of  Mid- 
wifery. 

ii.  He  shall  have  reached  the  age  of  twenty-three  years.

house, having  been  duly  qualified  for  such  office  at  such  prerioiifl 


DUTIES  OF  MEDICAL  OFFICEK. 

Article  21. — The  duties  of  every  Medical

or  elsewhere,  as  the  case  may  require,  and  supply  all  requi^te 
medical  and  surgical  advice  and  assistance  to  every  poor  per»o 
in  the  District  or  Division  of  a  District  under  his  charge, 
whom  he  shall  be  required  to  attend  as  Medical  Officer,  by  a 
ticket  signed  by  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Management 
of  the  Dispensary  District,  or  by  a  Relieving  Officer  or  Warden, 
acting  for  any  Electoral  Division  included  in  such  District; 
and  shall  continue  his  attendance  until  such  attendance  is  no 
longer  required,  or  until  the  ticket  be  cancelled ;  sach  tickets 
being  in  the  Form  £  1 ,»  annexed  to  this  order,  when  medical 
relief  is  required  to  be  given  at  the  Dispensary  only,  and  in  the 
Form  E  2.  ^  annexed  to  this  order  when  medical  relief  is  required 
to  be  given  at  the  home  of  the  patient  or  elsewhere ;  and  all 
such  tickets  received  by  the  Medical  Officer  shall  be  filed  by 
him  at  the  Dispensary,  the  number  of  the  case  in  the  Register 
(Form  P")  being  marked  by  him  on  the  face  of  each  ticket, 
-before  filing  it,  and  shall  be  preserved  for  a  period  of  at  leasH 
two  years. 

iii.  In  every  case  in  which  applicatioit  shall  be  made  to  hia 
for  medical  relief,  other  than  vaccination,  he  shall  require  to  be 
furnished  with  a  ticket  signed  by  some  person  authorized  to 
g^ant  it,  and  shall  not  afford  medicine  or  medical  appliances, 
except  in  urgent  cases,  before  the  ticket  has  been  presented. 

iv.  He  shall  srive  a  written  certificate  under  his  hand  to  the

V.  He  shall  keep  and  duly  enter  up  the  Medical  Relief 
Register  according  to  the  Form  F,«  hereunto  annexed,  and 
submit  the  same  to  the  Committee  of  Blanagement  at  each 
ordinary  meeting. 

vi.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary,  d^ver 
or  forward  to  the  committee  an  estimate  (in  the  annexed  Form 
M  Id)  cf  any  medicines  and  medical  appliances  required,  and 
of  the  quantities  thereof  remaining  on  hand,  and  in  the  event 
of  such  medicines  and  medical  appliances  being  urgently  and 
immediately  required,  he  may  forward  the  estimate  direct  to 
the  Board  of  Guardians. 

vii.  He  shall  carefully  compare  the  medicines  delivered  at 
the  dispensary,  with  the  invoice  relatuig  thereto,  and  he  shall 
preserve  a  copy  of  the  invoice.

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VACCINATION. 

TiiL  He  shall  vaccinate  all  persons  -who  may  come  to  him 
for  that  purpose  at  the  dispensary,  and  shall  do  and  perform 
all  such  other  acts  and  things  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose of  causing  such  vaccination  to  be  successfully  terminated ; 
and  shall  attend  at  such  convenient  places  within  each  vacci- 
nation district  formed  by  the  committee,  at  the  times  fixed  and 
approved  by  them,  for  the  purpose  of  vaccinating  all  persons 
resident  in  his  district  who  may  come  to  him  or  whom  he  may 
be  requested  to  vaccinate,  being  fit  subjects  for  vaccination ; 
and  he  shall  keep  and  duly  enter  up  a  register,  in  the  annexed 
Form  G,*  of  all  -cases  of  vaccination  performed  by  him  as 
medical  officer  of  the  dispensary  district ;  and  submit  the  same 
to  the  Committee  of  Management  at  each  ordinary  meeting. 
Provided,  however,  that  in  any  case  where  the  medical  officer 
of  the  dispensaiy  district  is  also  the  Registrar  of  Births  and 
Deaths  for  the  district,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  him  to 
insert  in  the  said  vaccination  register  Form  G,  any  cases  which 
he  may  have  duly  entered  in  the  register  of  vaccinatum  which 
he  is  required  to  keep  in  pursuance  of  the  7th  section  of  the 
Act  of  the  26  &  27  Vic,  cap.  52,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  further 
extend,  and  make  compulsory  the  practice  of  vaccination  in 
Ireland." 

ix.  He  shall  inspect  all  persons  vaccinated  by  him  on  the 
eighth  day  after  vaccination,  and  also  on  such  other  days  as 
he  may  deem  necessary. 

X.  The  report  which  he  is  required  by  the  paid  Act  of  the 
twenty- first  and  twenty-second  years  of  Her  Majesty,  to  make 
to  the  Committee  of  Management,  of  all  persons  successfully 
vaccinated  by  him,  shall  be  made  by  him  in  the  Form  H*>  here- 
unto annexed,  and  the  legister  (Form  G),  referred  to  therein, 
shall  be  open  at  all  reasonable  times  to  inspection  by  any 
member  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  or  dispensary"  committee. 

xi  He  shall  forward  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  on  the  30th 
day  of  June,  and  the  31st  day  of  December  in  each  year,  a 
report  in  the  Form  P,^  hereunto  annexed,  containing  the  names 
of  all  children  registered  as  bom  in  the  district,  who  are  over 
six  months  of  age  and  who  do  not  appear  to  have  been  vac- 
cinated.

*'  An  Act  to  extend  the  practice  of  Vaccination,"  the  practice 
of  Inoculation  with  Small-pox  virus  was  made  punishable 
by  one  month's  imprisonment,  and  under  a  subsequent  Act 
(31  &  32  Vic.  c.  87),  the  period  of  imprisonment  may  be 
extended  to  six  months.  The  following  are  the  words  of 
the  4th  section  of  the  last-mentioned  Act: — 

Extract  from  31  ^  32  VicU  cap.  87. 

^  §  4.  Any  person  who  shall,  after  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
produce  or  attempt  to  produce  in  any  Person,  hj  Inoculation 
with  Variolous  Matter,  or  by  wilful  exposure  to  Variolous 
Matter,  or  to  any  Matter,  Article,  or  thing  impregnated  with 
Variolous  Matter,  or  wilfully  by  any  other  means  whatsoever 
produce  the  Disease  of  Small-pox  in  any  Person,  shall  be 
gnUty  of  an  offence,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  proceeded  against 
sammarUy  before  two  or  more  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  Petty 
Sessions  assembled;  and  upon  conviction,  to  be  imprisoned 
tor  taxj  term  not  exceeding  Six  months."

No.  1. — Circular  to  Boards  of  Guardians, 
accompanying  the  General  Order  of  29tli 
November,  1869. 

Poor  Law  Commission  Office,  Dyhlvn, 
18^  Decemher,  1869. 
Sir, 

Adverting  to  the  statement  contained  in  their 
Circular  Letter  of  the  18th  February  last,  that 
they  had  it  in  contemplation  to  make  some 
chajiges  in  the  Dispensary  Regulations,  the  Com- 
missioners for  administering  the  Laws  for  Relief 
of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  now  transmit  to  you,  to  be 
laid  before  the  Board  of  Guardians,  a  copy  of  a 
Oeneral  O^er  under  their  Seal,  dated  the  29th 
November,  amending  and  consolidating  the  Gene- 
ral Rules  and  Regulations  in  force  for  the  Govern- 
ment of  Dispensaiy  Districts  and  the  performance 
of  Vaccination. 

The  amended  Regulations  now  issued  are  sub- 
stantially the  same  in  most  respects  as  those 
previously  in  force,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  fact 
of  the  provisions  of  ^yq  different  Orders,  which 
were  issued  at  different  times  as  the  occasion  for 
them  arose,  having  been  now  brought  together  in 
one  Order,  and  of  the  various  provisions  thus 
consolidated  in  the  present  Order  having  been 
arranged  under  their  respective  heads  more  per- 
fectly than  heretofore,  will  facilitate  the  dischai*ge 
of  the  duties  of  the  various  persons  concerned,  in 
any  matters  in  which  a  reference  to  the  General 
R^rtdations  is  necessary. 

The  Commissioners  will  notice  briefly  the  prin- 
cipal changes  which  have  been  made,  referring  to 
them  as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  order  in  which 
they  occur  in  the  Consolidated  Regulations. 

1.  Under  Article  4,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Union  to  prepare  the  Notice,  Form  N, 
^d  to  cause  it  to  be  duly  posted  throughout  the 
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ciEcuLAAB.  district,  and  also  to  cause  the  Notice  Board,  Fonn 
O,  to  be  kept  affixed  on  the  exterior  of  each  Dis- 
pensary District.  This  duty  has  been  hitherto 
assigned  to  the  Dispensary  Committee  by  the 
Regulations,  but  practically  it  has  in  many  in- 
stances fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Union,  and  in  some  instances,  where  this  has  not 
been  the  case,  it  has  been  very  irregularly  and 
inefficiently  performed,  llie  Commissioners  think 
it  is  a  matter  of  great  importance  that  full  and 
accurate  information  should  at  all  times  be  ac- 
cessible to  the  public  throughout  eadi  Dispensary 
District  as  to  where  and  how  Dispensary  relief  it 
to  be  obtained  ;  and  bearing  in  mind  the  £act  that 
the  officers  of  the  Committee,  into  whose  hands 
this  duty  would  naturally  fall  while  it  was  consi- 
dered as  part  of  the  duty  of  the  Committee,  an 
honoiary  officers,  it  has  been  considered  advisable 
to  relieve  them  of  it,  and  to  place  the  responsi- 
bility upon  a  paid  officer  of  the  imion,  to  whom 
of  course  the  Committee  will  from  time  to  time 
communicate  any  changes  which  may  be  n^ade, 
which  may  render  any  alterjition  in  the  Notices 
necessary. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  Form  N  has  bee» 
modified  so  as  to  comprise  both  the  Dispensary 
and  Vaccination  Notices,  and  the  separate  Vacci- 
nation Notice  heretofore  required  is  consequently 
no  longer  necessary.  A  specimen  form  of  placard 
notice  (Form  N)  is  enclosed. 

2.  Some  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Fona 
of  Medical  Relief  Tickets  (E  1  end  E  2),  and  in 
the  instructions  pinted  on  the  ticket-books  and 
tickets.  These  changes,  though  sli^t  in  them- 
selves, are  matericd  in  character,  their  object  being 
to  insure  the  presentation  of  tickets  as  soon  afler 
they  are  obtained  as  practicable ;  and,  in  the  case 
of  visiting  tickets,  to  cause  every  available  infor- 
mation to  be  given  to  the  Medical  Officer  as  to  tho 
nature  of  the  case,  but  so  as  not  to  interfere  with 
his  responsibility  to  att^id  duly  and  punctually 
imder  the  statute  and  under  the  Dispensary  Bega* 
lations. 
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The  CoBimissioners  attach  much  importance  to  c««W|^w. 
this  (flange,  aod  they  strongly  recommend  that  all 
the  existing  ticket-books  should  be  at  once  with- 
drawn and  cancelled,  and  books  oi  tickets  in  the 
new  form  provided  and  forwaarded  without  delay 
to  all  persons  entitled  to  issue  tickets. 

In  connexion  wiih  this  subject  it  will  be  ob- 
served that  it  is  required  (Art.  21,  ii.,)  that  the 
tickets  shall  be  preserved  for  at  least  two  years, 
and  that  the  Medical  Officer  shall  mai^  on  each 
ticket,  before  filing  it,  the  number  of  the  case  in 
the  roister.  It  has  also  been  deemed  advisable, 
in  order  to  guard  against  an  abuse  which  has  been 
found  to  exist  in  some  districts,  to  provide  by  r^u- 
lation  (Art.  21,  iii.,)  that  the  Medical  Officer  shall 
not  afford  medicine  or  medical  appliances,  except 
in  urgent  cases,  before  a  ticket  has  been  presented. 

3.  The  new  form  of  Medical  Belief  Register 
(Form  F),  though  not  hitherto  prescribed  under 
Seal,  was  issued  with  the  Commissicfliers*  Circular 
of  the  18th  February  last,  and  is,  the  Commis- 
sioners believe,  very  geneiully  in  use ;  but  if  there 
Ib  any  district  in  which  it  has  not  yet  been 
adopted,  the  Commissioners  request  that  it  may 
now  be  at  once  provided,  so  that  it  may  be  brought 
into  use  on  the  Ist  January,  1870. 

4.  The  Yaocination  RegLspter  (Form  G)  is  in  the 
same  form  as  heretofore,  and  similar  to  the  Vacci- 
nation Register  required  to  be  kept  by  the  R^is- 
trars  of  Births  and  Deaths  under  the  Compulsory 
Vaccination  Act,  so  that  where  the  Dispensary 
Medical  Officer  is  also  R^istrar  the  two  books 
can  be  made  to  supplement  each  oth^,  the  only 
entries  required  to  be  made  in  the  Form  G  being 
those  of  cases  (which  will  now  be  very  rare) 
whidi  do  not  come  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Compulsory  Vaccination  Act,  "diat  is,  the  cases 
of  persons  who  were  bom  before  the  Ist  January, 
1864.  The  Form  H,  which  has  hitherto  been 
merely  a  copy  of  the  entries  in  the  two  vaccination 
roisters  above  r^rred  to,  is  now  required  to  be, 
in  conformity  with  the  Act  of  PaiiiazxMBnt,  a  r^iort 
of  the  number  of  persons  vaccinated,  with  a  certi 
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CimcoLAmt.  ficate  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  fSact  of  his 
having  duly  vaccmated  and  inspected  all  the  per* 
sons  who  have  been  registered  as  vaccinated  within 
the  period  to  which  Uie  certificate  applies.  This 
will  save  a  considerable  amount  of  labour  to  the 
Medical  Officer,  while,  at  the  same  time,  as  the 
Vaccination  Begister  is  required  hy  Art.  21,  x.,  to 
be  open  at  all  reasonable  times  to  inspection  bj 
members  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  and  the  Dis- 
pensary Committee,  there  will  be  ample  opportu- 
nity for  examining  the  register  as  to  individual 


5.  Form  I  (Medical  Officer^s  Report  Book)  has 
been  slightly  modified,  and  is  intended  to  contain 
a  record  of  the  Medical  Officer's  attendances  at 
the  dispensary,  and  of  any  matter  which  he  maj 
think  it  necessary  to  bring  imder  the  notice  of  the 
Committee. 

6.  Form  L  (Medical  Officei^s  Quarterly  Return) 
has  been  very  slightly  altered,  and  it  will  be  seen 
by  Art.  21,  xiv.,  that  he  is  to  forward  it  to  the 
Commissioners  immediately  after  the  close  of  the 
quarter,  and  to  lay  a  copy  of  it  before  the  Commit- 
tee at  their  next  ordinary  meeting.  This  couiae 
will  prevent  the  inconvenience  which  has  some- 
times arisen  from  delaying  the  return  until  it  had 
been  submitted  to  the  Committee,  while  the  Com- 
mittee will  have  the  information  before  them  at 
as  early  a  period  as  under  the  former  r^ulati<m. 

7.  In  regard  to  the  Estimate  for  Medicines, 
serious  inconvenience  has  sometimes  arisen,  where, 
owing  to  irregular  meetings  on  the  part  of  the 
Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  has  been  unable  to 
obtain  their  approval  of  the  estimate  before  f<»>- 
warding  it  to  the  Board  of  Guardians ;  an  altera- 
tion has  therefore  been  made  in  the  rq^ation  ia 
this  respect  The  new  regulation  (Art  21,  vL,) 
while  it  maintainB  the  existrug  practice,  as  a  gene- 
ral rule,  of  forwarding  the  estimate  to  the  Board 
of  Guardians  through  the  Committee,  authorizoi 
the  Medical  Officer  in  cases  of  ui^ency  to  forward 
his  estimate  direct  to  the  Board  of  Guardians. 

8.  With  a  view  to  the  more  effisctual  carrying 
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out  of  the  provisions  of  the  Compnlsoiy  Vacci-  c«c"-*««»- 
nation  Act,  the  Medical  Officer  is  reqnired  (Art 
21,  XL,)  to  forward  half-yearly  to  the  Board  of 
Guardians  a  report,  in  the  Form  P  annexed  to  the 
order,  of  all  persons  registered  as  bom  in  the  dis- 
trict who  are  over  six  months  of  age  and  do  not 
appear  to  have  been  vaccinated.  This  will  enable 
the  Board  of  Guardians  to  exercise  a  more  effectual 
control  in  regard  to  the  ])rovisions  of  the  Com- 
pulsory Vaccination  Act,  by  taking  proceedings 
against  any  person  responsible  for  having  a  child 
vaccinated  who  shall  be  found  to  have  wilfully 
neglected  to  do  so.

No.  2. — ExTKACTS  from  Circular  of  Instruc- 
tions to  Medical  Officers  of  Dispensaries, 
dated  22nd  December^  1853. 

4.  The  Commissioners  desire  further  to  point 
out,  as  already  intimated  in  the  Instructions  issued 
on  a  former  occasion,  that  a  Ticket  for  Medical 
Relief  continues  in  force  until  it  is  cancelled  by  the 
Committee,  in  pursuance  of  the  proviso  in  §  9  of  the 
Act,  or  as  long  as  the  patient  continues  to  present 
himself  at  the  Dispensary,  in  the  case  of  a  Ticket  in 
the  Form  E  1,  or  until  the  termination  of  the  case, 
if  the  Ticket  be  a  Visiting  Ticket  in  the  Form  E  2 ; 
and  in  the  latter  case,  the  Medical  Officer  is  bound 
to  continue  his  attendance  in  pursuance  of  a  Visit- 
ing Ticket  \mtil  such  attendanpe  is  no  longer  re- 
quired. If  the  Medical  Officer  have  reason  to 
believe  any  case  to  be  an  unfit  one  for  the  con- 
tinuance of  medical  relief,  it  is  competent  to  him 
at  any  time  to  report  the  circumstances  of  the  case 
to  the  CommitteiB  for  their  directions  ;  and  with 
the  view  of  enabling  the  Medical  Officer  to  dis- 
charge any  patient  from  the  books  [in  oases  of 
cessation  of  aUendance  (U  the  Dispensary],  it  may 
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^^^'*^*^*'^*^  be  necessaiy  for  the  Committee  to  adopt  Bome 
rale  or  instruction  for  his  guidance  in  this  respect, 
in  cases  where  the  patient  ceases  to  attend  for 
a  given  period,  without  being  discharged  as  cured, 
and  without  his  case  being  recorded  according j. 
In  some  instances,  it  seems  to  have  been  con- 
sid^*ed  that  if  a  person  has  not  presented  himself 
at  the  Dispensary  for  a  fortnight,  and  in  some 
cases  for  a  period  as  short  as  ten  days,  he  shoidd 
be  considered  as  no  longer  \mder  treatment ;  but 
the  Commissioners  are  disposed  to  think  that  this 
period  is  too  short ;  and  they  have  addressed  the 
Dispensary  Committee  accordingly. 

5.  A  difficulty  also  arises  in  reference  to  the 
filling  up  of  column  1 4'  of  the  Medical  Relief  Regis- 
ter, headed  "  Result  (as  relieved,  cured,  died,  ^kc.)," 
where  the  patient  ceases  to  attend  at  the  Dispen- 
sary without  apprizing  the  Medical  Officer.  In 
the  case  of  patients  attended  by  the  Medical  Officer 
at  their  own  homes,  he  will  be  able  readily  to  re- 
cord the  result  of  a  case  which  he  so  attends  to  its 
termination.  With  respect  to  patients  attended  at 
the  Dispensary,  in  case  of  uncertainty  as  to  the 
result  after  their  last  attendance  there,  and  where 
the  Medical  Officer  is  not  enaHed  to  record  their 
cure,  or  other  ascertained  result,  he  should  enter 
in  column  14'  of  the  Register,  the  words  "  no  fur- 
ther appearance,''  after  the  date  of  last  attendance, 
or  make  some  similar  entry  according  to  the  facts 
of  the  casa" 


No.  3. — Extracts  from  Circular  of  Iitstruo- 
TiONS  to  Dispensary  Comm ittebs,  dated  22nd 
December,  1853. 

5.  It  has  been  represented  to  the  Commission- 
ers that  in  some  cases  Committees  of  Managemeiit 
have  not  held  their  ordinary  meetings  regularly, 
owing  to  the  want  of  attendance  of  what  they 
deemedasufficient  number  of  Members  to  constitute 

A  Colonm  10  in  the  new  Focm. 
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a  meeting ;  and  the  Commissioners  have  received  c»«w^««»« 

inquiries  as  to  the  number  of  Members  that  may 

constitute  a  quorum  or  a  meeting  of  the  Committee. 

In  the  absence  of  any  provision  on  this  point  in  the 

Act,  the  Commissioners  have  expressed  their  opinion 

in  reply  to  inqxiiries  on  the  subject,  that  inasmuch 

as  the  Act  does  not  declare  any  number  of  members 

of  the  Committee  to  be  a  quorum,  they  consider 

that  two  members  will  constitute  a  valid  meeting 

of  the  Committee,  and  be  competent  to  discharge 

the  ordinary  business ;  but  that  one  Member  could 

not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  examine 

and  sign  the  Register  of  Cases  of  Medical  Relief, 

and  discharge  the  duty  devolved  on  the  Committee 

under  §  9  of  the  Act. 

8.  The  Commissioners  request  the  special  at- 
tention of  the  Committee  to  the  following  passage 
in  the  accompanying  Instructions  to  Sledical 
Officers ; — 

"  A  Ticket  for  Medical  Relief  continnes  in  force  until  it  is 
caaceUed  by  the  Committee,  in  piirmiaoee  of  the  proviso  in  §  0 
of  the  Act,  or  as  long  as  the  patieat  continues  to  present  him- 
self at  the  Dispensary,  in  the  case  of  a  Ticket  in  the  Form  E  1, 
or  until  the  termination  of  the  ca^o,  if  the  Ticket  be  a  Visiting 
Ticket  in  the  Form  E  2 ;  and  in  the  latter  case,  the  Medicid 
Offioer  is  boand  to  continue  his  attendance  in  pursuance  of  a 
Visiting  Ticket,  until  such  attendance  is  no  longer  required.

— Circular  to  Dispensary  Medical  Offigebs 
—3rd  September,  1869. 

Poor  Law  Commission  Office^  ZhMifiy

Sir, — ^The  attention  of  the  Comuussioners  for 
administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in 
Ireland  has  been  drawn  to  the  irregular  manner  in 
which  medical  relief  has  been  dispensed  in  some 
Dispensary  Districts,  and  the  ^perfect  way  in 
which  the  Register  of  cases  relieved  has  been  kept 
by  some  of  the  Medical  Officers. 

In  the  Districts  referred  to  a  practice  appears 
to  have  prevailed  of  affording  medical  treatment 
to  sick  persons  without  requiring  them  to  procure 
and  present  tickets  from  any  of  the  several  persons 
authorized  to  give  them.  In  some  of  these  in- 
stances the  Medical  Officer  registers  the  case,  and 
in  others  the  case  is  altogether  omitted  from  the 
Dispensary  records. 

Where  the  Medical  Officer  has  adopted  the 
latter  course,  the  returns  furnished  to  the  Com- 
missioners from  the  Registers  have  not  correctly 
represented  the  number  of  persons  who  had  ob- 
tained relief  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act,  and 
in  both  classes  of  cases  the  medicines  belonging  to 
the  union  have  been  improperly  made  use  of, 
there  being  no  authority  to  dispense  those  medi- 
cines without  a  ticket. 

The  Commissioners  think  it  right,  therefore,  to 
point  out  specially  to  each  Dispensary  Medical 
Officer,  that  the  practice  of  giving  medical  relief 
without  the  production  of  a  ticket  signed  by  a 
person  duly  entitled  to  give  tickets  for  medical 
relief  imder  the  Medical  Qiarities  Act  is  irregular, 
and  not  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  that  Act 

Cases  of  urgency  may  occur  in  which  the  delay 
necessary  to  obtain  a  ticket  might  be  of  serious 
consequence,  and  in  cases  which  are  of  this 
description  the  Medical  Officer  will  act  at  once  on 
his  own  responsibility;  but  in  such  instances  he 
ought  to  require  the  applicants  to  prociure  tickets, 
and  present  them  as  soon  afterwards  as  possible. 
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In  ordinary  cases  there  can  be  no  difficulty  in  c»c]^«|^»- 
obtaining  a  ticket  from,  a  member  of  the  Dispen- 
sary Committee,  or  a  Relieving  Officer,  or  a 
Warden,  and  the  Commissioners  trust  that  the 
irregular  practices  which  have  been  pointed  out, 
in  whatever  localities  they  may  have  prevailed, 
will  be  hereaftei*  discontinued.

— Duty  of  Dispensary  Medical  Officers 
in  the  case  of  Dangerous  Lunatics. — Circu- 
lar to  Dispensary  Medical  Officers — 7th 
January,  1868.

Sir, — ^The  Commissioners  for  administering  the 
Laws  forBelief  of  t^e  Poor  in  Ireland  transmit  here- 
with, for  your  information,  a  copy  of  the  10  th  sec. 
of  the  Act  to  alter  and  amend  iiie  law  relating  to 
the  custody  of  dangerous  lunatics  and  dangerous 
idiots  in  Ireland,  by  which  you  will  perceive  that 
it  is  your  duty,  as  DiBi)ensary  Medical  Officer, 
when  called  to  the  assistance  of  the  Justices,  to 
examine  any  person  who  may  be  brought  before 
them  under  circumstances  denoting  a  derangement 
of  mind,  with  a  view  to  certifying  whether  such 
person  is  a  dangerous  lunatic  or  a  dangerous  idiot. 
ThiB  provision  is  not  entirely  a  new  one,  a  simi- 
lar duty  being  cast  upon  the  Medical  Officer  of  the 
dispensary  district  by  the  15th  sec.  of  the  Medical 
OharitieB  Act.

^  From  and  after  the  Ist  day  of  January,  1868,  whenever 
any  person  shall  be  brought  before  any  two  JiAtices  of  any 
county,  county  of  a  city,  county  of  a  town,  city  or  town,  and 
it  shall  be  proved  to  their  satisfaction  that  such  person  was 
discovered  and  apprehcndwl  under  circumstances  denoting  a  ^Ic 
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Circulars,  derangement  of  mind,  and  a  porpose  of  committing  some  crime 
for  vbicli,  if  committed,  sach  person  would  be  liable  to  be 
indicted,  the  said  Justices  shall  call  to  their  assistance  the 
Medical  Officer,  or,  if  there  be  more  than  one,  the  nearest 
available  Medical  Officer  of  the  dispensary  district  in  which 
they  shall  be  at  the  time,  and  if  there  shiUl  not  be  any  rach 
Medical  Officer  available,  then  the  nearest  available  Medical

county  of  a  town  in  which  he  shall  have  been  apprehended ; 
and  every  such  person  shall  remain  under  confinement  in  such 
asylum,  and  be  tho'e  maintained,  in  like  manner  and  subject 
to  the  same  conditions  as  if  such  person  had  been  removed 
from  any  gaol  to  such  asylum  by  virtue  of  the  warrant  of  the 
Lord  Lieutenant  under  the  provisions  of  the  recited  Act  of 
the  first  year  of  Her  present  Majesty,  chapter  27:  Provided 
always,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to

Poor  Law  Commission  OfficCy  Dublin^ 
ISth  March,  1868. 
Sir, — Adverting  to  the  circular  letter  of  the  7th 
January  last  on  the  subject  of  the  recent  amend- 
ment of  the  law  for  the  custody  of  dangerous 
lunatics  and  dangerous  idiots,  in  which  the  Com- 
missioners drew  your  attention  to  the  duties  ai 
Dispensary  Medical  Officers  under  the  10th  sec  of 
that  Act,  as  well  as  under  the  15th  sec.  of  the  Medi- 
cal Charities  Act ;  the  Commissioners  for  adminis- 
tering the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland 
now  desire  to  acquaint  you  that  they  have  received 
a  communication  from  the  office  of  the  Chief  Secre- 
tary  of  His   Excellency  the   Lord   Lieutenant, 
pointing  out  that  as  dangerous  lunatics  are  now 
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sent  direct  to  the  asylum,  instead  of  iJie  gaols  as  cibcvlam. 
formerly,  it  has  become  very  necessary  to  provide       — 
that,  as  far  as  possible,  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
of  last  Session,  which  is  above  adverted  to,  should 
be  rigidly  complied  with. 

The  Commissioners  desire  therefore  to  impress 
upon  you  that  when  called,  as  Dispensary  Medical 
Officer,  to  the  assistance  of  the  Justices  to  examine 
any  person  who  may  be  brought  before  them  under* 
circumstances  denoting  a  derangement  of  mind,  it 
is  your  duty,  before  certifying  that  the  person  is 
a  dangerous  lunatic  or  a  dangerous  idiot,  to  be 
fully  satisfied  of  the  fact  after  special  personal 
inquiry  into  the  case.  The  impropriety  of  cer- 
tifying without  full  and  particular  inquiry  and 
examination  appears  obvious. 

A  Form  of  Certificate  and  Statement  of  Parti- 
culars of  the  case  have  been  prepared  by  direction 
of  His  Excellency  to  be  annexed  to  the  Justices' 
warrant  of  committal,  and  it  is  important  that 
this  Certificate  and  Statement  of  Particulars 
should  be  carefully  filled  up  by  you  in  every  case 
after  such  inquiry  as  above  referred  to. 

A  copy  of  the  Form  of  Certificate  and  Statement 
is  annexed  for  your  information  and  guidance.

No.  7. — Extract  from  Circular  to  Boards  of 
Guardians  relative  to  the  Supply  of  Vaccine 
Lymph— Dated  12th  July,  1853. 

2.  With  a  view  to  the  successful  performance  of 
vaccination,  it  is  of  importance  that  proper  vaccine 
lymph  should  be  obtained  and  kept  for  use  at  the 
'dispensaries :  and  with  reference  to  the  means  of 
insuring  proper  supplies  of  good  lymph,  the  Com- 
missioners desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Guaj> 
dians  to  their  circular  of  the  8th  July  last,  in  whidi 
the  Commissioners  stated  as  follows : — 

**  Inquiries  as  to  the  mode  of  procuring  vaccine  lymph,  for 
the  use  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  dispensaries  in  the  vaccinatioii 
of  persons  coming  to  them  for  the  purpose,  in  pursuance  of 
sec  13  of  the  Act,  havmg  been  received  by  the  Commissionen, 
they  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Guardians  should  procure 
the  supplies  that  may  be  required  for  this  purpoi«,  fnnn  time 
to  time,  from  the  Cow-pock  Institution  in  Dublin,  as  already 
suggestied  by  the  Commissioners  in  their  circulars  of  7th  March 
and  I9th  April,  1848,  in  reference  to  the  supply  of  vaccine 
lymph  for  the  vaccination  of  inmates  of  the  vroikhouse.  The 
Commissioners  understand  that  in  some  cases  the  orders  of 
the  Board  of  Guardians,  upon  the  requisition  of  the  Medical 
Officers  and  Committees  of  the  dispensaries,  for  the  supply  oC 
lymph,  having  been  forwarded  to  druggists  or  contractors  for 
the  supply  of  medicines,  they  have  procured  the  lymph  from 
the  Cow-pock  Institution,  whose  cliarge  for  lymph  so  pro- 
cured is  28. 6d  per  packet  It  would  probably  be  found  more 
economical  and  convenient  for  tlie  Guardians  to  procure  the 
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Ijmph  direct  from  the  Cow-pock  InstHntion,  the  IMrectors  of  Cmcui^ms. 
which  hare  made  arrangements  for  supplying  it  to  the  dispen^ 
saries  in  Ireland  on  payment  of  10s.  6d.  annually  for  each 
dispensary.  As  this  snbscription  wiU  insure  a  regular  and 
suiBcient  supply  of  effective  lymph,  for  eadi  dispensary  dis- 
trict for  which  the  subscription  is  paid,  the  Ck)mmis8ioner8 
recommend  the  Guardians  to  consider  the  propriety  of  pro- 
curing the  requisHe  supplies  in  this  manner,  if  they  do  not 
already  subscribe  to  the  Institution  for  this  purpose,  as  has 
been  already  done  by  the  Boards  of  Guardians  of  various

Poor  Law  Commission  Office^  Dublin, 
2iih  August,  1858. 

Sir, — The  Commissioners  for  administering  the 
Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  are  desirous 
to  draw  the  attention  of  Committees  of  Manage- 
ment of  dispensary  districts  to  the  Act  which  was 
passed  in  the  last  Session  of  Parliament,  to  make 
further  provision  for  the  practice  of  vaccination  in 
Irelanil,  21st  and  22nd  Vic.  cap.  64. 

The  following  are  the  provisions  of  the  Act : — 

"  1. — ^As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  the  Com- 
mittee of  Management  of  every  dispensary  district  in  Ireland 
shall,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  Commissioners,  divide 
such  dispensary  district  into  so  many  vaccination  districts 
as  they  may  deem  advisable  and  necessary,  and  shall  report 
such  districts  to  the  Commissioners  for  their  approval,  and 
shall  require  the  i\Iedical  Officer  of  such  district  to  attend  at 
flome  convenient  place  within  each  such  vaccination  district, 
to  be  approved  of  by  the  said  Committee,  at  such  times  as  the 
aaid  Committee  may  fix  or  approve ;  and  the  said  Medical 
Officer  shall,  and  be  is  hereby  required,  to  vaccinate  all  ptirsons 
resident  in  his  district  who  may  cimie  to  him  for  that  pur- 
pose, or  whom  he  may  be  requested  to  vaccinate,  being  fit 
subjects  for  vaccination,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may 
be  issued  by  the  Commissioners  in  that  behdf. 

"  2. — ^The  Board  of  Guardians  shall  pay  to  each  such  Medical 
Officer,  in  addition  to  any  salary  or  allowance  payable  to  him, 
the  sum  of  one  pound  for  every  twenty  cases  of  successful 
vaccination  perfonned  by  him  in  each  year. 

"  8. — The  Medical  Officer  of  each  such  district  shall  make 
a  report  to  the  Committee  of  Management,  from  time  to  time, 
ei  the  number  of  persons  successfully  vaccinated  by  him  in 
each  year,  under  the  provisions  of  tUt  Act,  and  smch  report 
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CniciTLARfl.  shall  be  made  in  such  form  and  shall  ooatain  such  further 

particulars  as  the  Commissioners  shall  direct,  and  shall  be 

transmitted  by  the  Committee  to  the  Board  of  Guardiana,  and 
recorded  by  the  Guardians  on  their  Minutes. 

^  4 The  payments  to  be  made  to  the  Medical  Officer  under 

the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  all  other  expenses  incidental  to 
the  performance  of  vaccination  tmder  this  Act  in  any  dispen- 
sary district,  shall  be  charged  to  the  electoral  divisions  com- 
prising such  dispensary  district,  in  the  same  manner  as  all 
charges  incidental  to  medical  relief  in  the  district. 

**  5. — ^And  whereas  by  an  Act  parsed  in  the  third  and  fourth 
}'ears  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty,  chapter  29,  it  is  enacted 
that  any  person  who  shall  produce  or  attempt  to  produce  in 
any  person,  by  inoculation  with  variolous  matter,  or  by  wilful 
exposure  to  variolous  matter,  or  to  any  matter,  article,  or  thing 
impregnated  with  variolous  matter,  or  wilfully  by  any  other 
means  whatsoever  produce  the  disease  of  small-pox  in  any 
person,  shall  be  liable  to  be  proceeded  against  and  convicted 
summarily  before  any  two  or  more  Justices  of  the  Peace  in 
Petty  Sessions :  Be  it  enacted.  That  in  any  case  in  which  any 
proceedings  shall  have  been  taken  or  instituted  by  or  under  thie 
directions  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  any  union  in  Ireland 
under  the  said  recited  provision,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Board 
of  Guardians  to  pay  the  costs  of  such  proceedings  out  of  the 
rates  of  the  union  at  large.** 

It  will  be  seen  that  under  the  1st  section  of  the 
Act  the  Committee  of  each  dispensary  district  is 
required  to  divide  the  dispensary  district  into 
districts  for  the  purposes  of  vaccination. 

It  is  further  enacted  that  the  Committee,  after 
reporting  the  vaccination  districts  to  the  Commis- 
sioners for  their  approval,  shall  require  the  Medical 
OflScer  of  the  dispensary  district  to  attend  in  the 
vaccination  district,  at  a  place  and  at  such  times 
as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Committee. 

The  Commissioners  request  that  you  will  be 
good  enough,  without  delay,  to  summon  an  extm- 
ordinary  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Management, 
in  accordance  with  Article  10  of  the  Dispensary 
Regulations,  for  the  purpose  of  dividing  the  dis- 
pensary district  into  vaccination  districts,  and 
fixing  the  place  and  times  for  the  Medical  Officers* 
attendances  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  re- 
ferred to,  and  that  you  will  report  the  result  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  to  the  Conunia- 
sioners. 

With  regard  to  the  attendance  of  the  Medical 
Officer  at  the  new  stations  to  be  selected  under 
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this  Act  for  the  purpose  of  vaccination  alone,  it  otrcvlamb. 
will  be  desirable,  in  regard  to  the  rural  portions  of 
dispenisary  districts,  that  the  Committee  should 
choose  particidar  periods  of  the  year  for  such 
Attendance ;  and  the  Commissioners  would  strongly 
recommend  for  that  purpose  the  months  of  April 
or  May,  and  September  or  October,  as  the  most 
suitable  for  the  performance  of  the  operation. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Commission^l^,  in 
pursuance  of  the  Act,  to  issue  an  Order  under 
their  seal  regulating  the  interval  of  time  between 
the  operation  and  the  subsequent  inspection  of  each 
cajse,  for  the  ptirpose  of  determining  whether  it  has 
been  successful  or  not,  and  also  prescribing  the 
form  of  return  of  such  cases  \mder  the  3rd  section. 

It  will  be  desirable  for  the  Committee,  in  fixing 
the  two  periods  of  the  year,  as  above  suggested, 
for  the  performance  of  vaccination  at  the  out- 
stations  to  be  selected  for  that  purpose,  to  require 
not  less  than  three  attendances  at  each  such  period 
of  the  year,  with  an  interval  of  one  week  between 
the  attendances. 

The  Commissioners  need  not  press  on  the  Com- 
mittee the  extreme  importance  of  endeavouring  to 
give  the  fullest  effect  to  the  operation  of  this 
measure.  They  think  it  well,  nevertheless,  to 
point  out  the  great  degree  in  which  the  number  of 
cases  of  vaccination  has  fluctuated  in  recent  suo- 
cessive  years,  owing  chiefly  to  the  indifference  with 
which  tiie  practice  of  vaccination  has  unfortunately 
been  regarded. 

Thus,  it  is  stated  in  the  12th  paragraph  of 
Sixth  Medical  Charities  Report,  that  the  numbers 
returned  as  vaccinated  by  dispensary  officers  were 
as  follows,  namely : —

The  highest  of  the  numbers  in  the  above  series 
falls  far  short  of  what,  according  to  that  part  of 
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OMcxjhAM,  f^Q  population  of  the  country  wliich  cotmes  within 
the  operation  of  the  Medical  Charities  Act,  ou^t 
to  be  the  number  vaccinated  yearly,  in  order  to 
protect  them  from  the  danger  of  small-pox. 

No  exertion,  therefore,  should  be  wanting  on  the 
part  of  the  members  of  the  Committee,  indiTidually 
and  collectively,  to  give  effect  to  the  intentions  of 
the  Legislature,  not  only  by  a  careful  performance  of 
the  new  duty  imposed  on  them,  but  by  endeavour- 
ing, in  every  possible  way,  to  remove  the  preju- 
dices of  theirpoorer  neighbours,  and  enlighten  i^em 
on  the  great  value  of  the  practice  of  vaoeiBation.

Sir, — ^The  Commissioners  for  administering  the 
Laws  for  Belief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  transmit 
herewith,  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of 
Guardians,  a  copy  of  a  circular  which  the  Com- 
missioners have  addressed  to  the  Committees  of 
Management  of  the  several  dispensary  diatriots, 
pointing  out  the  provisions  of  the  Act  21  &  22 
Yic.  cap.  64,  which  was  passed  in  the  last  Session 
of  Parliament,  to  make  further  provision  for  the 
practice  of  vaccination  in  Ireland. 

The  Board  of  Guardians  will  see  that  this  Act, 
the  sections  of  which  are  embodied  in  the  endoeed 
circular,  provides  for  the  division  of  the  dispen- 
sary districts  into  vaccination  districts,  for  the 
payment  of  the  Medical  Officers  for  the  oases  suc- 
cessfully vaccinated,  and  likewise  for  the  payment 
of  the  costs  of  proceedings  against  persons  unlaw- 
fully producing  the  disease  of  small-pox. 
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The  Conmiissionei*s  have  requested  the  Commit-  circular*. 
tees  of  Mana^ment  to  proceed,  in  pursuanoe  of  the 
Ist  section  ^  the  Act,  to  divide  the  dispensaiy 
districts  into  vaccination  districts,  and  to  deter- 
mine upon  the  place  and  times  of  the  Medical 
Officers'  attendances  in  the  vaccination  districts. 

They  have  also  acquainted  the  Committees  of 
Management  with  their  intention  to  issue  an  Order 
under  seal,  prescribing  the  Form  in  which  the  re- 
turn of  successful  cases  of  vaccination  is  to  be 
made,  under  the  3rd  section  of  the  Act,  for  trans- 
mission to  the  Board  of  Guardians. 

The  Commissioners  desire  at  the  same  time  to 
call  the  particular  attention  of  the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians to  the  5th  section  of  the  Act,  by  the  provi- 
sions of  which  Boards  of  Guardians  are  empowered 
to  pay  out  of  the  poor  rates  of  the  union  at  larg& 
the  costs  of  any  proceedings  which  shall  have  been 
taken  \mder  ^e  Act  3  &  4  Vic.  cap*  29,  against 
persons  producing  or  attempting  to  produce  by 
variolous  matter  or  otherwise  the  disease  of  small- 
pox in  any  person,  and  the  Commissioners  trust 
that  the  provisions  of  the  section  referred  to  may 
promote  the  prosecution  of  itinerant  inoculators, 
and  that  the  Guardians  will  co-operate  in  the  en- 
deavour to  bring  to  justice  every  offender  of  that 
description.

No.  10. — Reports  under  Yacctnatton  Act. — 
Extract  from  Circular  to  Boards  of  Guar- 
dians, of  loth  January,  1859. 

The  Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws 
for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland,  having  reason  to 
believe  that  doubts  are  entertained  as  to  tihe  periods 
at  which  the  reports  of  Dispensary  Medical  Officers, 
of  the  number  of  persons  vaccinated  under  the 
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CiBcuuLBB.  provisions  of  the  Vaccination  A  ct,  should  be  made, 

—       and  also  as  to  the  payments  to  be  made  to  Medical 

Officers  under  the  2nd  section  of  that  Act,  deem  it 

advisable  to  state  their  views  as  to   the  precise 

requirements  of  the  law  in  these  respects. 

By  the  3rd  section  of  the  Act  the  Medical  Officer 
is  required  to  "  make  a  report  to  the  Committee 
of  Management,  from  time  to  time^  of  the  number 
of  persons  successfully  vaccinated  by  him  in  each 
year,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act ;"  and  the 
Oommission.ers  are  of  opinion,  that  under  these 
words  there  is  no  limit  to  the  number  of  reports 
that  may  be  made  in  one  year ;  but  they  think  that 
it  is  necessary,  in  all  cases,  that  a  closing  report 
should  be  made,  up  to  the  31st  December,  whether 
previous  reports  have  been  made  or  not,  so  that 
the  reports  of  the  year  taken  collectively  may 
comprise,  for  the  year  1858,  all  cases  of  vaccina- 
tion performed  between  the  date  of  the  passing  of 
the  Act  (2nd  August,  1858,)  and  the  31st  Deoem- 
ber ;  and  for  the  present  and  future  years  all  cases 
of  vaccination  performed  from  the  1st  January  to 
the  31st  December,  both  days  inclusive. 

The  Commissioners  think,  that,  under  the  words 
of  the  Act,  it  would  not  be  within  their  authority 
to  limit  the  number  of  reports  that  may  be  made 
within  the  year,  or  to  fix  any  obligation  on  Medical 
Officers  to  make  them  at  any  particular  time  within 
the  year.  On  the  other  hand,  it  seems  necessary 
that  a  closing  report  should  be  made  up  to  the 
31st  December,  the  termination  of  the  natural 
year;  and  that,  in  the  event  of  a  change  of  Medical 
Officers  in  any  district,  a  report  should  be  made 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  outgoing  Medical  Officer,  up 
to  the  period  of  his  ceasing  to  be  Medieval  Officer  ^ 
the  district. 

The  Commissioners  believe  that  it  will  generally 
be  found  convenient,  in  practice,  to  have  the  re- 
ports made  half-yearly,  after  the  lapse  of  a  reason- 
able time  from  the  periods  fixed  for  the  Medical 
Officer's  attendance  at  the  vaccination  stations. 
The  Commissioners,  in  their  circular  letter  of  the 
24th  August  la.st,  addressed  to  Dispensaiy  Com- 
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mittees,  suggested  that  the  periods  for  such  attend-  c«cot^»»- 
ance  should  be  fixed  in  the  months  of  April  or  May, 
and  September  or  October  ;  and,  assuming  those 
periods  to  have  been  fixed  by  the  Dispensary  Com- 
mittee, it  would  appear  to  be  desirable  to  have 
the  reports  made  up  to  the  30th  of  Jime  and  the 
31st  December  in  each  year. 

In  regard  to  the  period  of  payment,  the  Com- 
missioners have,  by  the  3rd  Article  of  the  Regula- 
tions which  they  have  issued  in  pursuance  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  provided  that  payment  shall 
be  made  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  on  the  expira- 
tion of  twenty-eight  days  after  they  shall  have  re- 
ceived the  Report  from  the  Committee  of  Manage- 
ment, to  whom  it  is  to  be  made  by  the  Medical 
Officer.* 


No.  11. — ^Vacxjination — Compulsory  Vaccina- 
tion Act,  26  &  27  Yic.  c.  52. — Circular  to 
Boards  of  Guardians,  10th  August,  1863. 

Foot  Law  Commission  Office,  Dublin, 
lOth  August,  1863. 

Sir, — ^The  Commissioners  for  administering  the 
Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  transmit 
to  you  herewith,  for  the  information  of  the  Board 
of  Guardians,  a  copy  of  an  Act  (26  &  27  Vic.  c. 
52)  which  received  the  Royal  assent  on  the  13th 
ultimo,  to  further  extend  and  make  compulsory 
the  practice  of  vaccination  in  Ireland. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  do  not  come  into  opei-ation  until  the  1st  of 
January  next,  and  that  none  of  the  provisions  of 
the  existing  Vaccination  Acts,  excepting  that 
which  relates  to  the  mode  of  remimerating  the 
Dispensary  Medical  Officers  for  vaccinating,  are 
superseded.  The  existing  arrangements  in  regard 
to  vaccination  stations,  and  the  returns  to  be 
made  by  the  Dispensaiy  Medical  Officers,  will. 


•  This  proTision  is  now  included  in  the  General  Dispensary 
Regulations,  Art.  36  (see  p.  887). 
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cmnffma**  therefore,  remain  in  force,  and  ihe  only  new  duties 
■'^^  imposed  upon  the  Dispensary  Medical  Officers  in 
regard  to  vaccination,  will  be  to  give  Certificates 
of  successful  vaccination  (sec.  3) ;  Certificates  ci 
children  not  being  in  a  fit  state  for  vaccination, 
when  that  is  the  case  (sec.  4)  ;  or  of  their  being 
insusceptible  of  vaccine  disease  (sec.  6). 

The  other  duties  to  be  performed  under  the  Act 
are  to  be  performed  by  the  Registrars  of  births 
and  deaths,  and  the  Commissioners  do  not  doubt 
that,  before  the  Act  comes  into  operation,  all  neces- 
sary instructions  will  be  issu^  to  thepx  by  the 
Registrar-General,  who  is  empowered  by  the  1 1th 
section  to  cause  to  be  provided  all  such  books, 
Forms,  and  Regulations,  as  he  may  deem  necessary 
for  carrying  into  full  effect  the  provisions  of  the 
Act. 

The  only  additional  points,  therefore,  to  which 
the  Commissioners  think  it  necessary,  at  present^ 
to  direct  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Guardians, 
are  the  following  : — 

1.  Under  section  1,  the  Master  of  the  "Work- 
house is  made  responsible  for  taking  all  the  steps 
in  reference  to  ihe  vaccination  of  children  who 
are  inmates  of  the  workhouse,  which  are  required 
to  be  taken  in  other  cases  by  the  father  or  mother 
of  the  child.  It  is  part  of  iie  duty  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  the  workhouse,  under  the  Workhouse 
Rules,  Art.  68,  No.  6,  to  vaccinate  all  children  in 
the  workhouse  who  may  require  vaccination ; 
and  it  will  now  be  the  special  duty  of  the  Master 
in  regard  to  children  in  the  workhouse,  bom 
after  the  1st  January  next,  to  see  that  this  is  done, 
and  that  the  child  is  brought  to  the  Medical  Officer, 
for  inspection,  on  the  eighth  day  after  the  vac- 
cination, as  required  by  sec.  2,  and  to  obtain  the 
necessary  Certificate, 

2.  After  the  1st  January  next,  the  Dispensary 
Medical  Officers  will,  according  to  the  5th  sec.  rf 
the  Act,  be  entitled  to  receive,  instead  of  the  pre- 
sent rate  of  rem\meration,  one  shilling  for  every 
person  successfully  vaccinated  by  him  within  his 
dispensaiy  district,  provided  he  shall  have  made, 
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Uie  report  to  the  Dispensary  Oommitteey  regard-  ckscv&ABi. 
ing  such  persons,  which  is  required  by  the  existing 
Vaccination  Act,  21  &  22  Vic.  c.  64. 

3.  The  Guardians  are  empowered  by  sec.  13  to 
direct  proceedings  to  be  instituted  for  enforcing 
obedience  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  the 
expenses  incurred  in  such  proceedings,  if  certified 
and  allowed  by  the  Justices,  are  payable  out  of  die 
rates  of  the  union.

Vaccine  Lymph.  —  Circular  to  Boards  of 
Guardians,  28th  October,  1863. 

Foor  Law  Commission  Office,  Dtiblin, 
2Sth  October,  1863. 

Sir, — ^The  Commissioners  for  administering  the 
Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  forward, 
for  the  information  of  each  Board  of  Guardians  in 
L:*eland,  a  copy  of  a  circular  letter,  which  is  now  in 
course  of  being  issued  by  them  to  the  Medical 
Officers  of  the  dispensary  districts,  recommend- 
ing them  to  adopt  the  use  of  Dr.  Husband's  capil- 
lary tubes  as  a  means  of  supplying  themselves 
with  vaccine  lymph  from  eligible  cases  within 
their  own  practice  as  public  vaccinators,  and  of 
preserving  the  lymph  in  a  fluid  state. 

The  Guardians  will  observe  that  the  cost  of  pro- 
curing the  empty  tubes  is  about  Is,  per  hundred, 
and  that  the  Commissioners  consider  the  expense 
of  a  proper  supply  for  each  Medical  Officer  is  a  legal 
charge  upon  the  poor  rates,  in  the  same  way  as 
the  cost  of  medical  or  siu^cal  appliances,  under 
the  Medical  Charities  Apt. 

The  Commissioners  recommend  the  Guardians 
not  to  hesitate  to  incur  the  small  cost  of  furnishing 
these  tubes  for  use  by  the  Medical  Officers,  when- 
ever a  requisition  is  sent  in  to  that  effin^t  by  a 
Digpensary  Committee. 
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Circulars.  The  Medical  Officer  of  the  workhouse  will  pro- 
bably  wish  to  be  furnished  occasionally  with  ihe 
same  appliances  for  taking  and  preserving  lymph 
for  use  in  the  workhouse,  and  a  copy  of  the  drcu- 
lar  and  a  box  of  empty  tubes  is  sent  herewith  for 
his  use  and  information. 

The  tubes  now  forwarded  were  obtained  from 
Mr.  Robert  Somerville,  of  No.  10,  Spring  Gardens, 
Stockbridge,  Edinburgh,  from  whom  a  supply  can 
be  at  any  time  obtained.

Medical  Officers  referred  to  in  forgoing 
Circular,  28th  October,  1863.

Sir, — Adverting  to  their  circular  letter  of  the 
10th  August  last,  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  recent 
Vaccination  Act,  the  Commissioners  for  adminis- 
tering the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland 
desire  to  draw  the  attention  of  each  Dispensaiy 
Medical  Officer  to  ceiiiain  considerations  regarding 
the  supply  of  vaccine  lymph  for  the  purpose  of 
vaccination. 

The  success  of  vaccination  in  the  individual 
case,  when  properly  performed  in  all  respects,  and 
under  the  most  favourable  conditions,  is  still  de- 
pendent on  the  quality  of  the  lymph  used  in  the 
operation. 

Assuming  the  lymph  to  be  intrinsically  good,  an 
additional  security  for  its  taking  proper  effect  has 
been  found  in  its  freshness ;  and  hence  the  prac- 
tice of  vaccinating  from  arm  to  arm  is  esteemed 
the  best. 

The  practice,  however,  of  vaccinating  from  arm 
to  arm  cannot  always  be  adopted  by  the  public 
vaccinator,  nor  can  he  always  be  sure  of  obtaining 
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fresh  lymph  of  good  quality  from  external  sources;  cibculam. 
and  any  mode  by  which  he  can  secure  possession       "" 
of  it  selected  by  himself  from  his  own  cases  and 
kept  in  a  good  state  of  preservation  cannot  but  be 
satisfactory  to  him  as  one  of  the  means  of  insuring 
success  in  his  operations. 

The  small  glass  capillary  tubes  invented  by 
Dr.  Husband,  of  Edinburgh,  afford  the  means,  if 
carefully  used,  of  enabling  the  public  vaccinator  to 
keep  himself  supplied  at  all  times  with  lymph 
selected  by  himself,  and  preserved  in  a  fluid  state. 

These  tubes  are  procurable,  empty,  at  a  cost  of 
Is.  per  hundred,  and  are  safely  sent  at  that  price  by 
post  in  small  wooden  boxes.  The  cost  of  obtaining 
the  supply  of  empty  tubes  the  Commissioners  con- 
sider to  be  a  proper  charge  on  the  poor  rates,  when 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  Guardians,  as  part  of  the 
ordinary  dispensary  requisites  under  the  Medical 
Charities  Act. 

A  box  containing  a  few  specimens  of  these 
capillary  tubes  is  sent  herewith,  and  if  you  should 
desire  at  any  time  to  avail  yourself  of  a  further 
supply,  the  proper  course  will  be  to  make  a  requi- 
sition through  the  Dispensary  Committee  to  the 
Board  of  Guardians  to  that  effect. 

The  annexed  directions  as  to  the  proper  mode 
of  using  the  capillary  tubes,  both  in  preserving 
the  lymph,  and  afterwards  applying  it  to  the  pur- 
pose of  vaccination,  have  been  derived  from  Dr. 
Husband's  own  description  of  the  methods  which 
he  recommends.

DiBBCTiONs  for  filling  Capillary  Tubes  with  Vaccine  Lymph, 
and  afterwanU  using  them  for  Vaccination. 
Assuming  that  the  operator  has  at  hand  a  snpply  of 
Dr.  Hnsband^s  capillary  tubes,  a  healthy  child  with  a 
well  formed  and  mature  vaccine  vesicle  just  pimctnred  in 
several  places,  the  pure  lymph  exuding — and  a  lighted 
candle — ^he  isto  proceied  as  follows: — Let  him  dip  one  end  of 
the  tube,  held  slightly  tncUned  to  the  horizontal  plane,  into 
the  lymph.    This  will  immediately  ascend  in  the  tube.    As 
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CiRciTt^Rs.  nnxcfa  lymph  as  will  suffice  for  one  vaednatioii  at  least  Bhonld 
-•—  be  taken,  and  as  much  as  will  occupy  half  the  length  of  the 
tube  may  be  taken.  Immediately,  before  laying  the  tube 
down,  he  must  now,  holding  it  in  his  right  hand,  and  turning 
the  charged  end  of  it  upwards,  bring  the  diargs  to  the  middk 
of  the  tube  by  li^Uy  striking  the  hand  on  tbe  wrist  of  the 
other  hand,  or  on  the  table.  The  tube  may  now  be  laid  down  for 
f oiur  or  five  minutes,  not  longer,  while  others  are  being  charged. 
The  sealing  of  the  tube  is  a  very  simple  process,  to  be  per- 
formed as  follows : — ^The  extremity  of  the  tube  by  wUch  the 
lymph  entered  is  to  be  applied  to  the  flame  of  the  candle. 
The  glass  will  immediately  melt  and  close  this  end  of  the  tube 
hermetically.  In  sealing  the  second  end  an  additional  precau- 
tion is  required.  Let  the  tube  be  passed  quickly  into  tbe 
flame  for  about  half  an  inch,  and  quickly  withdrawn,  and  the 
end  of  it  then  held,  as  in  the  former  case,  at  the  flame  tiU  the 
melting  of  the  gloss  and  sealing  are  effected.  If  this  precau- 
tion be  not  taken  there  is  risk  tbat  the  air  included  between 
this  extremity  of  the  tube  and  the  lymph,  being  expanded  by 
the  heat,  will  force  the  soft  glass  into  a  bulb  which  wHl  either 
burst  on  the  instant,  or  be  so  extremely  thin  that  the  slightest 
accidental  force  will  afterwards  break  it 

The  charged  tubes  may  be  preserved  in  slips  of  paper  with 
slits  for  securing  them,  on  which  the  date  of  taking  the  lymph, 
the  name  of  the  infant  from  which  it  was  taken,  &c.,  may 
be  noted. 

DiRECTTioNS  for  usiug  the  charged  Tube. 

In  using  the  charged  tube  for  vaccination,  the  sealed  enda 
of  the  tube  are  to  be  gently  broken  off,  one  end  placed  dose  to 
a  piece  of  glass  and  the  lymph  blown  out  iq>on  it.

The  Commissioners  for  administenng  the  Laws 
for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  have  received 
several  communications  from  Dispensary  Medical 
Officers,  requesting  to  be  informed  whether  cases 
of  vaccination  of  persons  bom  before  the  1st 
January,  1864,  are  to  be  i-egistered  in  the  old 
Form  of  Vaccination  Register,  or  whether  all  cases 
of  vaccination — ^whether  the  person  vaocinated 
was  bom  before  or  after  that  date — are  to  be  en- 
tered in  the  new  Register  furnished  by  the  R^is- 
trar-G^neral,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Compul' 
sory  Vaccination  Act. 
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The  Commissioners  think  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  provisions  oi  the  Vaccination  Act  of  last 
Session  are  limited  to  the  caaes  of  persons  bom 
after  the  1st  January,  1864;  and  that  therefore  the 
Register  of  Vaccination,  which  is  to  be  kept  by 
ihe  Begistrars  of  births  and  deaths,  under  that 
Act,  cannot  properly  comprise  any  cases  but  those 
of  persons  bom  after  the  date  mentioned.  At  the 
same  time  it  is  to  be  observed,  that,  under  the  ex- 
isting Regulations,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Dispensary 
Medical  Officer  to  roister  all  cases  of  vaccination 
performed  by  him  in  that  capacity  in  the  Register^ 
Form  H,  prescribed  by  the  Dispensary  Regular 
tions  of  the  16th  December,  1853,  whether  they 
are  cases  to  be  registered  in  the  new  Form  or 
not ;  and  that  it  is  also  his  duty  to  make  the  re- 
port of  all  cases  vaccinated  by  him  in  that  capa- 
city which  is  required  by  the  3rd  sec.  of  the  Act 
21  &  22  Vic.  c.  64. 

This  would  involve  the  registering  of  a  large 
number  of  cases  twice  over,  and  would  cause  un- 
necessary trouble  to  the  Medical  Officer ;  and  in 
order  to  obviate  this,  the  Commissioners  have  issued 
an  Order,  of  which  a  copy  is  enclosed,  altering  the 
/orm  of  Vaccination  Register  prescribed  by  the 
Dispensary  Regulations,  and  also  the  Form  of  Vac- 
cination Report,  by  making  both  those  Forms  cor- 
respond as  nearly  as  possiWe  to  that  issued  by  the 
Registrar-General,  and  dispensing  with  the  regis- 
try by  the  Medical  Officer  of  any  cases  which  he 
may  have  registered  in  his  capacity  as  Registrar 
of  births  and  deaths  in  the  Register  Book  furnished 
by  the  Registrar-General.*  Of  course,  where  the 
Medical  Officer  is  not  the  Registrar  of  births  and 
deaths,  it  will  be  necessary  for  h\m  to  register  all 
cases  of  vaccination  performed  by  him  in  the 
capacity  of  Dispensary  Medical  Officer,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  they  may  be  also  registered 
by  the  Registrar  of  births  and  deaths.

Sir, — ^The  Commissioners  for  administering  the 
Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  desire  to  state 
that  several  cases  have  been  brought  nnder  their 
notice,  in  which  parents,  although  duly  informed 
of  the  requirements  of  the  Compidsory  Vaccination 
Act  (26  <fe  27  Vic.  c.  52),  have  neglected  to  take 
their  children  for  vaccination  within  the  time 
prescribed. 

The  subject  is  one  of  so  much  general  import- 
ance that  the  Commissioners  think  it  right  to 
bring  it  under  the  special  consideration  of  the 
Board  of  Guardians. 

By  the  1st  section  of  the  Act  the  parents  of 
every  child  bom  after  the  Ist  January,  1864,  or 
the  persons  having  the  care  and  nurture  of  such 
child,  are  bound,  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  within 
six  months  after  the  birth,  to  take  the  child  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  the  dispensary  district  for  vac- 
cination, unless  it  shall  have  been  previously  vac- 
cinated by  some  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner 
and  the  vaccination  duly  certified ;  and  by  the 
2nd  section  they  are  required  to  take  the  child 
again,  on  the  eighth  day  following  the  day  on 
which  it  has  been  vaccinated,  to  the  Medical  Officer 
by  whom  the  operation  has  been  performed,  in 
order  that  he  may  ascertain,  by  inspection,  the 
result  of  the  operation. 

In  order  to  facilitate  and  insure  this  being  done, 
the  8th  section  of  the  Act  requires  the  R^is- 
trar  of  births  and  deaths,  on  the  registration  of 
the  birth  of  any  child  who  shall  not  have  been 
certified  to  him  as  having  been  vaccinated,  to  give 
a  notice  in  writing  to  the  parents  or  other  persons 
having  the  care  and  nurture  of  the  child,  of  their 
duty  in  this  respect,  and  also  a  notice  of  the  days, 
hours,  and  places,  at  which  the  Dispensary  Medi- 
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cal  Officer  of  the  district  will  attend  for  the  piir-  ^iroulaiu. 
pose  of  vaccination ;  and  the  same  section  provides 
for  the  imposition  of  a  penalty,  not  exceeding  ten 
shillings,  on  the  parents  or  other  persons  respon- 
sible, in  the  event  of  neglect  to  cause  the  child  to  be 
vaccinated  or  to  cause  it  to  be  taken  for  inspection 
on  the  eighth  day  after  the  vaccination. 

The  Commissioners  think  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Guardians  to  see  that  those  provisions  are 
duly  and  effectively  carried  out,  and  that  proceed- 
dngs  should  therefore  be  taken  in  every  case  of 
wUful  neglect ;  and,  with  that  view,  the  Commis- 
isioners  suggest  that  the  Guardians  should  call  upon 
each  Dispensary  Officer  acting  as  Registrar  of 
births  and  deaths,  to  furnish  them  from  time  to 
time  with  the  particulars  of  any  cases  in  which, 
by  a  comparison  of  the  Register  of  Vaccination, 
which  he  is  required  by  the  7th  section  of  the 
Act  to  keep,  with  the  Register  of  Births,  any  such 
neglect  shall  appear  ;•  and  the  Guardians  should 
thereupon  direct  the  necessary  proceedings  to  be 
instituted  (which  they  are  authorized  to  do  by  the 
13th  section  of  the  Act),  either  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  union  or  the  Relieving  Officer  of  the  dis- 
trict, as  may  be  deemed  most  expedient.

Sir,— The  Commissioners  for  administering  the 
Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland,  transmit  to 
yon  herewith  a  copy  of  a  revised  List  of  Medicines 
(A),  which  they  have  prepared  for  the  assistance  of 
Boards  of  GuMxlians  in  reference  to  the  Estimates 
of  Medical  Officers  of  dispensary  districts,  and 
Keqaifiitions  of  Committees  of  Management  there- 
on, for  the  medicines  required  for  use  at  the 
several  dispensaries. 

The  list  has  been  considerably  enlarged,  and 
now  comprises  several  medicines  which  were  not 
included  in  the  list  issued  with  the  Commissioners' 
circular  letter  of  the  9th  July,  1852  (No.  690 
M/52). 

The  Commissioners  request  the  attention  of  the 
Guardians  to  the  explanation  printed  at  the  head 
of  the  list ;  and  they  desire,  at  the  same  time,  to 
state  that,  in  the  event  of  a  Medical  Officer  requir- 
ing to  be  supplied  with  any  medicine  not  com- 
prised in  the  list,  a  distinct  requisition  for  such 
medicine  should  be  made  by  the  Medical  Officer, 
through  the  Committee  of  Management,  stating  the 
circumstances  which  are  considered  to  render  the 
requisition  necessary. 

The  Commissioners  also  enclose  a  list  (B)  of 
medicines  which  may  be  used  in  making  contracts 
with  druggists.  This  list  is  intended  for  parties 
tendering,  to  insert  the  prices  at  which  they  are 
willing  to  contract  for  the  supply  of  the  various 
articles  named  therein. 

Witii  regard  to  the  column  in  this  list  headed 
"  Quantity,"  the  Commissioners  have  to  observe 
that  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  quantities  or 
measTires  named  should  be  adhered  to  in  cases 
where  it  may  be  deemed  advisable  to  substitute 
others  ;  but  inasmuch  as  it  is  essential  that  all  the 
tenders  made  for  the  same  article  should  be  made 
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cimcvi.4u.  in  T^ard  to  the  same  quantities  or  measures  b j  all 
"""  the  parties  tendering,  so  as  to  admit  of  a  compari- 
son of  the  prices,  care  should  be  taken  that  any 
alteration  that  may  be  made  in  the  column  should 
be  made  known  to  all  the  parties  proposing  to 
tender.

of  Dispensary  Committees  for  medicines  for  use  at 
the  dispensaries;  and  the  List  marked  B  being 
intended  for  parties  tendering  for  medicines  to 
insert  the  prices  at  which  they  will  undertake  to 
supply  them. 

The  Commissioners  think  it  desirable  that  in 
future  the  following  medicines,  which  have  hitherto 
been  included  in  the  List  A  only,  should  be  trans- 
ferred to  and  form  part  of  the  Contract  list  (B) ;

Sir, — 1.  The  Commissioners  for  administering 
the  Laws  for  Kelief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  have  re- 
ceived communications,  from  which  it  appears  that 
considerable  diversity  of  practice  exists  in  regard  to 
the  supply  of  surgical  instruments  for  the  use  of 
dispensaries  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act;  and 
the  Commissioners  having  in  various  instances 
been  applied  to  for  their  opinion  as  to  the  descrip- 
tion of  instruments  which  it  would  be  proper  for 
the  Board  of  Guardians  to  supply,  where  iJie  dis- 
pensary is  not  already  suppli^  with  them,  they 
desire  to  state  that,  as  a  general  rule,  they  are 
of  opinion  that  where  a  requisition  for  such  in- 
struments is  made  through  the  Committee,  in  pur- 
suance of  Article  12,  No.  v.,  and  Article  20  of  the 
General  Rules  for  the  Government  of  Disi>ensary 
Districts*,  the  Guardians  should  cause  to  be  sup- 
plied such  surgical  instruments  as  are  of  a  perish- 
able nature,  or  such  as  are  so  constantly  required 
in  dispensary  practice  that  they  should  be  kept  at 
the  dispensary,  or  such  as  are  consumed  by  use  in 
individual  cases. 

2.  For  the  assistance  of  the  Board  of  Guardians 
in  reference  to  any  such  requisitions  received  by 
them,  the  Commissioners  transmit  herewith  a  list 
of  instruments  which  may  be  deemed  to  be  included 
in  the  three  classes  above  described,  as  also  a  list 
of  other  requisites  which  should  be  furnished 
for  the  use  of  the  respective  dispensaries. 

3.  In  case  of  any  other  instruments  being  applied 
for,  or  in  cajse  of  doubt  whether  any  particular  in-

No.  23. — ^Printed  Labels  of  Directionb  for  use 
of  Medicines  by  Dispeksary  Patients. — 
Circular  to  Boards  of  Guardians. 

Poor  Law  Commission  Office,  Dvhlin,

Sir, — ^The  Commissioners  for  administering  tiie 
Laws  for  Kelief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  having 
receiyed  inquiries  as  to  the  mode  of  procuring  Sil- 
verlock's  printed  labels,  referred  to  in  the  Com- 
missioners' Circulars  of  10th  July,  1852,  and  7th 
February,  1855,  I  am  directed  to  state,  for  the 
information  of  tJie  Boards  of  Guardians  and  Dis- 
pensary Committees  generally,  that  when  supplies 
of  such  labels  are  from  time  to  time  required,  they 
should  be  procured  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
supplies  are  obtained,  upon  a  requisition  from  the 
Medical  Officer,  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Committee 
to  the  Board  of  Guardians,  with  a  view  to  their 
giving  the  necessary  order  to  the  druggist  or  con- 
tractor from  whom  they  obtain  their  supplies  of 
medicines  or  odier  articleB  for  dispensaries,  or  to 
any  party  from  whom  they  may  think  fit  to  obtain 
tliem* 
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CiRovLAM.  It  having  appeared  that  in  some  districts  snch 
"""  labels  (although  included  in  the  list  of  requisites 
accompanying  the  Circular  of  10th  July,  1852,) 
had  not  h«en  supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the 
dispensary,  and  that  medicines  were  issued  to 
patients  without  written  or  piinted  instructions  as 
to  the  mode  of  using  them,  the  Commissioners,  in 
their  Circular  of  the  7th  ultimo,  called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Dispensary  Committees  to  the  impro- 
priety of  this  practice,  and  with  a  view  to  the 
greater  security  of  the  patient  and  the  convenience 
of  the  Medical  Officer,  recommended  that  the  di- 
rections for  the  use  of  the  medicines  prescribed 
should  be  given  by  means  of  Silverlock's  printed 
labels,  rather  than  by  requiring  the  Medical  Officer 
to  write  them  in  each  instance.  The  Commission- 
ers, however,  do  not  desire  to  interfere  with  the 
discretion  of  the  Guardians  in  selecting  the  con- 
tractor or  persons  through  whom  they  may  think 
fit  to  procure  printed  labels  for  the  purpose  in 
question,  the  Guardians  seeing  that  the  cost  thereof 
does  not  exceed  that  at  which  they  are  procurable 
through  any  other  channel. 

The  Commissioners  understand  that  printed  la- 
bels, or  forms  of  directions  for  patients,  according 
to  those  generally  in  use,  are  prepared  and  sold  by 
Messrs.  I.  and  E.  MacDonnell,  of  13,  Anglesea- 
street,  Dublin,  as  well  as  by  Messrs.  Silverlock  and 
Co.,  of  3,  Wardrobe  Terrace,  Doct<H«*  Commons, 
London ;  and  that  catalogues  or  descriptive  lists, 
specifjring  the  various  forms  of  labels  kept  by  them 
for  sale,  with  a  distinctive  number  for  each,  and 
with  the  prices,  are  issued  by  these  firms.  It  will 
be  necessary  for  ihe  Medical  Officer,  in  making  his 
requisitions  from  time  to  time  for  the  labels  re- 
quired, to  specify  the  particular  forms  of  label,  and 
thequantity  of  each  that  herequires;  andin  order  to 
enable  him  to  do  so,  a  copy  of  the  catalogue  should 
be  obtained  by  application  to  the  parties  tiiat  may  be 
selected  by  the  Guardians  to  supply  them ;  and  the 
Medical  Officer  shoidd  either  mark  in  the  catalogue 
the  forms  he  requires,  and  the  quantity  of  each,  or 
should  furnish  a  list  of  the  forms  of  label  (referring 
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to  them  by  their  distinguishing  numbers  in  the  CnmhAJM, 
catalogue),  with  the  quantities  reqtdred.

Sir, — The  Commissioners  for  administering  the 
Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  desire  to  ac- 
quaint the  Board  of  Quardians  that  their  attention 
has  been  called  to  the  arrangement  at  present  exist- 
ing for  obtaining  leeches  for  dispensary  use,  from 
which  inconvenience  occasionally  arises  to  the  sick 
poor,  by  the  delay  which  sometimes  occurs  in  ob- 
taining them,  owing  to  the  distance  at  which  con- 
tractors, in  many  cases,  reside ;  and  by  which  also 
loss  is  sometimes  sustained  by  the  union,  numbers 
of  them  dying  unused,  owing  to  their  perishable 
nature,  when  kept  for  any  considerable  time  at  the 
dispensaries. 

With  a  view  to  render  leeches  as  efficacious  as 
possible  for  dispensary  use,  as  well  as  on  the  ground 
of  economy,  the  Commissioners  would  recommend, 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Guarc^ans,  the 
propriety  of  contracting  for  the  supply  of  leeches, 
whenever  practicable,  with  some  apothecary  or 
druggist  residing  in  the  union,  from  whom  they 
could  be  procured  without  much  delay,  and  at  such 
times  as  they  may  be  required.

in  many  instances  afford* 

The  Commissioners  therefore  request  thai  in  the 
event  of  the  occurrence  of  cases  of  any  dangerois 
contagious  disease  in  your  district  in  sudi  nuiaban 
aa  to  give  reasonable  ground  to  apprehend  that  ifc 
may  become  epidemic,  you  will  address  a  repGort 
of  the  £Busts  to  them  so  as  to  enable  them  to  call 
upon  the  Board  of  Guardians  without  delay  to

Sir, — The  attention  of  the  Commissioners  for 
administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in 
Ireland  has  been  directed  to  the  fact  that  some 
Medical  Officers  of  dispensary  districts,  especially 
those  recently  appointed,  as  well  as  some  members 
of  Committees  of  Management,  entertain  the 
erroneous  opinion  that  a  Medical  Officer  has  dis- 
charged himself  of  aU  responsibility  of  further 
attendance  upon  a  patient  suffering  from  fever^  on 
whose  behalf  a  visiting  ticket  has  been  presented 
to  him,  after  he  has  once  visited  and  recommended 
the  removal  of  the  patient  to  a  fever  hospital. 

In  reference  to  this  subject,  the  Commissioners 
desire  to  point  out  to  you,  that  section  9  of  the 
Medical  C^rities  Act  provides,  that  "every  mem- 
ber c^  the  Dispensary  Committee,  and  eveiy  Ke- 
lieving  Officer  and  Warden  acting  for  an  Electoral 
Division  included  in  such  dispensary  district, 
shall  have  power  to  afford  medical  relief  by  the 
issue  of  a  ticket  in  such  Form  as  the  said  Com* 
misaioners  shall  prescribe,  addressed  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  the  district,  directing  him  to  afford  miedi* 
cine  and  advice  to,  or  attend  any  poor  person  resi- 
dent therein ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Medi* 
cal  Officer  to  afford  medicine  and  advice,  and  to 
attend  such  poor  person  as  thereby  directed  :''  and 
the  Dispensary  Begulations  require  that  the  Medi> 
cal  Officer  "  shall  duly  and  punctually  attend  upon» 
either  at  the  dispensary  during  the  appoiBted 
hours  for  attendance  thereat,  or  at  the  home  of  the 
party  on  whose  behalf  application  is  made,  or  else* 
where,  as  the  case  may  require,  and  supply  all 
requisite  medical  or  surgical  advice  and  aasistanoe 
to  every  poor  person  in  the  district,  or  division  of 
a  distript  un<kr  his  charge,"  on  whose  behalf  a 
ticket  in  the  prescribed  Form  has  been  presented ; 
aad  the  Commissioners  desire  to  stajbe  that  a  Medi-

No.  27. — Services  of  Midwife. — Circulab  to 
Dispensary  Committees  where  Midwtves  have 
been  appointed — 2nd  August,  1861. 

Poor  Law  Ccmmissian  Office^  DubUn^ 
2nd  August,  1861. 

Sir, — ^The  attention  of  the  Commissioners  for 
administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in 
Ireland  has  been  drawn  to  the  circumstance  that 
a  difference  of  practice  prevails  in  different  dis- 
pensary districts  where  a  Midwife  has  been  i^ 
pointed,  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  services  of 
the  Midwife  are  brought  into  action,  and  also  to 
the  fact  that,  in  some  districts,  evil  results  have 
ensued  from  the  pi*actice  adopted. 

With  a  view  to  the  prevention  of  such  evils,  the 
Commissioners  think  it  right  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  Committee  of  Management  to  the  subject, 
and  to  point  out  that  a  visiting  ticket  issned  in 
the  usual  form  in  a  case  of  Midwifery  casts  on  ihe 
Medical  Officer  receiving  it  a  full  and  undivided 
responsibility,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a  Mid- 
wife is  officially  employed  in  the  district.  The 
services  of  the  Midwife  are  not  intended  to  relieve 
the  M^ical  Officer  from  his  responsibility  under 
the  Medical  Charities  Act  and  the  Commissioners' 
regulations,  issued  in  pursuance  of  that  Act ;  but 
they  are  placed  at  his  disposal  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  him  to  relieve  himself,  where  he  can  do 
so  with  safety,  from  the  necessity  of  attendance  in 
oases  of  natural  labour  in  which  no  difficulty  exists 
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to  demand  a  continued  attendance  on  his  part.  cmcvLARs. 
The  services  of  the  Midwife  are  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Medical  Officer,  but  the  Midwife  is 
not  substituted  for  the  Medic»I  Officer,  and  he  is 
entirely  responsible  as  to  the  extent  to  which  her 
services  are  to  be  relied  on  in  each  case. 

In  accordance  with  these  views,  the  Commis- 
sioners desire  that  the  following  course  may  be 
adopted  in  all  cases  in  which  dispensary  relief  is 
required  by  ticket  for  women  in  labour. 

The  ticket  should,  as  in  other  cases,  be  addressed 
to  the  Medical  Officer,  and  not  to  the  Midwife. 

The  ticket  should  be  presented  to  the  Medical 
Officer,  who  should  roister  it,  and  ascertain  by 
minute  inquiry — or,  if  it  should  appear  necessaiy, 
by  visit  to  the  patient — ^that  the  case  is  one  of 
natural  labour. 

If  it  should  appear  on  such  inquiry  or  visit  that 
the  case  is  likely  to  be  attended  with  any  difficulty 
or  danger,  the  Medical  Officer  will  of  course  take 
charge  of  the  case  himself ;  but  if  he  is  satisfied 
that  it  is  one  of  natural  labour,  he  should  send 
written  or  printed  instructions  to  the  Midwife, 
requiring  her  attendance  on  the  case  so  long  as 
it  shall  proceed  naturally,  and  directing  her,  that 
should  anything  out  of  the  course  of  nature,  or 
dangerous,  arise  in  the  case,  she  is  immediately  to 
call  for  Ins  assistance. 

If  in  any  case  the  Midwife  finds  it  necessary  to 
call  for  the  assistance  of  the  Medical  Officer,  in 
pursuance  of  such  instruction,  and  should  intimate 
the  same  to  him,  he  must  immediately  take  charge 
of  the  case,  and  continue  in  charge  of  the  patient 
until  her  recovery  or  the  termination  of  the  case. 

On  the  termination  of  those  cases  in  which  the 
assistance  of  the  Medical  Officer  has  not  Ijeen 
called  for,  the  Midwife  should  report  the  result  to 
the  Medical  Officer  for  registration.

Sir, — The  Commissioners  for  administering  the 
Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  have  had 
their  attention  drawn  to  the  recent  conviction  of 
a  union  officer  for  murder  by  poisoning,  and  to 
.  the  fact  that  he  is  supposed  to  have  obtained  the 
poison  from  the  workhouse  surgery. 

The  Commissioners  think  it  right  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  several  Dispensary  Committees  to 
this  subject,  in  order  that,  if  sufficient  and  satis- 
factory arrangements  do  not  exist  at  present  for 
the  safe  custody  of  poisonous  medicines  at  the 
dispensary,  the  requisite  directions  may  be  at  once 
given. 

The  Commissioners  suggest  that  poisonous  medi- 
cines should  be  kept  under  lock  and  key,  separate 
from  the  other  medicines,  and  that  the  Mediod 
Officer  should  himself  retain,  and  be  responsible 
for,  the  possession  of  the  key.

Whereas,  by  the   "Sanitary  Act,  1866,"   it  is     olmi 
among  other  things  enacted,  that  in  Ireland  the  ^^  Q^J^ig^. 
"  Sewer  Authority,"  as  defined  by  the  provisions 
of   that    Act,    rfiall     be    also    the    "Nuisance 
Authority*'  for  executing  the  Nuisances  Removal 
Acts: 

And  whereas  the  Sewer  Authority  in  Ireland 
for  all  places  not  under  another  Sewer  or  Nuisance 
Authority  is,  by  the  provisions  of  the  said  Sanitary 
Act,  1866,  defined  to  be  the  Board  of  Guardians 
of  the  Union  in  which  each  such  place  is  situate : 

And  whereas  by  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Sanitary  Act  the  Sewer  Authority  may  appoint 
one  or  more  Committees  consisting  wholly  of  its 
own  members  or  partly  of  its  own  members,  and 
partly  of  such  other  persons  contributing  to  the 
rate  or  fund  out  of  which  the  expenses  incurred 
by  such  Authority  are  paid,  and  qualified  in  such 
other  manner  as  the  Sewer  Authority  may  deter- 
mine : 

And  whereas  by  the  provisions  of  the  "  Nui- 
sances Removal  Act  for  England,  1855,"  it  is 
among  other  things  enacted,  that  the  Nuisance 
Authority  may  appoint  any  Committee  of  its  own 
body  to  receive  notices,  take  proceedings,  and  in 
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MoDB  or    all  or  certain  qualified  respects  to  execute  the  said 
KxPBNsn    Act,  and  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  are  now 
^'^Ti^Ict'"  extended  to  Ireland  : 

—  And  whereas  by  an   Order  under  our   Seal, 

orfer:  bearing  date  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  August  in 
12  Oct  1866.  the  present  year,  it  is  directed  that  when  cholera 
is  in  any  union  the  Committee  of  Management 
of  each  dispensary  district  shall  be  the  Sanitary 
Committee  for  that  district  for  carrying  out  the 
purposes  of  the  Diseases  PreTention  Actf  : 

And  whereas  by  the  provisions  of  the  "Sewage 
Utilization  Act,  1865,"  it  is  among  other  things 
pi-ovided  that  the  expenses  incurred  in  carrying 
out  that  Act  in  any  town  or  village  for  which 
the  Guardians  are  the  Sewer  Authority,  shall  be 
charged  only  on  the  electoral  division  in  which 
such  town  or  village  is  situate,  and  it  is  there- 
fore not  necessary  to  make  any  Order  in  that 
behalf;  but  by  the  Sanitary  Act,  1866,  it  is 
provided  that  the  expenses  incurred  under  the 
Nuisances  Removal  Act,  and  likewise  the  expenses 
incurred  under  the  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  shall 
be  charged  to  the  union  or  any  electoral 
divisions  thereof,  in  such  manner  as  the  Poor 
Law  Comnmsioners  shall,  from  time  to  time,  by 
General  Orders  applicable  to  classes  of  cases,  or 
by  Order  in  any  particular  case,  direct : 

Now  therefore,  we,  the  Commissioners  for  ad- 
ministering the  Laws  for  Kelief  of  the  Poor  in 
Ireland,  do  hereby  order  that  all  expenses 
incurred  by  the  Boaoxi  of  Guardians  as  a  Nuisance 
Authority,  whether  directly  by  the  Board  itself^ 
or  through  the  agency  of  any  Committee  appointed 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  charged  upon  the  electoral 
division  within  and  for  which  such  expenses  shall 
have  been  incurred,  unless  we  shall  by  special 
Order  in  any  particular  case  otherwise  direct,  and 
in  that  case  such  expenses  shall  be  charged  as  we 
shall  in  the  said  special  Order  direct :

Whereas  by  a  General  Order  under  our  Seal,  o^ieimi 
bearing  date  the  nineteenth  day  of  January,  1852,  p*]?*^i*7 
for  regulating  the  meetings  and  proceedings  of 
Boards  of  Guardians  in  Ireland,  we,  the  Commis-

time  to  time  been  issued  by  the  Poor  Law 
Commissioners,  relating  to  the  administration 
of  the  Poor  Law,  the  Medical  Charities  Act, 
the  Vaccination  Acts,  Burial  Grounds  Acts, 
and  Sanitary  Acts,  are  very  numerous ;  many 
of  them  related  to  matters  of  mere  temporary- 
operation,  while  others  have  become  obsolete 
owing  to  changes  in  the  Law  which  have 
taken  place  since  they  were  issued.  It  would 
be  impossible  to  include  the  whole  of  those 
Circulars  within  the  present  volume  without 
greatly  and  inconveniently  extending  its  bulk, 
which  has  already  exceeded  the  limits  origin- 
ally contemplated.
